Well  Known  Spaniard  Urges 

That  Inited  States  Terms 

Be  Accepted. 

.Madrid,  Aag  5.— Tlso  conference  be- 
tween the  political  leaders  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  peace  terms  continues.  Senor 
Silvela.  the  Conservative  leader,  acting 
In  behalf  of  Senor  Castelar,  the  Repub- 
lican leader,  who  was  prevented  by  ill- 
ness from  being  present,  has  conferred 
with  the  premier,  Senor  Siigasta,  on  the 
subject.  He  said  Senor  Castelar,  al- 
though an  advocate  of  peace,  was  of 
the  opinion  that  in  negi>tlating  its  cjn- 
clusion  the  government  'should  reniein. 
l>er  the  Virginius  affMir,  when  the  en- 
ergy displayed  by  Si>ain  in  dealing  with 
the  United  States  saved  Spain's  inter, 
ests,  and  thought  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  prevent  Spanish  sovereignty 
over  Porto  Rico.  " 

Senir  Silvela  added  that  he  personally 
did  not  favor  any  change  of  policy. 

The  Liberal  (Moderate  Republican) 
today  publishes  an  interview  with  Mar- 
shal Martinez  Campos,  who  is  quoted  a.s 
.'•aying:  "I  openly  favnr  pea<e.-Every- 
thing  that  has  hapinMied  in  this  war 
coulfl  have  l)een  foresern,  but  the  most 
pessimistic  could  not  havi  imagined 
that  our  misfortunes  would  be  so  great — 
the  destruction  of  Montejo's  and  Cer.

Commander  Todd  of  the  Wiimingt.)n 
reports  that  the  conditions  at  Manzan- 
illo.  as  learned  from  Gen.  Rios,  are  as 
follows:  There  are  about  2000  regu- 
lars, 1000  volunteers  and  500  boin- 
barderos,  or  firemen,  there.  They  ap- 
pear to  be  well  supplied  with  cattle 
and  provisions,  but  are  believed  to  iic 
short  of  ammunition.  Recent  events  in 
that  vicinity  have  disheartened  them 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  api>earance 
of  an  American  force,  even  of  only  1000 
men.  would  result  in  the  capitulation  of 
the  place.  So  far  an  the  forts  are  con- 
cerned they  amount  to  little  or  noth- 
ing beyond  some  field  pieces  temporar- 
ily placed  in  position  and  belonging  to 
the  army.  The  last  expedition  to  ytun- 
zanillo  took  the  Spaniards  there  com- 
pletely by  surprise.  They  thought  an 
American  force  was  landing  south  of 
the  town  near  Niquiro. 

The  country  immediately  surround- 
ing Manzanillo  is  fertile,  and  military 
operations  could  rearlily  l>e  carried  on 
there.  The  only  high  road  leading  out 
of  Manzanillo  goes  to  Bayamo.  With 
a  naval  force  in  front  of  the  city,  at 
this  season  of  the  year,  it  would  not 
be  possible  for  the  Spanish  troops  to 
leave  Manzanillo,  except  by  this  road, 
which  could  be  blocked  by  a  landing 
psrty. 

The  general  feeling  of  the  Spanish 
forces  at  Manzanillo  and  in  its  vicin- 
ity is  best  shown  by  the  insurgent 
leader.  Gen.  Rios,  who  is  encamped 
within  a  few  miles  of  the  place  with 
150  cavalrymen  and  he  occasionally 
makes  raids  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
town  in  order  to  secure  cattle  belong- 
ing  to   the   S-paniards.

IS  NOT  SIRPRISED. 


Delay    In   Receiving  Spain's 
Answer  Does  Not    Sur- 
prise the  Cabinet. 


Washington,  Aug.  5.— With  a  realiz- 
ing sense  of  the  great  political  prob- 
lems  that  must  be  con^^idered  by  Senor 
Sagasla,  the  Spanish  premier,  before 
♦le  can  finally  assent  to  the  United 
States  demands,  the  administration  is 
not  surpri.=ed  that  the  answer  from  the 
Spanish  side  has  been  delayed.  It  is 
believed  that,  so  far  as  the  premier 
him.eelf  is  concerned,  he  has  made  up  his 
mind  to  accept  the  conditions,  but  while 
in  that  decision  he  is  supparted  by  a 
majority  of  the  cabinet,  he  finds  it 
necessary  to  secure  the  adhesion  of  the 
leaders  of  the  other  parties  in  order  to 
guard  against  disaster  in  the  future. 

Spanish  methods  never  have  been 
noted  for  rapidity,  and  It  is  said  that 
the  present  is  the  first  case  on  record 
where  the  Spanish  cabinet  has  acted 
within  a  day  or  two  on  a  matter  so  im- 
portant as  the  pending  peace  proposal. 
Therefore  it  Is  scarcely  expected  that 
t#»e  last  and  decisive  answer  will  be 
forthcoming  immediately. 

So  far  as  can  be  learned,  there  has 
l>een  no  further  communication  between 
the  state  department  and  the  French 
embassy  since  Wednesday  night.  As- 
suming that  the  report  is  true  that 
S-igasta  is  seeking  minute  explanations 
of  the  details  to  be  adopted  under  each 
head  of  the  president's  note,  it  is  prob- 
able that  these  explanations  are  being 
furnished  by  M.  Cambon  himself.

I?fDIA.S  SAD  KXPEKIENCE. 

The  News  Tribune  gave  considerable 
prominence  this  morninjr  to  a  report 
that  the  Indian  mints  are  to  be  re- 
opened tv>  free  coinage  of  silver  at  an 
iinexptHttxlly  early  date.  It  is  claimed 
that  there  is  a  strong:  effort  to  have  the 
ratS>  changed  from  16  to  1.  to  22  to  1, 
and  it  is  asserted  that  a  wjlIingTiess  to 
assent  to  this  change  has  been  evinced 
by  lK>th  the  United  States  and  France. 
Incidentally  we  are  informed  rhat  the 
establishment  of  a  ratio  of  22  to  1  would 
have  the  effect  of  increasing  the  present 
price  of  silver,  which  appears  to  be  a 
treasonable  statement  on  the  part  of  a 
g-oldbug  organ,  which,  in  common  with 
other  advocates  of  gold  monometallism, 
has  always  maintained  that  opening  or 
closing  mints  cannot  affect  the  price  of 
silver. 

There  is  likely  to  be  some  truth  in  the 
story  that  the  Indian  mints  are  to  bo 
reopened  to  silver  coinage  at  an  early 
date,  but  iX  is  hardly  probable  that  any 
change  will  be  made  in  the  coinage  ra- 
ti-v       The  currency  situation   in   India 
his  !.  ,n  badly  mixed  for  years  as  a  re- 
suit    i.f   the   attempt    to   "commit   that 
country   more   thoroughly   to   the   gold 
standard.'    as    Secretary    Gage    would 
i»ay.      The  effect  up^>n  the  people      of 
India   has   been   disastrous,       and       it 
was  finally  decided  by  the  British  au- 
thorities to  appoint  a  commission  to  in- 
vestigate the  whole  subject  and  report 
soihe  plan  to  remedy  the  existing  de- 
plorable  state    of   affairs.       It    is    now 
said  this  report  will  be  ready  on  Sept. 
1  and  will  recommend  the  rti^pening  ?.f 
the  mints,  in  other  words  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  attempt  to  inflict  the  ruin- 
ous gold  standard  on  India  and  a  re- 
turn to  the  old  s>-stem  of  bimetallism. 
The  government  of  Indln,   under  in- 
structions from  London.       closed       its 
mints  to  silver  in  1893.      This  was  done 
ostensibly   for   the   purpose   of   raising 
the  value  of  the  rupee,  which  had  fallen 
to  11   pence.       Whether  the  closing  of 
the  mints  effected  it  or  not  something 
has  caused   the  value  of  the  rupee  to 
rise.    It    i.s    now   above   16    pence.     The 
reason  for  this  rise  generally  accepted 
Is    that    the   cessation    of   coinage    has 
made   the   rupee   scarcer  and    thus   in- 
creased  its   value.       The  original   pur- 
pose of  the  Indian  government  was  to 
Introduce  the  gold   standard   ifter  the 
rupee,    by   rea.son    of   scarcity,    became 
again  worth  as  much  as  32  cents.  But 
this   has   been    found    impracticable.    It 
has  been  found  difficult  to  get  the  gold. 
Oold   has  not   flowed   Into  India,   as   it 
was  expected  to  do.  after  the  rupee  n^se 
to   32   cents.    On    the   contrary,    it    has 
flowed'  out,   owing   to   t>.e  uncertainty 
of   the   monetary    future.    At    the  same 
time  there  has  l>een  great  stringency  in 
the  money  market  and  distress  in  busi- 
nc-ss  circles,  amounting  almost  to  panic. 
The  business  interests  of  India      are 
strongly  opposed   to  a  continuance  of 
the  experiment    inaugurated    in       ISa.l. 
The  unanimity  with  which  exr^ort  and 
import    merchants,    bimetallists       and 
jnonometallists    unite    in        protesting 
against  it   is  one  of  the  most  striking 
facts  of  the  situation.  The  agree  that 
the  experiment  strikes  at   the  root  of 
profluctive  industrj-  and  commerce.  As 
tht-  Madras  chamber  of  commerce  puts 
it;      It  is  incorrect  to  say  that  volume 
of   currency   must   be   made  consistent 
with    a    16-pence    rupee.  "    It    would    be 
better,  it  is  said,  to  let  the  rupee  pass 
at  its  intrinsic  value. 

All  classes  in  India  are  clamorous  for 
a  reopening  of  the  mints  to  silver.  It 
Is  claimed  that  the  present  policy  is 
cutting  down  exports  severely  and  that 
the  free  coinage  of  rupees  would  so  tm- 
prove  trade  and  industries  that  even 
increased  taxes  could  be  easily  borne. 
Those  people  who  have  been  persuaded 
that  the  gold  standard  system  is  a 
good  thing  for  the  United  States  should 
profit  by  the  experience  of  India,  which 
is  now  clamoring  for  a  change. 


The  Herald  believes  that  the  vote  of 
the  pe>ple  of  St.  Louis  county  will  be 
overwlelmlngly  in  favor  of  division. 
There  ire  many  reasons  why  the  citi- 
zens ot  Duluth  should  favor  a  division, 
setting  apart  the  two  iron  ranges  as  a 
separate  county.  Duluth's  Interest  in 
divlsloi  was  very  clearly  stated  In  The 
Herald  s  news  columns  last  night,  and 
it  Is  h  irdly  necessary  at  this  time  to 
add  anything  to  what  was  there  pointed 
out  as  strong  reasons  why  the  city 
wvuld  l>e  greatly  beneflted  by  the  divi- 
sion of  the  county.  These  piints  will  be 
touchet  upon  later.  If  the  question 
should  be  submitted  to  vote. 

The  >eople  residing  in  the  range 
towns  1  ave  been  agitating  the  question 
of  coui  ty  division  for  many  months, 
and  th«  sentiment  there  is  verj'  strons 
in  favo-  of  division.  They  favor  divi- 
sion  bei-ause  of  the  great  inconvenience 
they  new  experience  frequently  on  ac- 
lount  of  being  s)  far  distant  from  the 
county  seat.  They  are  also  naturally 
anxious  to  construct  new  roads  on  u 
large  si  ale,  and  as  long  as  the  county 
remains  as  at  present  con.stltuted  they 
are  har  lly  likely  to  have  their  wishes 
gratiflet  in  this  respect.  If  created  a 
separate  county,  the  p«X)ple  of  the 
ranges  could  con.struct  all  the  roads 
they  dedred.  and  they  would  foot  the 
bills  th.  mselves.  As  Duluth  now  pay.<* 
75  per  -ent  of  the  county  taxes,  the 
county  officials  do  not  feel  disp:)sed  to 
make  th  '  people  pay  large  sums  for  new 
roads. 

The  N.«ws  Tribune  published  a  few  in^ 
terviews  with  people  whose  names  wero 
not  giv(  n.  Posstbly  they  were  not  de. 
sirous  01  being  given  credit  for  the  mis- 
statements of  fact  contained  therein,  or 
more  likely  the  alleged  "interviews" 
were  written  by  the  News  Tribune  it- 
self. A  reply  to  the  false  statements 
containc  1  in  these  "interviews"  will  be 
found  ii  another  column.  The  News 
Tribune  also  asserts  that  it  is  all  a 
political  scheme,  a  plot  of  the  fuslonisis 
to  get  the  county  offices.  Of  course 
this  is  lalse.  The  origin  of  the  story 
shows  its  falsity.  There  is  no  politics 
whatever  In  this  move.  Division  is 
proposed  solely  in  the  interests  of  the 
city  and  Is  supported  by  men  of  all 
political  faiths  here,  while  on  the  rarvges 
the  movi  ment  was  started  in  the  inter- 
est of  th  It  section  by  some  of  the  lead- 
ing Repi  blicans  a  long  time  ago.

A  real,  live  Yankee,  during  the  war  be- 
tween the. states,  did  not  create  greater 
curiosity  down  South  than  do  the  genuine 
Cuban  veterans  who  are  making  a  tour 
of  this  country  with  Buffalo  Bill  a  Wild 
West,  an<l  will  be  seen  l).v  thousands  of 
the  patriotic  citizens  of  this  region  when 
the  exhibition  opens  for  two  performances 
in   Duluth  tomorrow. 

The  Cubans  with  the  Wild  West  are  all 
genuine  fighters,  veterans  of  many  en- 
gagements, and  their  presence  In  this 
country  Is  due  solely  to  the  fact  that 
their  wounds  have  disqualified  them  for 
active  .service.  One  has  lost  a  leg,  a 
machete  slash  has  rendered  another's 
right  arm  forever  useress,  another  has 
eleven  bullet,  shell  and  saber  wounds,  an- 
other was  shot  eight  times,  and  so  on 
through  the  entire  list,  there  being  not 
a  single  man  In  the  troop  who  Is  able  to 
undergo  the  hardships  attendant  upon 
warfare  as  it  is  carried  on  in  the  wilds  of 
their  native  land.  Nearly  all  have  been 
commissioned  officers,  and  they  have  con- 
sented to  appear  in  a  public  exhibition 
of  Cuba's  warlike  methods  with  the  hope 
of  keeping  warm  the  sentiment  of  the 
American  people  toward  their  oppressed 
countrymen,  and  of  demonstrating  the 
fact  that  the  I'nlted  States  has  not 
gone  to  war  to  aid  an  untutored  mob  of 
swarthy  savages.  That  they  have  the 
countenance  of  the  Cuban  junta  was 
proved  the  other  day  in  Washirigton,  when 
Messrs.  Palma  and  Quesada  and  other 
prominent  officials  of  the  new  republle 
grouped  themselves  to  be  photographed 
in  front  of  the  troop,  and  another  signifi- 
cant fact  was  the  presence  in  the  group 
of  Gen.  Fitzhugh  Lee.  Among  the  Cu- 
bans is  Lieut.  Col.  Amyerlch,  a  veteran 
of  the  ten  years'  war,  the  two  years'  up- 
rising and  the  late  war.  wounded  eight 
times,  with  Sergt.  Juan  Valdiz,  a  badlv 
machetted  hero  was  released  as  harmless 
through  the  efforts  of  Consul  General 
Fitzhugh  Lee. 

.Vmong  the  many  literally  new  features 
Is  a  battery  of  Cncle  Sam's  flying  artil- 
lery composed  of  ex-membei-s  of  the 
Fifth  I'nlted  States  regulars  and  a  squad 
of  the  Sixth  I'nlted  States  cavalry  who 
exhibit  In  Duluth  for  the  first  time  the 
new  athletic  equestrianism  introduced  in 
our  army,  also  English  lancers  In  tent 
pegging,  lemon  cutting  and  sword  fights 
a  band  of  Western  frontier  girls  in  feats 
of  daring  and  in  a  dashing  dance  on 
horseback. 


The  question  of  dividing  the  county 
has  been  the  chief  topic  of  conversation 
all  over  the  county  since  yesterday,  and 
the  matter  Is  being  discus.sed  fro.-n  ;  n 
sides  with  great  thoroughness.  In  Du- 
luth the  dLscussion  tends  very  largely 
in  favor  of  the  plan,  and  now  reasons 
are  cropping  out  constantly  why  tl,e 
plan  is  to  the  advantage  of  the  city. 
There  is  some  opposition  to  it.  which  is 
only  natural,  but  in  most  instances  it 
comes  from  personal  Interests  that 
would  suffer  from  the  change.  These 
interests  are  largely  selfish,  und  the 
general  expres.sion  of  opinion  has  been 
f:  aside  from  all  question  of  politics 
which  soBie  opponents  of  the  plan  htive 
.sought  to  introduce,  the  business  inter- 
ests of  Duluth  \yill  be  bencfl'ted  by  t"e 
change. 

The  arguments  against  It  have  larp-eiy 
consisted  of  statements  as  to  tlje  large 
amount  of  business  that  is  done  <m  the 
range  and  the  large  share  „f  niomv 
handled  up  tliere  that  Duluth  rueiyes 
.Nothing  can  be  said  against  th:.?,  yet 
the  man  who  can  argrue  that  the  loca- 
tion of  an  invisible  line  will  act  .is  a  bar 
to  any  of  this  business  is  hard  pushed 
for  an  argument. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  to  see  now  this 
invisible  line  is  to  be  cut  off  anything  ex- 
cept the  expenses  complained  of.  The 
••ummercial  interests  of  Duhtth  and  I'm 
iron  ranges  could  not  suffer  in  the  least. 
The  dividing  line  could  not  possibly 
cause  a  cessation  of  the  ore  shipm-nts. 
nor  could  it  cause  the  people  of  Iron 
county  to  cease  purchasing  thi-ir  sup- 
plies through  Duluth  and  shipping  their 
ore  through  this  city.  The  lis'anVe  will 
not  Ih?  unchanged  l)y  an  Imaginary,  sen- 
♦imental  division,  nor  will  the  distance 
lie  increased. 

In  yesterday's  article  on  this  subject 
a  typographical  error  made  it  appear 
that  r>:j  per  cent  of  the  vote  two  years 
ago  is  needed  on  the  petition.  It  should 
have  read  25  per  cent,  of  course,  as  most 
■f  the  people  who  read  it  reco.gnized. 
The  petitions  wore  placed  in  citvul.ition 
yesterday  afternoon,  and  there  was  no 
difflculty  In  securing  signatures.  Every 
solicitor  for  signatures  reports  that 
they  are  given  willingly,  and  with  ex- 
prissions  of  opinion  warmly  f.ivor.iM  ■ 
to  the  plan.  There  Is  no  doubt  that  l(y 
Saturday  evening  the  needed  4500  signa- 
tures will  have  Inen  secured. 

"The  News  Tribune  this  morning  on- 
lair>s  some  interviews  with  anonytious 
individuals  who  attempt  to  <  ast  dis- 
eredlt  upon  the  figures  given  in  yester- 
day's Herald.  For  instance,  it  is 
claimed  that  there  Is  some  doubt  as  to 
the  figures  on  Duluth's  proportion  of  the 
taxes.  The  figures  were  obtained  fioiii 
the  rate  sheet  issued  by  the  (-iiinty 
auditor  for  1897,  and  they  -i.-e  entirely 
reliable.  It  is  claimed  also  that  to  tako 
the  tot.41  iTmount  of  taxes  li-v'.eJ  \-M 
year  and  figure  Duluth's  proi)ortion 
from  them  is  unfair,  ai>d  that  'o  be  cor- 
rect only  uniform  rates,  such  as  the 
.state  rate  and  th  countv  rates,  should 
be  taken.  To  do  this  is  only  to  int-n- 
sify  the  bearing  of  the  argument.  For 
instance  the  ro.ail  rate  last  year  v.  is 
1  mill.  Tills  is  equal  throui?  1- 
out  the  county.  Duluth's  va'.u  .- 
tion  last  year  was  11.10.291.619. 
and  the  county's  was  $4:{.4S.S.7i)5.  The 
county  outside  of  Duluth  was  vaUud  at 
$l.'{,iy:,0S6.  Applying  the  tax  of  1  miil 
for  county  purposes  on  this  and  it  will 
be  seen  that  out  of  a  road  tax  ef  j.4.1,- 
4SS.70  Duluth  paid  $;?0,291.62,  and  ih-^  en- 
tire county  outside  of  Duluth  p.iid  $13.- 
197. OS.  In  other  words,  Duluth  paid  70 
per  cent  of  the  cost  of  work  d  me  en- 
tirely ou'side  of  the  city. 

This  year  the  city  applied  to  the 
county  board  for  a  share  of  the  road 
fund  to  use  on  her  streets.  Though 
Duluth  pays  70  per  cent  of  it,  she  wa.i 
not  allowed  1  cent  for  her  use.  Th(> 
same  proportion  will  apply  on  all  other 
uniform  taxes,  while  the  total  amount 
gives  Duluth  even  a  larger  proportion. 

The  claim  has  also  been  made  that 
this  difference  will  be  lessened  because 
the  valuations  on  the  mines  have  been 
raised.  Some  of  the  members  of  the 
board  of  equalization  made  an  attempt 
to  get  a  raise  made,  4>ut  there  were 
enough  members  opposed  to  hold  them 
back,  and  while  a  raise  was  made.  It 
is  not  one  that  will  cut  much  figure  on 
the  whole.  It  will  lessen  the  percentage 
very  ."lightly,  and  the  individual  tax- 
payer in  th'o  city  of  Duluth  will  never 
know  the  difference  unless  he  Is  told. 
His  taxes  will  not  show  It. 

Another  string  argument  in  favor  of 
cutting  loose  from  the  upper  portion 
of  the  county  is  the  fact  that  an  at- 
tempt is  to  be  made  at  the  next  session 
of  the  legislature  to  •edistrict  the 
county  to  provide  a  new  cimmlssioner's 
district  for  the  ranges.  The  Vermiliot> 
range  has  always  had  the  single  county 
commissioner  fnin  the  range,  and  the 
Me.saba  wants  things  fixed  so  that  It  will 
have  equal  repres^entation  with  the  Ver- 
milion range.  If  this  measure  goes 
through,  and  there  is  every  reason  f> 
believe  that  it  will,  the  ranges  w^ll  have 
a  larger  representation  on  the  county 
board,  and  they  will  be  able  to  get  mor« 
out  of  it.  Thy  want  a  large  amount  of 
roads,  and  with  a  larger  representa- 
tion on  the  board  they  will  be  able  to 
get  them.  With  the  backing  of  the  iron 
companies  the  ranges  will  practically 
control  the  county  board,  itnd  the  city 
of  Duluth  will  come  out  of  the  smaller 
end  of  the  horn.  In  addltl  in  to  paying 
the  greater  portion  of  the  taxes,  the 
taxes  for  purpose.-;  from  which  the  city 
gets  no  direct  l^enefit  will  be  increased.

The  aver- 
ai^f  freight  rate  was  10  cents  from  the 
iluee  states  to  head  of  lakes,  and  now 
it  will  be  about  9  cents,  on  account  of  re- 
du<'tlons  in  tariffs.  The  average  margin 
li>r  elevators  in  the  case  of  fair  grain  is 
■J' J  cents  for  charges,  cleaning  and 
P'l'fit.  That  would  make  the  average 
price  paid  farmers  last  year  about  77 
cents.  With  the  present  price  of  Sep- 
tember here  (about  65  cents),  it  will  be 
tl  <  n  that  the  difference  in  price  more 
than  offsets  the  increase  in  crops  in 
>i<  termining  the  disposition  of  the  far- 
mers. 

(Sranaries  and  stocks  are  exhausted 
and  the  visible  supply  in  the  country 
is  less  than  ever  before,  so  there  is 
I  very  indication  of  a  sharp  demand; 
but  there  are  large  prospective  de. 
liveries,  the  crop  being  practically  se- 
<  ,ned  all  over  the  country.  The  ques- 
linn  whether  the  farmer  is  likely  to 
dii^pose  of  his  grain  quickly  is  indicated 
by  the  deliveries  at  winter  wheat  ter- 
minals—Toledo. St.  Louis,  Detroit  and 
Kansas  City.  They  are  evidently  hold- 
ing back. 

If  the  spring  wheat  farmers  follow 
suit,  and  receipts  are  light  through 
September,  the  supply  would  hardly 
keep  up  with  the  inevitable  demand 
and  prices  would  tend  to  go  up.

LEAK  NOT  LOCATED. 


Several  Hundred  Feet  of  Pipe 

May     Have    to     Be 

Uncovered. 

The  location  of  the  leak  in  the  water 
system  near  Lester  river  has  not  yet 
111  en  discovered.     It  was  at  first  thouglii 

that  it  was  in  the  blow-off  pipe,  but  af- 
ter about  tifly  feet  of  it  had  been  un- 
covered it  was  determined  that  this  was 
not  the  case.  It  Is  not  known  whether 
it  is  in  the  steel  main  or  the  iron  rid'TS. 
If  in  the  former,  it  is  jirobahly  due  to 
I)ln  holes  in  the  steel,  it  is  said,  whicji 
will  have  to  be  caulked.  If  in  the  iron 
I)ipe,  it  will,  it  is  thought,  be  found  to  be 
at  a  joint,  in  which  case  it  will  l>e  an 
easy  matter  to  seal  it  up.  It  is  possible 
that  the  whole  of  the  main  and  rider  from 
the  river  east  to  the  big  gate  valve,  .a 
distance  of  several  hundred  feet.  will 
have  to  be  uncovered  before  the  leak  Js 
found. 

In  the  course  of  the  examination  to  dis- 
cover the  leak,  it  has  been  found  that 
there  is  a  crack  in  the  disk 
of  the  gate  valve  referred  to.  The  disk 
is  the  door  or  gate  that  closes  down  into 
the  pipe  shutting  off  the  water.  It  is 
stated  that  the  Rensselaer  company, 
whirti  made  the  valves  for  the  system, 
v.'ill   have  to   replace   the  disk.

Roosevelt's  Letter    Creates 

a  Stir  In  All   Branches 

of  the  Service. 

Washington,  Aug.  C— While  the  elhice 
of  the  profession  of  war  do  not  permit 
the  officers  of  one  branch  of  the  military 
service  to  criticise  those  of  another  branch 
openly,  there  is  scarcely  a  line  or  staff 
officer  in  Washington  who  has  not  used 
the  most  vigorous  language  in  comment- 
ing upon  the  reports  of  the  condition  of 
the  men  in  Santiago  as  shown  in  Roose- 
velt's letter.  The  war  department  is  try- 
ing to  counteract  this  feeling  which  is 
shared  by  the  public  genarallv  bv  pub- 
lishing a  letter  from  the  colonel  of  the 
Rough  Riders  and  a  reply  to  the  same 
sent  by  Secretary  Alger  In  which  Col. 
Roosevelt  is  roughly  handled.  Roosevelt 
was  und<nibtedly  Indiscreet  from  a  politi- 
cal standt>oint  in  his  invidious  compari- 
.son.  but  at  the  same  time  Secretary  Alger 
has  not  succeeded  in  directing  attention 
from  the  terrible  state  of  affairs  which 
Roosevelt   pointed    out    so    graphicallv. 

It  is  admitted  tacitly  that  Gen.  Stern- 
berg Is  not  the  proper  man  for  chief  of 
the  medical  department  of  the  army.  As 
a  bacteriologist  he  has  few  equals  In  this 
country,  but  as  an  executive  officer  he  has 
never  been  a  success  and  the  disposition 
is  universal  to  lay  at  his  door  not  only 
the  frightful  conditions  existing  among 
the  troops  at  Santiago  province,  but  also 
the  terrible  state  of  affairs  which  was 
discovered  on  the  Seneca  and  Concho 
when  those  vessels  reached  port  with 
their  loads  of  sick  and  w^ounded.  It  Is 
reported  on  good  authority  that  the  presi-

For  fenerations  the  i>eople  have  lived 
resrardiess  of  the  first  rules  of  hyKieii"*; 
the  lower  classes  are  i»rnorant  of  all 
precautionary  measures,  and  it  is  not 
surprisinjr  when  oiu-  American  officers 
issue  an  order  throuj^h  the  civil  gover- 
nor of  Santiago,  statins  that  all  hou.-Jes 
must  be  at  i>nt'e  thori'Utfhly  cleaned, 
inside  and  i>ut.  that  the  ord.-r  is  dis- 
reifardevl.  iJrdt-rs  are  constantly  issued 
to  the  people  to  report  .it  i»n<e  the  death 
of  any  one  in  their  household,  and 
threats  of  fine  and  enforied  lalK>r  as  a 
punishment    carry    little    weight. 

Kxtreme  measures  will  have  to  be 
t  iken  to  hrinji  about  a  proper  condi- 
tion 4if  aff.iirs  in  this  respect,  and  it 
will  take  many  months  of  example  and 
strint;ent  enforcement  i^f  regulations  to 
bring  the  people  to  an  ol«servanc-e  of 
what  is  clearly  best  for  their  health. 

In  the  military  hospital  of  the  city 
there  were  on  July  Jt»  582  cases  of  the 
prevalent  malai*ial  fever,  121  cases  of 
dysentery.  Mj  i-ases  of  iliarrhoea.  274 
<ases  of  anemia  and  19  cases  i>f  yellow 
fi  ver.  The  yellow  fever  oases  are  all 
among  the  Spanish  soldieis.  A  week 
ago  there  Were  six  cases  of  this  fever, 
and  among  the  total  of  nineteen  cases 
there  have  bi-en  six  deaths  since  the 
American  octupation.  Sixteen  of  the 
4N.N  winuideil  Spanish  soldiers  in  the 
hospital  have  died  since  the  I'nited 
States  tr'M>ps  took  possession  of  the 
town.  To  the  city  of  Santiago  there  is 
this  advantage  from  the  i-ains  of  the 
wet  season:  The  water  rushes  down 
the  stt*ep  streets  and  sweeps  away  all 
manner  of  refuse  and  rubbish.  Flu.sh- 
iifg  streets  as  the  rains  do  is  like  flush- 
ing the  sewers  in  an  American  <ity. 

Since  July  1  and  imtil  July  2:5  this  city 
w.is  without  a  daily  paper.  ( >n  July  23 
the  Kspectador  made  its  first  appear- 
anee  and  printed  the  full  text  of  Presi- 
dent McKlnley's  proelamation  to  the 
people  of  Cuba.  The  P^sjk-i  tador  is  run- 
ning a  series  of  articles  on  New  York 
city,  this  subject  l^eing  supposedly  of 
prime  interest  to  its  readers  at  this 
time.  A  three-column  article  on  the  in- 
scriptions on  the  Rgyptian  ol>elisk  fn 
Central  Park  appears  in  the  last  Is- 
sue and  the  publisher  promises  the 
l>eilaratlon  of  Independeni-e  tvf  the 
Iniied  States  in  the  near  future.

It  has  for  some  time  lieen  in  lontrol  of 
the  stock  of  the  company  that  holds  the 
lease  from  the  fee  owners  under  an 
)ption,  and  H.  W.  Oliver,  the  president 
of  the  company,  has  reached  an  agrree. 
ment  with  the  fee  owners  by  which  they 
extend  the  lease  of  the  mine  for  fifty 
years.  The  fee  owners  have  not  yet 
signed  the  extension,  but  the  papers  ar* 
all  in  readiness  and  will  be  executed 
po.s.sibly  today,  but  likely  not  before 
Monday. 

The  royalty  to  be  paid  is  33  cents  a 
t  )n.  No  bonus  has  been  provided  for. 
The  fee  owners  have  been  holding-  ou: 
for  the  payment  of  $300,000  as  a  consid- 
eration for  the  extension  of  the  lease. 
Init  they  have  accepted  in  lieu  of  it  a 
minimum  annual  output  of  500,000  ton.s. 
This  means  the  payment  to  the  feo 
hilders  of  at  least  $165,000  annually. 
I'nder  the  old  lease  the  fee  owners  re» 
ceived  .50  cents  a  ton  on  the  first  50,000 
tons,  40  cents  for  all  up  to  75,000  tonb. 
and  any  amount  mined  over  and  above 
that  ligure  :i5  cents  a  ton.  The  new 
lease  insures  to  the  fee  owners  a  large 
annual  Income,  although  the  royalty  i;. 
1'  cents  less  per  ton  than  under  the  old 
lease. 

H.  W.  Oliver  was  seen  at  the  Spalding 
this  afternoon,  and  when  asked  if  h* 
was  willing  to  grive  out  any  informa- 
tion about  the  Pioneer  deal,  replied 
laughingly  that  "the  weather  was  too 
wet  to  talk  about  mines  tjday."  He 
said  he  would  neither  afflrm  nor  deny 
his  reported  acquisition  of  the  Pioneer 
mine. 

He  left  on  the  North  Land  this  after, 
noon  for  home,  but  his  private  secre- 
tary, Charles  Fraser,  who  went  to  Ely 
yesterday  afternoon  on  a  special  train 
in  company  with  Martin  Pattison,  one 
of  the  fee  owners,  will  remain  in  Duluth 
for  a  day  or  two,  or  until  the  papers 
are  finally  signed  and  delivered.

Oliver  Mining  company  will  not  be  re- 
quired to  take  out  any  ore  until  next 
year.

She  was  charged  with, 
being  a  witch,  she  said,  and  the  death 
etf  her  grandchild,  a  l>aby  boy  thre-e 
months  old,  was  laid  at  her  door.  Mrs 
Rose  Dejwney  was  the  name  the  w.»- 
man  gave  the;  coroner.  She  .said  she 
at  1016  Cardinal  avenue. 

As  she  enteivd  the  office  with  her 
son,  a  bright  lad  of  seime  fifteeen  yeai*s, 
she  was  met  by  Deputy  Coroner  Lloyd. 

"I  am  charged  by  my  daughter-in- 
law  with  having  bewitched  my  grand- 
child .and  having  caused  its  death.  tJiid 
knows  1  am  inncK-ent,"  the  old  woman 
cri'ed. 

Dr.  Lloyd  calmed  the  woman,  and  she 
told   her  story  as  follows: 

"My  son  is  twenty-five  years  old,  and 
lives  with  his  wife  at  1427  South  Third 
street.  He  is  a  foundryman.  Thei 
couple  have  l>een  married  for  four 
years.  During  this  time  I  have  not 
crossed  their  threshold  more  than  a 
dozen  times.  My  daughter-in-law  does 
not  like  me  and  I  kept  away.  I  was 
in  the  house  the  day  after  the  chilejiwas 
born.  This  was  the  last  tiine  up  to 
Friday  night,  when  I  was  informed  that 
the  baby  was  dead. 

"My  con  and  I  arrived  at  the  house 
early  in  the  evening.  The  r<x)ms  were 
full  of  friends  of  my  son  and  daughter- 
in-law,  and  fe>r  awhile  I  was  unnoticed.

.Irones  seldom  recelvn  the  news  of  the 
world,  while  Spain  controls  telegraph 
and  mails. 

Agana.  the  capital  of  the  i.^Tand.  occu- 
pies a  sandy  beach  on  th.-  western 
coa.st  of  (Juam  i.sland.  It  contains  about 
300  houses  of  w.iod.  built  on  tdles  The 
official  buildings,  the  governor's  resl. 
dence.  the  arsenal,  ijarrat  ks  and  prison 
are  built  of  ston.-.  About  rive  mile?, 
south  of  the  capital  is  Port  San  Luia 
I)  Apra. 

There  are  many  fine  harbors  at  these 
islaiids.  The  harbor  is  spacious  and  has 
go.id  anch..rag.^  notwithstanding  the 
numerous  reefs  and  inlets  at  the  en- 
trance. 

It  may  be  recalled  that  when  the 
{  harleston  opene.l  her  guns  on  Ih" 
pla.-e  the  Spaniards  did  not  resist,  but 
swarmed  out  in  a  b,,dy  in  honor  of  wha' 
th.-y  th.iught  was  a  naval  testimoniai 
to  the  gb.ry  and  greatnes.s  of  their 
little  government.  This  ignoran.-e  a.-- 
counts  for  their  now  being  prisoners 
of  war  at  .Manilla. 

Ilev.  Jamea  M.  Alexander,  in  his  re- 
cent book  on  the  islands  of  the  Pacific 
gives  many  interesting  details  almut 
!..r,  Lp«lrones.  There  are  thousands  .if 
little  baby  isles,  m.-rc  coral  reefs,  from 
strips  a  few  yards  wide  to  regular 
island.s.  .\ll  ar.'  plumed  with  co.-.ianut 
trees.  Betw.-en  th.-  Isles  the  ocean  sinks 
to  vast  depths.  In  the  little  bays  are 
lagoons,  deep  and  green  or  rainbow  tin- 
ted, swarming  with  every  kind  of  fish 
The  chief  pmducts  for  sustaining  lif,' 
ar..  c.icoanuts  ami  bread  fruit.  They 
grow  spnntane.iusly  everywh.-re.  It  is 
sai.l  that  one  oc.ianut  tree  w  ill  fee.l  a 
man.  A  grove  of  the  fruit  trees  to  the 
islander  is  what  a  herd  of  cows  Is  to 
th.'  Pennsylvania  farmer. 

These,  with  the  tons  of  fish  in  the  la- 
Koons.  which  are  natural  fish  p.mds.  are 
responsiiile  for  the  profound  indolence 
of  the  natives.  They  can  support  lif- 
without  lalioring.  Some  of  the  bread 
fruit  trees  are  10  or  12  feet  in  diameter. 
A  single  tree  is  considered  equal  in  life- 
supporting  capacity  to  two  acres  of 
wheat.  Then  there  are  other  produces— 
guava.  corn,  ordinary  wheat,  bananas, 
ngs  and  arrowroot. 

The  tree  trunks  are  covered  with  a 
green  moss  that  shines  like  velvet  So  I 
luxuriant  is  the  vegetation  that  on 
.some  islands  it  d.ics  not  stop  at  the  ' 
.shore,  but  extends  like  a  carpet  into  the  ' 
sea.  Mangrove  trees  grow  only  in  salt  | 
water.  Certain  islands  have  freciuent  I 
rains:  others  suff.-r  from  drought  i 

The  altitude  of  the  southern  group  i.» 
e.imparatively  low.  while  big  mountains 
and  volcanoes  shoot  up  from  the  north- 
ern islands.  There  the  landscapes  4r.> 
gl.irioiis.  Th.'  mountains  are  wooded 
C.ra.ssy  parks,  brilliant  with  fiowers.  fill 
the  valleys  with  beautv.  Th.-  vegeta- 
tion is  as  luxuriant  as  in  Phiilippines

gioups  the  eastern  western  and  cen- 
tral. Spain  originally  claimed  all  th«

Marshall  islands.  The  central  or  main

The  natives  are  enterprising,  and 
must  h.ave  a  few  drops  of  Yankee  blood 
in  their  veins,  although  they  are  of  a 
dark  <opper  (olor.  .some  looking  like  the 
leading  man  in  "The  Bohemian  Girl  " 

The  Carolinians  have  five  kinds  'of 
currency.  Not  a  man  there  ever 
hear.l  of  Bryan,  yet  they  maintain  the 
divine  origin  ot  their  best  currency 
ih.-y  have  towns  with  paved  streets 
and  a  system  of  home-made  municipal 
government.  Some  of  the  islands  con- 
tain extensive  mountain  ranges  and 
volcanoes  with  natural  fortifications  on 
the  plateaus.  These  old  ruins  are  said 
ti»  be  natural  ruins,  and  there  are  acres 
of  colonnades  and  monoliths,  like  the 
ruins  of  Yucatan  and  Old  Mexico 

Among  the  products  of  the  country 
are  rice,  corn,  wheat,  sugar,  cotton, 
tobacco,  indigo,  bread-fruit,  castor  oil 
and  kindred  necessities  of  life.  Among 
the  curious  natural  features  .are  palm 
trees,  that  produce  vegetable  ivory 
lianyan  tives  that  grow  downwar.l.  th-^ 
seeds  being  planted  by  birds  high  up 
in  other  trees,  deposited  In  bark  and 
crevkes,  sending  down  rootlets  to  gath- 
er sustenance  and  moisture  from  ih.> 
soil. 

Another  tree  bears  a  fruit  so  oflf.msive 
in  odor  that  no  man  not  in  practice  can 
endure  it,  but  once  in  a  month  the 
fruit  tastes  so  deliclously  that  he  can- 
not stop  eating  it  until  it  is  devoured. 
Life  in  these  isles  is  described  as  one 
long,  dreamy  afternoon.  It  is  the  per- 
petual summer  of  the  lotus  eaters.  In 
a  word,  the  isles  seem  floating  fairy- 
Ian. Is  .They  are  thousands  of  miles  from 
any  continent.  Rising  like  the  Alps 
fi.im  the  liottom  of  the  sea,  they  rest 
wh.-ie  great  cities  are  said  to  be  buried 
In  curling  f.jam  the  surf  breaks  on 
the  green  isles  white  as  the  snows  of 
Ala.ska.  The  clime  is  declared  the  mild- 
est in  the  world,  with  neither  the  h.-at 
n.ir  the  debilitating  humidity  of  the 
Philipiunes  to  fatigue  the  soul. 

"And  what  of  the  people  and  hab- 
its'.' In  the  gr.'at  libaries  of  Paris  you 
will  find  expensive  volumes  filled  with 
.-ostly  engravings  made  from  the  draw- 
ings of  .savants  who  visnted  the  islan.ls 
years  ago.  In  almost  primeval  inn.icenc  > 
the  women  are  |iictured  at  work  in  gar- 
den or  house,  with  but  a  scarf  and  a 
sinile  f.ir  raiment. 

The  women  of  the  Carolines  are  neat 
and  attractive  at  home  or  among  their 
c.Koar.ut  tree.s.  The  men  are  industri- 
ous—everywhere displaying  ingenuiiv 
anl  g.-iitle  thrift. 

Amid  the  grandeur  of  their  motin- 
tains,  under  skies  of  unclouded  splen- 
dor, they  pass  their  lives  like  childr.-^n. 
dreaming  away  the  afternoon  of  a  long, 
long,    sunny   day. 

Rude  will  be  their  awakening  when 
from  steainers  and  locomotives  they 
hear  the  echoing  warwhoops  of  Amer- 
ican  civilization.

Set  Scientists  Searching   for   Trace 
of  an  Ancient  Race. 

A  London  ktti.j-  t.  the  Cincinnati  En- 
quirer   says:      Having    discovered      all 
about     the     ancient    cities    di.scoverabb 
ai))ve    gi-our.d,    the    scientists    are    now 
lighting  on   them   underground,   and   of 
all  unlikely  places  under  the  ground  in 
old  England,  wheie  it  wauld  be  supposed 
every  foot  of  .c„il  had  bfen  turufd  .iv.-i 
and  dug  into  often  enough   to  unearth 
every  hidden  thing  between   the  British 
islands    and    the    antipodes.      The    di«. 
covery  that  started  me  off  in  this  .'^train 
has  just   Ijcen   made   at    Hollingbournc 
near  Maidstane.     It  consists  of  a  great 
subterranean  labyrinth  that  has  brought  ' 
the  scientists  and  antiquarians  on  a  pil- 
grimage to  the  spot  frjm   the  four  cor- 
ner.s  of  the   Fnited   Kingdom.     Expefts 
from  the  British  iTiu.-^eum.  whose  lin.ger~ 
have  grown  yellow  from  handling  moth- 
.^alen   documents,   and    bespectacled   sa- 
I  vants  from  half  the  seats  of  learning  in 
Er.gland  are  down  at  the  scene  of  thr 
great       dis^jvery.       exchanging      their 
theories  as  to   the  origin   of  the  cave* 
arguing,  orating,  quoting  authorities  on 
the  time-worn  subject  of  ancient  Britii:i 
and    coming    to    no    definite    conclusion 
after  all   as  ta   the   true   reason   for   tht- 
great  caves  being  where  they  are. 

These  undprground  passages  extend 
in  all  directions  ami  with  most  bewilder 
ing  irregularity.  Here  and  there  is  a 
.great  vault  which  is  supported  by 
huge  ill-shaped  pillars  of  sand,  and  to 
which  a  number  of  iiassages  converge, 
in  places  half  way  up  the  walls  a  laige 
cavity  is  cut  in  a  manner  suggestive  ?if 
sle-ping  chambers,  if  not  of  the  grave- 
of  the  catacomb.  How  far  the  passage.^ 
extend  has  not  been  determined,  but  it 
is  said  that  'jne  may  walk  miles  in 
and  around  about  the  innumerable  cor- 
ridors." 

It  is  suggested  that  the  caves  may 
turn  out  to  be  "dene  holes,"  in  which 
the  ancient  Britons  lived.  As  nothing 
is  said  of  the  discovery  of  any  remain.^ 
such  as  would  denote  a  prehistoric 
origin  and  connect  these  subterranean 
dwellings 'with  an  age  long  anterior  t^ 
any  conceivable  ethnic  classification  of 
mankind,  it  is  possible  that  this  sur^ 
mise  may  be  correct.  They  may.  Indeed, 
oe  of  a  comparatively  late  period,  and 
have  housed  some  of  the  unhappy  CeltiL^ 
inh:ibitants  of  these  islands,  wh  >  as  we 
know  from    th.

The  clo.sinK  of  tho  Indiati  mints  has  i:i. 
volviil.    as   predicted  ut    the   time   by   the 
Kntflish   liimetaUists.   very  injurious   con- 
sequences,   not    only    to    the   300,i<w»,(X>o   of 
iinenfriinchiscd    natives    of    India,    luit    to 
the  Enjhsh  tirms  and  Investors  in  India. 
Insomuch  that  a  lommissloner  has  recent- 
ly  been  apt>oi:ued   by   the  Indian  office  of 
the    Enbiish   government    to   consider   the 
question  In  goneral  and  certain  proposals 
luoklns   to  a  gold  standard  in  particular. 
Inasmuch  as  any  dealing  with   the  cur- 
rency   question    in    India    is    inseparably 
though    indirectly,    connected     with       the 
currency    question    in    America,    and    the 
silver    mini.ig    industry   in   Colorado,    it    is 
interesting    to   note    what   Is   going   on   in 
■'='"Kl«utl   and   India   on    the  subject. 

The  memorial  from  the  bankers  and 
merchants  .>f  the  city  of  London  respect- 
ing the  recently  appointed  Indian  cur- 
rency committee  says; 

"With  regard  to  the  projects  of  the  In- 
dian government,  we  wish  to  point  out 
to  you  the  very  great  danger  to  commeixe 
generally  which  may  ensue,  should  a  j>ol- 
icy  be  adopted  which  may  involve  the 
raising  of  sterling  loans  here  (London) 
of  large  and  indertnlte  amount  for  remit- 
tiin<-e  in  gold  to  India.  A  grave  disturb- 
ance to  trade  would,  in  our  opinion,  be 
thf   immetli.ite   result." 

A  memorial  signetl  by  upwards  of  ItHH) 
merchants,  bankers  and  manufacturers 
of  Manchester  respecting  the  Indian  cur- 
rency committee,  says,  among  other 
things: 

"We  strongly  feel  that  to  give  satisfac- 
tion the  inquiry  must  be  comprehensive 
and  thorough.  In  our  opinion  no  treat- 
ment can  t>e  regarded  as  suffldcnt  and 
complete  that  does  not  embrace  the  con- 
sideration of:  •  •  •  Third,  the  wl.sdom 
of  a  return  to  a  silver  stamlard.  wit'i 
mints  open  to  the  free  and  unrestrlctetl 
coinage  of  that  metal."

floating-  population  for  the  reason  that 
they-  work  occasionally.  Some  of  the 
most  interesting  specimens  come  from 
this  class.  For  instance,  it  is  wonderful 
to  see  the  child-like  indifference  to  to. 
morrow  that  characterizes  some  of  these 
men  when  they  have  a  season's  wages 
on  hand.  They  never  think  of  such  a 
thing  as  looking  for  another  job  until 
the  wages  are  gone,  and  it  takes  but  a 
Short  time  to  dissipate  the  result  of  a 
season's  hard  work. 

One  comes  in  from  a  lumljer  camp  or 
Wheat  farm  or  railroad  contract  with 
a  time  ^heck  for  a  greater  or  less  period 
of  work.  The  first  step  is  to  get  it 
cashed  and  to  buy  a  few  needed  articles 
of  wearing  apparel.  This  done,  he  is 
free  to  seek  out  his  inclinations.  Up  on 
the  Bowery,  the  section  of  Superior 
street  "between  Fifth  and  Sixth  avenues 
west,  there  are  ample  opportunities  for 
si)endin5g  money.  The  street  yawns 
vyith  saloons,  and  the  sidewalks  ar- 
lined  with  men  who  are  willing  to  be- 
come his  faithful  comrade  as  long  as  his 
money  last.s.  There  is  nothing  the.se 
plungc>rs  enjoy  more  than  to  accumulate 
a  happy  crowd  of  followers  and  trail 
about  from  saloon  to  salrwm  until  every- 
otj^ js  gloriously,  exuberantly  drunk 

There  are  human  wolves  lying  in  wail 
for  such  men  as  these,  and  occasionally 
there  comes  a  cry  from  some  poor  mart 
that  he  has  been  flim-flammed  or 
roboed.  and  that  his  summer's  Avages 
have  been  removetl  from  him  before  ho 
has  had  "half  his  fun  out.  It  Is  only  a 
question  of  time  before  his  money  i.^  all 
gone  anyway,  and  perhaps  the  "con- 
man  ai-ffues  to  himself  that  he  might 
as  well  have  the  money  as  to  permit  its 
rightful  owner  to  .<?plurge  it  around  in 
the  various  saloons  of  the  Bowery  or 
Lake  avenue. 

The  money  gone,  the  man  begins  to 
00k  for  another  job.  and  until  he  finds 
it  he  Is  often  in  hard  straits  indeed  for 
It  IS  v-ery  seldom  thaf  he  is  provident 
enough  to  lay  aside  money  enough  to 
support  him  between  jobs.  Sometimes 
these  men  take  to  the  begginK  racket, 
but  this  is  rarely  done,  as  mo3t  of  the 
begging  class  are  professionals  who 
make  It  a  business  and  do  nothing  else. 
It  IS  their  idea  of  making  an  easy  liv- 
ing. The  man  who  spends  hL<5  season's 
wasres  in  two  or  three  days  and  then 
finds  himseJf  broke  and  out  o.f  work  Is 
one  of  the  lightest  hearted,  most  care- 
less and  thoughtless  creatures  alive 
He  seem.s  never  to  h.tve  a  care  as  to  the 
morrow,  and  his  whole  thought  seems  to 
be  to  work  and  get  enough  for  one  of 
these  glorious  peMods  of  dissipation. 

He  is  one  of  the  best  of  the  <Iass  that 
may  be  included  in  the  term  "bum '• 
and  It  may  be  an  injustice  to  him  to 
include  him  in  that  class  at  all  The 
profes.sional  bum.  he  who  approaches 
the  pedestrian  In  the  street  with  a  pro- 
fessional whine  and  a  set  and  stereo- 
typed request  for  "assistance."  is  the 
true  member  of  the  cla.sp.  and  ho  i<.  the 
most  numerou.«.  As  a  rule,  there"  is  a 
great  s.-jmeness  about  their  pleas  for 
aid  and  rt  is  not  at  all  difficult  to  pi^k 
out  the  fraud.  Sometimes  these  raecs 
are  worthy,  but  this  is  very  seldom.  In 
times  like  these,  when  there  is  an 
abundance  of  work  at  g..od  wages  It 
is  generally  safe,  when  approached*  by 
an  able-bodied  man  with  a  hard-luck 
story,  to  show  him  the  "marble  heart  " 
hard  as  this  sometimes  Is.

plete  or  fjualiflrd.     The   reply   had    not 
reached  here  during  the  early  hours  of 
the  day.     The  French  ambassador     and 
staff  awaited   it    until  a   late  hour   last 
night  and  then  c-oncluded  that  it  would 
be  here  today.     There  are  no  le.ss  than 
live   translation!",    four  of  them   cipher, 
in    the    tran.smission     between     Madrid 
and   Washington.        After  the   Spanish 
cabinet  meeting  last  night,  the  response 
was  reduced  to  the  Spanish  cipher  and 
then   sent    to   the  »Si>anish    amba.«.«.ador 
at    Paris.     Senor   Leon   y     Castillo,    by 
whom  it  was  deciphered  and  translated 
Into  French,  after  which  Senor  Castillo 
would  deliver  it   to  the  French  foreign 
omre    to    be      reduce.I    to      the      French 
cipher   for   transmission    to    the   French 
ambassador   here.         Tliese   moves,    in- 
cluding  work  on   the  cipher  code,   calls 
by  Castillo  on  the  foreign  office  and  time 
required  in  cabling  will  take.  It  is  cal- 
cul.ited.  some  eight  or  ten  hours.     Un- 
der   the   circumstances    the    impression 
prevailed   in   all   official   quarters    up   ii 
midday  that  the  response  would  not  be 
placed    in    the    hands    of    the    president 
until  quite  late  today  at  best,  and  more 
likely  not  before  tomorrow. 

The  impression  is  growing  in  official 
quarters  that  the  Simni.sh  answer,  while 
in   the  nature   of   a   concession   of   the 
American  demand,   is  not   a   l>rief  and 
simple   acceptance   without   r.>servation 
or  condition.      There  is  no  direct  offi- 
cial  advice   on   this   point,   but   all   the 
pre.ss  advices  from  Madrid  Indicate  that 
the  response  is  a  d<x-ument  of  consi<l.r- 
able    length,    prepared    with     lal)ori..un 
care,   and    that   it    has  several  features 
which  may  not  apin-ar  in  the  conditions 
presented    by       the       United       States. 
Whether  an  acceptance  of  this  charac- 
ter will  be  n-garde.l  by  the  authorities 
here   as   sutticitntly   r.-sponslve   to   ihe 
American   demands  is  a  matter  excit- 
ing much  conjecture  today. 

In  some  quarters  It  Is  being  urge.l 
that  so  long  as  Spain  accepts  the  es- 
sential principles  required  by  the 
United  States  .the  di.-^position  here  will 
be  to  deal  with  ihe  defeate.i  .-nemy  in 
a  generous  spirit  on  minor  details.  It 
is  probable  that  this  will  -be  the  view 
presented  by  the  French  ambassador, 
in  case  the  Spanish  reply  is  not  a 
simple,  categorical  acceptance  of  the 
American  terms. 

On  the  other  hand  it  Is  believed  that 
a  response  which  opens  diplomatic  con- 
troversy, and  gives  the  conditions  a 
much  broader  scope  than  was  original- 
ly framed  at  Washington,  may  not 
meet  with  approval  here.  For  instance, 
the  .Madrid  advices  seem  to  imply  that 
the  answer  is  based  on  an  Immediate 
cessation  of  hostilities,  but  the  view 
among  officials  here  is  that  hostilities 
will  not  cease  on  the  submission  of  a 
conditional  response,  but  that  t-hey  will 
progress  steadily  until  the  American 
conditions  progress  entirely  beyond  the 
stage  of  p.)ssible  diplomatic  complica- 
tion over  details. 

There  is  a  strong  disposition  In  some 
influential  quarters  to  have  hostilities 
continue  until  the  evacuation  of  Hav- 
ana and  Porto  Rico  begins  by  the  em- 
barkation  of  Spanish  troops.  It  is 
probable  that  the  Spani.sh  reply  will  be 
in  the  hands  of  the  government  in  time 
for  consideration  at  the  regular  meet- 
ing tomorrow  morning,  when  the  suffi- 
ciency or  insufficiency  of  the  response 
can  be  determined.

There  are  strong  business  rea.son.s 
why  St.  Louis  county  should  be  di- 
vided. The  large  size  of  the  county 
makes  the  cost  of  county  government 
very  heavy  and  Increases  the  burden 
of  taxation  to  a  large  extent.  If  the 
county  were  divided,  many  Items  of 
heavy  expense  would  be  removed,  and 
the  cost  of  county  government  would 
be  largely  reduced."  with  correspond- 
ing benefit  to  the  city  of  Duluth. 

It  now  costs  the  county  $46.40  In 
mileage  alone  to  secure  the  services  of 
a  petit  juror  from  Ely  and  $;{8.80  for  a 
juror  from  Tower.  In  addition  to  his 
per  diem.  A  witness  from  Ely  costs 
the  wunty  $37.12.  There  are  hundreds 
of  jur()r8  and  witnesses  every  year  from 
the  range  towns,  and  the  aggre^ratc 
amount  paid  to  urors  and  witnesses 
who  make  these  Ling  and  expensive 
journeys  Is  very  large.  If  the  county 
were  divided.  St.  Louis  county  would 
be  freed  from  this  heavy  expense. 
Duluth  now  pays  75  per  cent  of  the  ex- 
pense thus  incurred. 

There  are  large  sums  expended  year* 
iy  on  county  roads  on  the  Iron  ranges 
and  a  large  pjrtlon  of  the  poor  fund 
goes  there.  All  these  add  to  the 
county  taxes,  75  per  cent  of  which  fall 
upon  the  cifty  of  Duluth. 

It  is  claimed,  in  opposition,  that  the 
Iron  companies  pay  large  taxes  and  that 
Duluth  thus  receives  more  than  the  ex- 
tra cost  due  to  the  range  distances. 
This  is  incorrect.  Duluth  receives  di- 
rectly no  taxes  from  the  ranges.  The 
people  who  benefit  directly  from  the 
increased  assessments  of  the  Iron  mines 
are  the  towns  In  which  those  properties 
are  bxated.  The  reduction  effected  by 
their  increased  valuations  will  make 
but  an  Inflnltesinxal  difference  In  the 
taxes  of  Duluth  taxpayers.  There  is 
a  p>int  in  this  connection  worth  not- 
ing. If  the  valuations  of  the  Iron  mine» 
are  raised  much  higher,  the  companies 
will  probably  secure  the  passage  by  the 
legislature  of  a  law  re-establishing  the 
old  tonnage  tax.

The  resoU  tions  adopted  by  the  Job-

When  the  gunners  on  the  Te.xis  had 
shelled  the  Oquendo,  one  of  the  ships  in 
Cervera's  squadron,  until  she  wis  r.Tj)- 
idly  being  transfcjrmed  into  a  submariiio 
beat,  so  overcome  were  they  with  .ioy 
that  they  commenced  to  vent  their  fooj. 
ings  by  shouting,  ("apt.  Philip,  who  naw 
the  terrible  fate  which  awaited  the  sol- 
diers of  the  unfortunate  vessels,   yflkd 


to  his  men:  ""Don't  cheer;  the  poor 
devils  are  dying." 

Capt.  Philip  was  born  in  New  York 
in  August,  1840,  and  is  thercf..re  in  liiB 
,'')Sth  year.  He  was  appointed  to  Ihe 
naval  school  from  NVw  York  in  lS5fi.  He 
inade  a  thorough  aiid  exhaustive  study 
of  marine  and  international  law,  and  liy 
his  efli(-ient  work  became  one  cjf  the 
most  trustworthy  captains  in  iht-  n.ivy. 

In  1877  he  was  chosen  from  a  score  of 
oflicers  as  the  one  best  fitted  to  com- 
mand the  Woodruff  scientiiic  exp'-dition 
in  its  voyage  around  the  world,  and 
from  the  accomplisiimcnt  of  maii-y  du- 
ties he  gained  for  himself  the  medil 
which  none  but  a  hard  worker  r-'ceives  — 
that  which  ac -^mpanies  a  capt.ilnship! 


But 'this  plan  does  not  always  work. 
The  other  day  a  man  got  on  at  a  sta- 
tion of  the  Cincinnati  Northern  railroad 
about  fifty  miles  from  Celina.  His  in- 
tention was  to  go  to  Celina.  but  he  told 
the  conductor  some  place  of  a  short- 
er distance,  and  paid  his  fare  for  that.

Then  this  passen- 
ger put  on  an  innocent,  bland-lcx)king 
lace,  and  protested  he  had  already  paid 
his  fare.  So  he  had,  the  conductor  told 
him,  up  to  the  last  station,  but  he  was 
riding  further  on.  Then  he  heluctantly 
paid  a  second  fare  to  reach  Celina.  This 
same  passenger,  upon  entering  the  car. 
had  the  nerve  to  pretend  that  he  had 
already  paid  his  fare  when  approached 
by  the  conductor.

CHEATING  CONDUCTORS. 
There  is  no  one  who  bectmies  better 
acquainted  with  the  proclivities  of  a 
great  many  people  to  take  advantage 
of  a  railroad  company  than  the  aver- 
aged experienced  conductor  on  any  one 
of  the  regular  transportation  lines. 
There  are  not  a  few  who  have  no  sym- 
pathy with  a  railroad  corporation,  on 
the  ground  th-at  such  a  corporation  has 
no  soul,  and  they  make  themselves  no 
scruples  of  conscience  to  beat  the  rail- 
road company  whenever  they  get  a 
chance,  and  in  this  class  are  comprised 
men  and  women  who  dress  well  and 
who  are  accustomed  to  be  looked  upon 
at  home  by  the  entire  community  as  up 
right  and  honest  citizens.  A  conductor 
must  have  considerable  experience  be- 
fore he  can  manage  to  keep  tab  on  all 
those  who  would  take  advantage  of 
him.  The  ingenuity  of  these  deceivers 
is  wonderful.  A  clever  trick  of  theirs  is 
for  instance  to  get  on  the  train  at  a 
certain  station,  and  instead  of  paying 
for  a  ticket  to  their  destination  pick 
out  some  halfway  place.  -anC  thus  only 
pay  a  small  portion  of  their  fare,  rely- 
ing upon  the  poor  memory  of  the  con- 
ductor for  the  success  of  their  scheme.

When  peace  is  declared.  Duluth  will 
have  a  jubilee  the  record  of  which  will 
make  an  illuminated  page  in  her  his^ 
tory.  At  a  mass  meeting  of  busines» 
and  professional  men  held  in  the  cham^ 
ber  of  commerce  rooms  Saturday  after-, 
noon.  the  project  of  a  peace  jubilee 
worthy,  as  was  said  by  one  of  thft 
speakers,  of  the  occasion  of  the  war  and 
its  glorious  outcome  was  set  on  foot. 
The  Jubilee  may  not  be  as  big  a  one  as 
Chicago  and  the  other  mammoth  cities 
will  have,  but  it  will  be  just  as  red  hot 
to  the  square  inch,  as  it  were. 

The  opinion  of  all  present  at  the  meet- 
ing  was  that  it  should  be  made  an 
event  that  will  attract  people  from  tha 
.surrounding  country.  The  sugestioiv 
that  the  merrymaking  be  spread  ove^ 
twenty-four  hours,  that  it  be  a  day  and 
a  night  affair  was  favorably  received. 
The  matter  of  arrangements  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  of 
seven  with  power  to  appoint  sub-corn^ 
mittees  and  select  the  time. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  b> 
Capt.  Hay  T.  LevvLs.  who  stated  the 
objei-t  of  the  meeting.  J.  W.  Reynold* 
was  made  chairman  and  William  Har- 
rison secretary. 

In  reponse  to  the  request  of  the  chair 
for  suggestions.  Col.  Harris  said  that 
in  his  opinion  Duluth  should  celebrate 
the  glorious  peace  about  to  be  conclud- 
ed in  a  way  worthy  of  the  event.  Never 
had  there  been  a  war  so  worthy  in  Its 
motive  nor  more  glorious  •  in  its  out> 
come— never  a  war  more  far-reaching 
in  its  beneficent  effects.  It  had  not 
only  made  a  people  free,  but  it  had  ce- 
mented the  North  and  South.  The  men 
of  the  North  and  the  South  now  knew 
each  other  better  and  respected  each 
other  more  than  before,  not  only  this, 
but  the  American  people  had  found 
what  they  really  were  as  a  nation,  and 
foreign  nations  had  found  it  out,  too, 
with  the  result  that  the  flag  would 
more  than  ever  command  the  respect  ot 
the  world.  We  should  have,  said  Coi. 
Harris,  a  peace  jubilee  that  should  be 
memorable  for  the  children  of  Duluth 
of  the  coming  generation  to  remembe^ 
and  talk  about.  We  should  have  a  day 
and  a  night  affair  that  would  draw  peo- 
ple from  the  surrounding  country  to 
celebrate  with  us. 

R.  R.  Briggs  suggested  that  the  reply 
of  Spain  accepting  the  terms  had  not 
been  tran.smitted  as  yet  and  that  as 
yet  the  approach  of  peace  was  a  matter 
of  rumor  merely.  The  general  senti- 
ment of  those  present  was,  however, 
that  the  course  of  events  indicated  that 
peace  was  at  hand  and  that  the  uncer- 
tainty as  ti  the  time  of  its  advent  need 
not  interfere  with  the  preliminary  ar- 
rangements. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  prepara- 
li.ms  for  so  extensive  a  celebration 
would  take  time,  and  the  committee 
was  given  power  to  fix  the  date. 

F.  H.  Barnard  suggested  that  the  re- 
turn of  the  itoys  be  awaited  and  that 
their  reception  and  the  peace  celebra* 
tlon  be  made  one  affair.  Col.  HarriJi 
said  that  the  boys  would  be  given  sut-h 
a  reception  as  400  fellows  never  re- 
ceived before  but  in  view  of  the  uncer- 
tainty of  the  time  of  their  return  and 
the  fact  that  all  the  other  cities  and 
towns  of  the  country  would  have  peace 
Jubilees  at  once.

Washington.  Aug.  9.— Spain's  reply  to 
the  American  peace  conditions  was  not 
delivered  t.i  the  government  prior  to  t.lie 
mePU?^  nt  the  caiilnet  today.     The  last 
of  it  did  not  reach  here  until  a  late  hour 
last  night,  and  although  tne  cipher  ex- 
perts worked  until  long  after  midnight 
there  was  still  some  deciphering   to   be 
done  today.     Moreover,     the     early  as- 
semliling    of    the    cabinet    at    11    o'cl.ick 
■made   it   ftiexpedient    to   hold    a   confer- 
ence liefot-?   tMut  hour,   which  might   be 
protracted  by  the  importance      of      th? 
questions  considered.     In  the  meantime.  I 
ihe  government  had  been  informed  that 
the  reply      had      been      received  by  the 
French  ambassador,  but  the  contents  of 
M:e  reply,  or  its  general  nature,  was  not 
made  known  to   Secretary   Day   or  any 
other  official  of    the     government.     The 
p'.an  was  to  present  the  com:nunication 
.aier  in  the  day,  and    no    doubt    existed 
that   by  evening  ti-e  government  would 
e    in    full    possession   of   Spain's     posi- 
li.-n. 

ITnder  the  circumstances,  it  was  evi- 
dent the  cabinet  at  most  could  not  con- 
sider the  situation  with  all  the  light 
\\Mch  the  text  of  the  reply  would  give, 
and  at  most  the  only  consideration 
would  be  as  to  the  policy  of  ent?rtitn- 
t-n^  incidental  questions  which  might  be 
raised  by  the  reply. 

As  to  this,  official  opinion  appears  to 
be  divided.  The  general  drift  of  senti- 
ment was  toward  standing  strictly  on 
the  conditions  first  laid  down  by  the 
United  States,  and  requiring  a  direct 
answer,  accepting  or  rejecting,  without 
ny  consideration  of  incidental  ques- 
tions w^hich  Spain's  reply  might  raise, 
liut  on  the  other  hand  there  was  believ- 
ed to  be  a  considerable  and  influential 
element  of  the  administration  desirous 
f  a  realization  of  the  present  prospects 
of  peace,  so  long  as  every  vital  and 
essential  condition  laid  down  hy  this 
s^^overnment  wa  accepted  even  though 
the  Spanish  reply  sought  to  dispose  of 
other  incidental  points  involved  in  a 
.lansaction  of  this  vast  magnitude. 

So  far  as  the  reply  itself  is  concerned, 
even  the  best  informed  government 
officials  had  no  information,  and  there 
was  littb?  but  conjecture  as  to  its  con- 
tents. But  there  were  several  points 
apparently  established  beyond  question. 
First  of  these  was  that  the  reply  was 
^o  framed  as  to  be  considered  by  t:iose 
who  drafted  it  an  acceptance  of  all  the 
conditions  laid  down  by  the  L'nited 
States.  Second,  it  was  established  that 
this  acceptance  was  a  general 
characterization  of  the  document  as  a 
whole,  and  that  in  making  the  accep- 
tance Spain  had  presented  elaborate 
views  on  each  point  involved  and  on 
questions  which  would  naturally  arise  if 
the  American  conditions  were  carried 
into  execution. 

Some  of  the  Madrid  advices  have  sug- 
gested   that    the    reply    might    bring    a 
crisis  on  at  least  one  point  involved  and 
lead  to  a  sharp  and  immediate  answer 
from  this  government.     From    the    best 
information  obtainable      here      there  is 
notching  to  warrant   the  view  ^hat  the 
reply    contains    any    great    surprise,    or 
any  far  reaching    conditions    outside  of 
tho.se  which  have  been  the  sui>ject     of 
general  comment.    It     Is    probable  that 
'  the      circumstances      under      which  the 
i  Spanish  army  will  be  withdrawn     from 
j  Cuba  will  be  one  of  the  incidental  points 
I  raised  by  Spain's  answer,  just  as  It  was 


when  Gen.  Toral  surrendered  his  forces 
at  Santiago. 

The  question  of  the  Cubait  debt,  it 
was  thought,  might  raise  a  .serious  issue, 
but  while  this  is  still  passible  the  pres- 
ent indications  are  that  this  matter  has 
not  reached  a  direct,  controversial  issue, 
although  it  involves  elements  making 
an  issue  po.ssible  at  a  later  stage.  There 
are  said  to  be  precedents  of  interna- 
tional law  by  which  the  debt  of  an 
'.n-acuated  country  continues  as  a  charge 
upon  that  country.  There  are  specific 
instances  also  of  exceptions  to  this  rule. 

There  is  no  firesent  indication  of  an 
extra  cabinet  meeting  to  consider  the 
Spanish  replj.  It  will  be  in  the  hand.s 
of  the  president  and  Secretary  Day  by 
t.}night.  and  they  doubtless  will 
<iver  the  sub.|ect  before  calling  it  to 
attention  of  the  cabinet. 

The  Spanish  answer  ha.i  not 
been  delivered  to  the  president  or  the 
state  department,  either  directly  or  in- 
klin-ctly.  The  fi'nal  translsitWin  ir.  f',  t 
shdpe  in  which  it  ^-ill  be  laid  before  the 
United  States  government  has  not  yet 
been  completed.  The  reply  will  be  de- 
livered today,  but  jiro'oably    quite  late.

On 
all  the  great  fundamental  questions  the 
charter  was  sound.  Among  the  many 
excellent  provisions  was  that  protecting 
the  interest  of  the  people  in  the  matter 
of  granting  franchises.  That  alone  wa.<* 
sufficient  to  entitle  it  to  apj.roval  in  the 
Absence  of  any  vital  objection. 

Alderman  Richardson  at  this  juncture 
Invoked  the  time  limit  rule.  Alderman 
Duren  joining  in  insisting  on  it. 

Alderman  Cra.ssweller  remarked  thit 
he  must  l»e  hitting  too  hard  and  said 
that  it  was  the  first  time  that  this  rub- 
ihad  bt^n  invoked  in  the  council  to  hi? 
knowledge. 

Alderman  Jefferson  moved  to  grant  Al- 
derman    Crassweller     more     time,      tn 
which  tV  opposition  Interosed  a  motion 
to  adjourn,  which  was  lost. 

Alderman  Crassweller  said  he  would 
not  speak  further  in  view  of  the  objec- 
tion that  had  been  made. 

Health  Officer  Murray  was  given  the 
floor  to  i-ead  a  statement  of  expenditures 
of  his  department  in  answer  to  the  crit- 
icisms made  last  week  as  to  the  force* 
of  inspectoi-s  employed  by  the  depart- 
ment. His  statement  showed  the  ex- 
penses for  the  first  four  months  in  1897 
were  $3,570.85,  and  for  the  same  months 
In  1898,  J2.89:?.07.  He  explained  that  Jie 
had  wanted  to  have  the  matter  settled 
now  as  he  was  going  away  for  several 
weeks.

There  were  many 
things  in  it  that  are  sugar  to  catch  flies 
and  bait  for  suckers  from  West  Du- 
luth. 


In  spit  of  war  and  Spanish  cruisers,  the 
KTi'-M  mackerel  fleets  of  the  Atlantic 
coast  have  been  following  steadily  the 
enormous  schools  of  mackerel  which  have 
been  slowly  working  their  way  up  from 
iheir  winter  habitat  off  the  Southern 
coast  to  their  summer  home  along  the 
New  England  shore.  Tlie  mackerel's  mi- 
Kratlon  is  more  to  be  depended  upon 
than  th.it  of  the  birds,  and  it  rarely  fails 
to  arrive  on  time  at  certain  places.  This 
vear  they  reached  Cape  Henrv  in  March: 
by  the  middle  of  April  they  were  off  the 
Delaware  capes,  and  next  thev  were 
sighted  off  Barnegat  and  Sandy  Hook. 
The  mackerel  fishermen  start  south  in 
•March  to  meet  the  approaching  fish,  and 
they  slowly  follow  them  in  their  travels 
northward  until  they  have  disapi)eared  in 
the  K-iilf  of  St.  Iwawrence  late  in  the 
summer. 

The  mackerel  schooners  of  the  coast 
liail  from  Barnegat  to  Yarmouth.  and 
■  very  fishing  port  of  con.slderable  size 
.-ends  forth  one  or  more  of  these  staunch 
little         craft.  Gloucester         Is         the 

center  of  the  mackerel  fishing  in  sum- 
mer, and  more  of  the  schooners  hail 
from  that  place  than  any  other  on  our 
coast,  although  Yarmouth  is  not  far  be- 
hind. The  mackerel  boats  are  not  bv 
any  means  the  old-time  lumbering  coast- 
ing .schooners,  whose  period  of  useful- 
ness seems  well-nigh  over,  but  they  are 
essentially  stanch,  swift  .seaworthy  craft 
—yachts  of  great  speed  and  beauty.  On 
:i  bright  pleasant  day  it  is  an  attractive 
sight  to  see  a  Ileet  of  them  sail  out  of 
the  harbor  toward  the  fishing  grounds. 
;md  their  white  wings  glinting  in  the 
sun  suggest  an  Ideal  picture.  Yet  on 
board  the  .schooners  everything  is  pre- 
pared for  practical,  money-making  work. 
The  mackerel  firshermen  In  a  good  season 
make  probably  more  money  than  nine- 
lenths  of  our  coast  fishermen.  Bv  going 
.south  early  In  the  spring  to  meet  the 
migratory  schools  of  fish  and  then  fol- 
lowing them  to  their  northernmost  feed- 
ing ground,  the  fishermen  extend  their 
sea  .son  so  that  they  are  sure  of  good 
profits  three-ouarters  of  the  vear 

This  year  the  mackerel  schools  hnve 
appeared  as  large  as  usual,  and  with  a 
continuance  of  present  conditions  the  sea- 
.son  will  prove  a  good  one  to  the  thou- 
.sands  of  fishermen  denendent  upon  the 
indu.^try  for  a  living.  If  is  scarcely  p«is- 
sible  to  exaggerate  the  numbers  oi"  even 
one  of  these  great  schools  that  slowly 
migrate  from  .southern  to  northern  wat- 
ers in  the  spring.  Old  fishermen  fail  to 
lind  words  to  describe  the  size  of  the 
schools.  It  is  estimated  that  a  singb- 
school  contains  about  1.000.000  barrels  of 
fish,  and  one  old  mackerel  captain  .says 
that  a  school  of  mackerel  is  "a  windrow 
of  fish  about  half  a  mife  wide  and  at  least 
twenty  miles  long."  A  Barnegat  fisher- 
man rem.'irked  to  the  writer  that  he  ran 
Into  a  s<"hool  this  season  off  the  Jersey 
coa.st  that  could  supply  the  whole 
world  with  fresh  fish  for  a  year.  But  all 
attempts  to  number  the  mackerel  are 
mere  guesswork,  for  nobody  can  tell  how- 
many  millions  of  fish  there  are  in  the 
water  even  though  the  surface  dimen- 
sions of  the  school  are  known 

Probably  200  mackerel  schooners  are 
distributed  along  the  coast  iust  now- 
hanging  about  the  schools  of  fish  haul" 
ing  in  big  catches  and  then  running  into 
the    nearest    port    to     unload.

ize.l  in  California  for  the  redi.seovery  of 
tills  famous  lost  mine,  and  in  spite  of  suc- 
cessive fadures  the  tr.idltion  of  its  exist- 
ence still  survives.  boin)lng  up  serenely 
e\eri  few  years  upon  the  .^torles  of  im"- 
peeuruous  prospectors  who  claim  to  have 
ili.scovered  It  and  are  willing  to  part  with 
an  interest  for  a  grub  stake,  savs  the 
Kocky  Mountain  News. 

Ttie  originator  of  tlie  stor.v  of  a  mar- 
velously  rich  mine  l.icate.l  in  the  terra 
incognita  of  which  Death  vallcv  is  the 
.eMtr.-.l  point  was  "PegieK-  Smith",  a  fam- 
ous pioneer  ol  the  coast  h.rig  before  the 
.liscovery  of  gold  in  California.  In  his 
.arl  er  career  his  operations  were  con- 
tine.l  mainly  to  the  Oregon  trail,  on  which 
\lt,\  .^"^ri  '■'"•''"-ved  as  a  freighter  an.l 
t.iilt  e.  Ihe  circumsiancs  wliich  gave  rise 
lo  the  sobriquet  by  which  he  was  unl- 
ver.sally  known  was  a  most  thrilling  epi- 
sode. While  hauling  .1  load  of  freight  be- 
tween the  wiilely  separated  posts  of  that 
early  day.  he  was  jolted  from  his  wagon 
and  fa  ling  un.ier  Its  wheels  had  his  lejr 
fV  ^"l?'-^'  JT"«'>'d  that  it  was  evident  to 
iiitn  that  h  s  only  hope  of  life  lay  in  am- 
l.utation.  But  he  was  alone  on  the  trail 
Ml  the  heart  of  the  mountains,  and  the 
nearest  surgton  was  at  tne  milit;irv  post 
of  tort  Laramie,  hundreds  of  miles  awav 
He  was  a  man  of  Iron  nerve,  however 
and  did  not  hesitate  an  instant  after  he 
had   learned  the  ext.nt   of  his  injuries 

\\  ith  his  jackknife  and  .«;iw  he  per- 
formed the  amputation  himself,  bandaeed 
the  stump  as  best  he  could,  and  in  his 
(Tippled  condition  built  him.self  a  shelter 
and  subsisted  on  the  provision.s  in  his 
wagon  until  he  was  found  by  some  friend- 
ly Indians  and  taken  to  a  surgeon  The 
operation  was  a  success  and  in  a  few 
inonius  he  resumed  his  ol.l  calling.  When 
the  late  Governor  Gilpin  visited  OreRon 
in  lH*i-4:!  Smith  was  employed  to  guide 
lUm  through  the  mountains  on  his  return 
trip,  and  the  governor  In  his  narrative 
records    the   incident   above   n.ded 

Aft.  r  the  discovery  of  gold  In  the  moun- 
tains of  California  "Pegleg"  turned  pros- 
pector and  traveled  through  the  moun- 
tains from  Oregon  to  Arizona  until  he 
became  noted  as  the  most  daring  and 
most  thoroughly  posted  prospector  and 
j,'uide  on  the  coast.  I'pon  his  return  from 
one  of  his  trips  he  told  a  storv  of  a  most 
wonderful  discovery  of  gold  bVarln.;  i<."k 
in  the  vicinity  of  Death  valle.v.  A  strong 
expedition  was  organized,  but  after  an 
absence  of  .several  months  during  which 
the  members  of  the  partv  suffered  all 
m. inner  of  privations,  it  returned  to  San 
l-"ranci.sco  and  Smith  w:is  denounced  as 
the  prince  of  liars  and  frauds.  He 
''toutly  maintained  the  truth  of  his  storv 
however,  and  during  the  next  few  vears 
I«m1  several  parties  in  th-  attempt  t.'.  fin.l 
the  mine,  all  of  which  were  fruitless.  He 
lied  about  ten  years  ago  and  to  the  day 
of  his  death  insisted  that  there  was  a 
great  mine  In  the  localitv  of  the  famous 
desert  which  would  some  day  be  discov- 
ered. 

And  now  It  is  rl.nlmed  that  the  mine 
has  been  found  in  the  .southern  end  of 
Nevada.  A  few  w«eks  ago  gold  ledges 
weie  found  In  exa<  V\  the  location  de- 
scribed by  "Pegleg"  and  already  llH)  men 
are  at  work  in  the  new  camp,  which  has 
iH-n  called  C.dton.  One  ledge  hii-;  be-n 
trace<l  for  over  .'JiiaO  feet  that  gives  a.s- 
•says  of  J40  per  ton.  and  is  eight  feet 
thick.  An  old  working  has  been  found 
not  far  from  the  camp.  an<l  a  shaft  on 
the  ledge  from  which  the  ore  averaged  J,'>0 
per  ton  In  free  gold  besides  rich  concen- 
trates, and  the  camp  is  receiving  daily 
accessions  of  men  which  promises  to 
make  it  one  of  the  most  important  min- 
ing camps  in  the  West  during  the  present 
season.

Key.  the  authtir  of  'The  Star  Spangled 
Banner."  was  honored  today  in  this,  his 
native  city,  by  the  dedication  of  a  hand- 
some monument  erected  to  his  memory. 
The  preliminary  ceremonies  Included  a 
parade  of  military  and  civic  organiza- 
tion from  all  parts  of  the  state  and 
was  witnessed  by  thousands  of 
residents  and  visitors.  The  buildings 
along  the  line  of  march  were  gaily  deco- 
rated with  the  national  colors  and 
ffstixmed    with    bunting. 

When  the  procession  reached  the  foot 
of  the  monument  the  order  of  exercLses 
was      proceeded  with.    This       included 
prayer,   voc-al   and   Instrumental   mu.-^ic 
an   oration   l>y    Hem.    Henry   Watterson 
of  Kentucky,  an  addtv.ssby  Mrs,  Donald 
M.Lean    i>f  New    York   and   an   ode   by  I 
F<.lger   McKinsey   of   Baltimore.       The  ' 
cord    which    released    the    drapery    un- 
covering the  monument  was  then  drawn 
by  Miss  Julia  McHenry  Howard,  grand- 
daughter of  Francis  Scott  Key. 

The  address  of  the  occasion  was 
delivered  by  Henry  Watters.m.  editor 
of  the  Louisville  Courier-Journal.  He 
said   in  part.

Washington    Star:      "It    surprises    a^ 
well    as    amuses    me    constantly."    ob- 
served  an  old  ofllcial  to  a  Star  reporter, 
"the  way  the  various  departments  spell 
the    words    inclosure    and    indorsement. 
The  state  department  adheres  to  spell- 
ing both  words  with  an  'e"  instead  of  an 
■1."     So  do  the  interior  and  agricultural 
departments.     The    war   and   navy   de- 
partments,   on    the    other    hand,    make 
It    'Indorsement'    and    'Inclosure.'    whib^ 
three-fourths    of    the    officers    of    both 
branches  of  the  service  spell  It  endorse, 
ment  and   enclosure.     I  have  no  doubt 
that    either    or    both    are    right.        The 
strange  part  of  It  is  that  some  official 
way    has    not    been    adopted    that    will 
apply  to  all  of  the  departments.       The 
board  of  geographical   names  has   per- 
formed a  really  valuable  .service  In  the 
settlement  of  the  spelling  of  geograph. 
leal  names,  and  the  standard  being  once 
officially    arranged,     there    will     be    no 
trouble    in    the    future.      It    is    a    small

The  monument  erected  to  the  memory  of 
brands  Scott  Key.  author  of  "The  Star 
Spangled  Banner."  and  unveiled  t.-dav  In 
Mt.  Olivet  cemetery,  in  Frederick  ('"itv, 
w'';'.  ^^'  *''''  S'"*'"t-K«""nddaughter,  Julia 
McHenry  Howard,  of  naltimore,  con- 
sists of  a  circular  pedestal  of  gray  granite 
on  a  .series  of  witie  si>readlng  bases.  The 
height  of  this  pedestal  Is  14  feet  it  Inches, 
and  Us  breadth  at  the  base  Is  l.S  feet, 
making  the  base  45  feet  In  cln-umfi-rence. 
It  Is  exceedingly  simple  in  design  save 
for  a  band  of  carving  around  the  base  of 
the  die  and  a  band  of  stars  under  the 
«ornlce,  the  sculptor  having  devoted  more 
time  and  study  to  the  simplicity  and  har- 
mony of  Its  outline  than  to  Morid  elab<jra- 
tlon.  Nevertheless,  the  whole  effect  of 
the  design  is  one  of  elaboration  owing  to 
Its  sctdptors.  These  consist  of  a  bronze 
statue,  nine  feet  high,  surmounting  the 
granite  pedestal— a  portrait  of  Francis 
Scott  Key. 

Key  Is  represented  on  shipboard  "bv 
the  dawn's  early  light,"  and  upon  the 
band  that  girdles  the  pedestal  beneath  his 
feet  Is  the  Inscription.  "  'Tis  the  Star 
Spangled  Banner."  which  certifies  that 
these  were  the  words  tbat  inspired  his 
soul  when  he  discovered  that  "the  flag 
Is  still  there."  His  attitude  is  one  of  exul- 
tation and  Inspiration,  as  with  the  right 
arm  he  indicates  to  his  companions  the 
fact,  and  with  the  other  he  holds  aloft 
the  hat  that  he  has  just  snatched  from 
his  head  in  an  action  of  reverential  salute 
to  the  starry  banner.  The  pose  of  the 
heroic  figure  of  Key  Is  beautiful,  grace- 
ful, full  of  spirit  and  life.  The  expression 
of  his  face  U  characteristic  of  the  rnlm 
foy  of  the  Inspired  soul  upon  beholrilnu 
"at  the  dawns  early  light"  the  beloved 
nag  of  "the  land  of  the  free  and  the  home 
of  the  brave."  The  costuming  Is  correct, 
historically,    and    finely   poetic. 

The  pedestal  and  base  utdte  originality 
and  rarity  with  (haste  and  classic  sim"- 
pliclty  and  charm.  The  i,roup  means  as 
an  ornament  to  the  statue,  becomes,  un- 
rler  perfect  treatment,  a  charming  storv 
within  Itself,  a  study  that  cannot  h«lp 
but  edu<ate  the  young  as  well  as  the  old— 
the  republic,  the  proud,  imperious,  daunt- 
b'ss  mother,  protecting  her  two  children 
with  a  fearless  and  loving  embrace  be- 
neath the  folds  of  the  fiag  that  has  in- 
sidred  the  poet  above  their  heads  with 
the  glowing  melody  or  his  deathless 
thought.  At  the  base  of  the  i>edeHtal,  on 
a  massive  granite  block  of  live  tons 
weight.  Is  this  bronze  group,  emblematic 
of  patriotism.  It  consists  of  three  figures. 
The  central,  or  principal  one.  Is  that  of 
«  female  symbolizing  the  "Goddess  of 
Patriotism."  Her  height.  If  standing, 
would  be  fully  seven  feet.  She  is  repre- 
sented as  sitting  In  an  easy,  natural  r o- 
sltlon.  The  figure  Is  large  and  Imposing. 
The  face,  full  and  well  formed,  purely 
allegorical,  devoid  of  anv  definite  expres- 
sion. Is  strikingly  beautiful  and  attrac- 
tive.   On  the  back  of  her  head  U  a  Gre- 


cian bonnet,     and     around     the   brow     a 
wreath   of   laurel.     Th.-  bust    Is  clad   In   a 
becoming   corsage   reaching   well   up   over 
the  chest   and    held   In    position  by  artis- 
tically carved  bands,  caught,  where  tiiev 
cross  the  bosom,  by  a  medallion,  and  upon 
the  shoulders  by  buckles  of  griffins'  heads. 
-About   her  waist   is  a  b.ind.   or  broad   sir- 
die,   ornamented  with  raised  stars  around 
the   lower  border,  and   in  the  center  with 
a  shield,  an  eagle,   and  a   Hag.     The  right 
arm  Is  extended  In  an  ensv  and  graceful 
manner,  and  the  hands  hold  a  staff    from 
which   the  starry   banner  gracefullv   falls 
in   folds.     The  staff  is  surmounted"    bv  a 
si)read  eagle.     On  her  left  is  the  figure  of 
a   boy.   apparently   about   I.t  years  of  ;ige. 
■  standing    erect,    his    hands    resting    on    a 
sword,     representing    war.      The    face    Is 
strikingly    firm,    expre.s.slng    temper      and 
great    determination.     Her   left   arm    em- 
braces and  partly  supports  the  nude  figure 
of  a   boy  about  5  years  of  age,  represent- 
ing song,   or  music.     In   his  left  hand   he 
holds  a  lyre  and  with  the  right  giasps  the 
overhanging  folds  of  the  flag  bv  which  it 
Is   partly  enveloped,     it    is  apparent    that 
the    tender    youth    of    the    child    fails    to 
grasp  the  significance  of   the   les.son,    but 
the  Instinctive  expression  of  his  face  and 
extended    hand    Illustrates    the    Idea    that 
patriotism    never   Is,    nor   can    be.    the    re- 
sult  of  calculated   teachings,    but    springs 
from  the  heart  as  Instinctively  as  the  love 
of   a    ihlld    for   Its    mother,    even   by    the 
dawn's   early    light    of   intelligence. 

Beneath  the  groui),  on  the  face  of  its 
bas*\  is  carved  the  seal  of  Maryland,  sur- 
round<d  by  laurel  and  resting  on  a  palm 
branch  that  extends  across  the  face  of 
the  stone.  In  the  rear  of  the  monument 
resting  on  its  base.  Is  a  tablet  bearing  the 
text  of  "The  Star  Spanglen  Banner  " 

"rhe  cortier  stone  of  the  monument  was 
laid  on  Flag  -lay,  June  II  last,  with  im- 
posing ceremonies,  by  the  Hon.  Thomas 
.1.  Shryock.  grand  master  of  Maaousi  of 
.Maryland,  and  the  other  state  officials 
"f  that  body.  In  honor  of  the  occasion  a 
grand  street  jiageant  was  held,  partici- 
pated In  by  civic  and  military  organiza- 
tions. 

In  a  crypt  deeply  sunk  In  the  8-foot 
foundation  of  the  monument  repose  the 
remains  of  Francis  Scott  Kev,  and  his 
wife,  Mary  Taylor  Kev.  Thev  were  re- 
moved there  from  their  former  resting 
place  In  an  obscure  section  of  the  oeme- 
i"ry  by  the  association,  by  permission  of 
his  two  diniRhters,  Mrs.  Howard  and  Mrs 
Steele,  prior  to  their  death,  which  oc- 
lurred   only   recently.

Whence  It  Comes. 

Pitt.sburg    Post:     Perhaps    some  v,ho 
daily  go  over  the      smooch      city  slieets 
would   like   to  know  about   the   ;i.sphalt 
n  v.hich  they  are  so  fond  of  ridln.g. 

Canada,  Peru,  Turkey.  Ven?zu'?la. 
Argentina,  Syria,  Mexico  and  our  own 
California  all  contain  deposits  of 
asphali,  but  th,?  largest  and  most  inter- 
estiiig  of  the  supply  fields  Is  to  be  found 
in  the  island  of  Trinidad. 

If  you  were  to  leave  New  York  tomor- 
row morning,  on  one  of  the  Tr?at  oce.i;i 
.steamers,  and  sail  in  a  course  east  of 
south,  after  sixteen  days  you  would 
I  each  the  island  of  Trinidad,  the  most 
sr.utherly  of  that  group  of  the  W'-st  In- 
dies which  we  call  the  Windward 
islands.  You  will  find  it  on  your  mup  »  f 
.Miuth  America,  just  northeast  of  Vene- 
zuela. 

Th,^  one  natural  curiosity  on  this 
i.sland  is  the  plain  known  a.s  '•Pitch 
Lake.  '  which  is  just  a  mile  inland.  An 
asphalr  road  leads  from  l:ie  steamer 
flocks  to  the  lake,  whit  h  is  a  gieat  sh-  e:. 
containing  109  acres  of  a  brownish  black 
substance,  hard  and  brittle,  except  at 
the  cent.M-.  One  strike  of  the  pi.-k  v,  ill 
break  off  a  large  piece,  which  appears  to 
be  heavy,  but  is  easily  i'fted  by  one 
man. 

The  material  .if  the  lake  i.^  solid  to  a 
depth  of  several  feet,  eXeep:  in  a  few 
sjiots  near  the  centei',  where  it  remains 
in  a  soft  c-ondition.  The  surface  of  the 
lake  is  far  from  sincKith.  !n  walking 
over  it  one  has  to  juinp  net  eiily  r'ne  soft 
spots,  but  the  large  puddles  and  small 
streams  of  water  that  are  everywlK  re. 
Scattered  over  its  surfac-e  are  f.bout 
thirty  small,  shal-bushes  and  small 
trees.  This  strange  Inown  substance, 
which  is  formed  the  same  as  "-oal.  from 
decayed  vegetable  matter,  is  dug  out  in! 
large  pieces,  lifted  into  carts,  r.nd  sent 
off  to  the  coast,  where  it  is  .•■hipped  to 
all  iiarts  of  the  world. 

•Vfter  digging  down  three  or  four  feet 
the  workm.  n  find  the  pitch  softer,  and 
elastic,  rather  than  brittle.  The  strangi;  i 
part  of  It  is  that  as  fast  as  they   dig  it  | 
out   the   hobs  are  filled   up   with    more.  ; 
Two  days  after  a  great  pit  has  been  dug  j 
some  strange  force  from  b.low  raises  ai 
new  suppl.v  to  the  surface,  thua  keeping 
the  lake-  levtl.     Over    500.000     tons    haVe 
been    taken    within    a   small   spaje   near 
the  lake's  edge,  and  yet  from  all  appear- 
ances there  is  as  much  there  as  the  day 
the  workmen     began     digging     <mt  the 
great  brown  chunks.     It  is  impossible  to 
tell   anything  about   the  extent  of    the 

supply. 

Pitch  lak^  is  t'nc  property  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  Trinidad.  The  asplialt  ci'in- 
panies  pay  the  government  40  cents  a 
ton  for  the  pitch,  and  $L20  a  l<m  export 
duty.  The  cost  of  digging,  .'artin.g  and 
loacMn.g  on  the  steamer  is  about  $L50  a 
t.m,  making  the  whole  cost  $3.10  a  ton  ; 
on  board.  I 

The  pitc-h  shipped  to  the  United  States  j 
is  shipped  in  hulk  as  it  is  dug  from  thej 
lake,  while  that  sent  to  Europe  is  first, 
refined.  Most  of  the  Trinliid  asphalt  j 
used  in  this  country  is  refined  in  New  i 
York,  and  then  sold  to  the  different! 
paving  companies. 

The  Trinidad  lake  asphalt  in  its  nat- 
ural condtition  is  too  brittle  for  .mr 
northern  climate.  It  is  toughened  by 
Inixture  with  artother  bitumen.  This 
combination  is  so  hard  that  it  does  not 
liecome  soft  in  the  heat  of  summer,  and 
so  tough  that  it  does  not  :'rack  in  the 
cold  of  winter.

ORKTACEOUS  SEA  SERPENTS. 
In  the  latter  part  of  the  Mesozoic 
age  there  was  a  great  inland  ocean, 
spreading  over  a  large  part  of  the  pres- 
ent continent,  says  the  Popular  Science 
Monthly.  The  lands  th<='n  above  water 
were  covered  with  a  fiira  peculiar' to 
the  times,  and  were  inhabited  by  some 
of  the  animals  which  later  distinguished 
the  Cenozoic  age.  In  the  seas  were 
reptiles,  fishes  and  turtles  of  gigantic 
proportions,  armed  for  offense  or  de- 
fense. There  were  also  -.\-?ter-l;kp  bi- 
valves, with  enormous  shelLs,  three  or 
four  feet  in  diameter,  the  meat  of  which 
would  have  fed  many  people.  In  time 
this  great  ocean,  swarming  with  vig- 
orous life,  disappeared.  Mountain 
ranges  and  plains  gradually  arose, 
casting  forth  the  waters  and  leaving 
Ihe  monsters  ti  die  and  bleach  In  Ter- 
tiary suns.  As  the  waters  remaining 
divided  into  smaller  tracts,  they  grad- 
ually lost  their  saline  stability.  The 
stronger  monsters  gorged  on  the  weak- 
er tribes,  until  they,  too.  stranded  on 
rising  sand  bars,  or  lost  vitality  and 
perished  as  the  waters  freshened.  In 
imagination,  we  can  picture  the  strong- 
est, bereft  of  their  fiod  supply  at  last, 
and  floundering  in  the  shallow  pool.s 
until  all  remaining  mired  or  starved. 
It  would  be  interesting  to  know  how 
much  of  the  great  Cretaceous  ocean 
forms  a  part,  if  any,  of  the  vast  oceans 
of  today.

There    Is  evidence    that  the  end  of  the 
war  and   the  conclusion  of  peace   terms 
with  Spain   will   be   followed   by   severe 
criticisms  of  the  {xilltlcal  wrongs  com- 
Tnitted   by   the  adminiistratinn  sin 
«truggle  becran.  Such  criticism  has  been) 
l.irgely  \vi:hheld  or  suppressed  because 
it  might  prove  injurious  to  the  country 
while  the  war  wa.s  on.  but  the  return  of 
peace  will  unloosen  tongues  which  have 
kept  silent  for  patriotic  rwasons.  There 
!are  indications  of  an    impending  storni 
soon   to   burst   upon   the  administration 
■with  great  fury,  and  cor>grcss  will  prob- 
ably be  called  upon  to  make  several  in- 
vestigations.   There  are     three    general 
fsuhjects  which  are    rankling  in  particu- 
lar in  the  bosoms  of  military  and  naval 
men  and  their  friends,  as  expressed  in 
their  private  conversati.jis.    These  are: 
The  influence  of  politics  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  war:  the  mistakes  of  Alger; 
the  promotion  for  mysterious  reasons  of 
Capt.  Sampson     over     his  superiors     in 
rank  and  experience  and  men  who  are 
at  least  his  equals  in  intelligence.    The 
•nost  outspoken  and      vigorous      recent 
criticism,   outside  the  daily  press,  is  an 
♦••litorial   In   the   last   Kssue  of  the   Army 
fend  Navy  Register.     This  publication  is 
politically  independent,  and  is  one  of  the 
two  recognized     authorities  and  organs 
in  affairs  military  and  naval.     It  says: 

Is  the  war  to  close  in  a  scandal  of 
politics?  There  is  promise  of  it.  The 
fcuphorities  of  this  administration,  who 
are  responsible  for  sending  eighteen 
regiments  to  Porto  Rico,  make  no  pre- 
tense that  the  services  of  these  troops 
are  needed.  The  order  printed  in  an- 
other column  is  a  tribute  to  the  politi- 
cians who  have  successfully  interfered 
with  so  much  that  should  have  been 
sacred  from  the  spoilsman  and  the  party 
trickster.  The  plans  of  campaign 
should  not  have  l>een  profaned  by  the 
touch  of  the  heelers.

The  only  politics  In  the  move  so  far 
ha»  been  injected  by  some  of  the  Re- 
publican office-seekers  in  Duluth  repre- 
Siented  b  .•  the  News  Tribune,  who  are 
afraid  that  they  will  never  be  at>le  to 
get  an  o  Are  without  the  votes  of  the 
iron  ranges.  They  do  not  object  to  the 
iron  cori«orations  controlling  the  new 
county,  but  they  object  to  any  m<ive 
which  deprives  the  Iron  corporations  of 
their  pre«ent  ci>ntroI  of  the  politics  of 
St.  LouLs  county,  whereby  the  voice  of 
the  people  of  Duluth  is  stifled  by  the 
almost  ».  lid   vote  of  the  ranges. 

It  is  surprising,  however,  to  tlnd  Re- 
publican Jevvspapers  admitting  that  the 
iron  corp  (rations  in  this  c-ounty  compel 
th-eir  em  >loyes  to  vote  according  to 
their  d-rectlons.  Heretofore,  when 
Democra  s  and  Populists  have  made 
this  charce,  the  Republican  newspapers 
have  proiessed  great  indignation  at  the 
intimation  that  the  min^ers  were  in  a 
state  of  ibjoct  serfdom.

The  interest  hi 
the  war  may  have  obscured  the  fact 
for  a  time,  but  it  will  presently  become 
apparent  to  the  whole  country  that  there 
w.re  more  mills  closed  dur'ng  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Dingley  act  than  there  had 
been  for  years.

Yes,  that  may  be  a  factor  In  open- 
ing the  eyes  of  the  people  to  the  nec« s- 
sity  for  the  ro-establlshment  of  blmetal- 
li.«m.  I  know  positively  that  the  .senti- 
nicnt  In  favor  of  silver  is  Immensely 
stronger  than  it  was  two  years  ago.  'J'h'e 
RepuhlTcan  idea  is  to  throw  dust  in  the 
eyes  of  the  people  by  keeping  the  condi- 
tion of  the  treasury  obscured.  You  might 
■ivk  what  was  meant  by  the  Issuance  of 
the  war  bonds.  The  act  under  which  the 
issue  of  bonds  was  autiiorized  especiallv 
provided  that  the  money  was  to  be  u.sed 
for  war  purposes  only.  Yet  the  govern- 
ment immediately  .set  to  work  to  sell 
the  bonds  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there 
was  then  about  $2'X).n(iO,000  in  the  treas- 
ury.  i.,et   them   tell   whv  thev  d'd   it."

County  offl.-ors  are  beginninir  now  to 
speculate  upon  the  outlook  for  taxes  for 
this  year.  It  is  entirely  too  early  to  tell 
with  accuraey  •how  the  taxes  are  ^oing 
to  Ix-.  hut  it  is  a  fairly  safe  proposition 
to  state  that  they  will  he  lower,  and 
thar  owners  of  property  will  not  come 
in  for  payments  as  large  as  they  have 
in  the  past.  In  fact,  one  county  officer 
ventured  the  prediction  yesterday  that 
taxes  will  b^  lower  than  they  have  in 
some  years.  This  will,  of  course,  be 
comforting  to  ereryone  concerned 

The  only  levy  yet  made  is  that  of  the 
county,  and  that  is  considerably  reduccj 
from    last    year's.     President    Hugo,     in 
•his  annual  and  final  report  to  the  hoard 
of  education.       presented      some  figures 
showing  that  he  thought  that  the  school 
iH.ard.  too.  should  be  able  to  make  some 
suhiJtantlal  reductions  in    its    levy      He 
thought   that   the  levy  of  1  mill   for  the 
U>uilding  fund      could      be  omitted  alto- 
gether, becauso  the  board  does  not  pro- 
P<ise  to  do  any   building  this  year,  and 
it  alr<*«dy  has  some  monev  in  this  fuiut 
that  has  not  been  used  this  year.  Then 
he   thought   that   a  re«luction   of  2   mills 
<ouId  be  made  In  the  general  fund.  L.ast 
yt^r  the  hoard  reduced  expen.^es  some- 
what, and  the  result  will  be  felt  by  the 
taxpayers  this  year. 

The  city  cannot  very  well  reduce  Its 
levy  this  year  l>ecause  of  the  interest 
and  sinking  fund  on  the  ininds  that  are 
outstanding,  but  it  is  already  nearly  up 
to  the  legal  limit,  and  it  cannot  raise  its 
levy  much  above  what  it  was  last  vear 
It  is  likely  that  the  city  will  not  (-a"r,^  to 
1h'  behind  the  other  levying  bodies,  and 
that  if  such  a  thing  is  possible  it  will  try 
to  reduce  its  levy  also.  At  any  rate,  it 
i  annot  be  enough  larger  to  offset  the  re- 
ductions made  by  the  county  and  by  the 
school  board. 

Tre  valuation  of  the  county  this  year 
i.s  lower  than  it  was  last  year,  so  if  the 
levies  remained       unchanged       the  rate 
^^>>uld  l>e  higher.     I:  is  impossible  t.i  tell 
before   the   valuations  are   finally   fixed 
whether   the    rate    will       be       higher  or 
lower,  but  at  any  rate  the  reductions  in 
the    levies    will    make    the    amount    of 
taxes    to    be   raised    smaller.     It    is    pos- 
i'ible   that   the  county   authorities     may 
jnake  further   reductions  in   the  school 
levies.     Everj-   year   In    the   past    it    his 
lieen  the  custom  to  levy  what  is  known 
as  the  local  mill.     This  has  gone  to  the 
various  s<hool  di.«tricts.     In  the  case  of 
the   independent  school    district   of   Du- 
Juth    no   allowance    has    l>een    made    for 
this  tax  in   making  up  the  levy,  so   the 
receipts  from  it  have  been  so  much  clear 
gain  so  far  as  the  district  is  concerned 
It  is  probable  that   the  same  Is  true  of 
the  other  school  districts  of  the  county 
If  it  Is   true   there  is  a   likelihood    that 
ti^^  county  ofificials  will  cut  1  mill  off  the 
s.-hool  levies  to  allow  for  the  lot-al  mill. 
and    this   will   reduce   the   school    taxes 
still  further. 

T«  has  been  known  for  some  time  that 
ounty    is    paying    more    than    its 

"-    '^f  the     state     taxes.     Valuations 

here  are  higher  than  they  are  in  anv 
other  part  of  the  state,  and  the  more  a 
county's  valuation  the  more  of  the  state 
tax  it  pays.  The  state  board  of  equali- 
zation will  he  asked  to  lower  the  real 
estate  valuations  of  this  county,  and 
this  will  result  in  reducing  the  share  of 
the  state  tax  paid  l>y  this  countv.  Th" 
state  board  is  pretty  likely  also  to  rai.se 
t.ie  valuations  on  the  iron  mines  befof 
making  the  reduction  in  the  courrty.

to   put   in   on   Superior   street   between 
Fifth  avenue  west  and  Twentieth  ave- 
nue   west.      The    council    provided    for 
placing  rock  screenings  along  the  curb 
on    one    side   of    the   street,    spreading 
them  about  five  feet  wide  and  rolling 
ihem.    The  cost  was  not  to  exceed  $350. 
Some    time  ago     the     Bcreenings   were 
dumped   on     the     street    between    Six. 
tet»nth   and    Nineteenth    avenues    west, 
as  a  sort  of  experiment,  and  this  gav* 
rise    to    the   questioning    of    the    wheel, 
nitti.     They   wondered  if  the  whole  $350 
had    been    expended      in      these    three 
blocks.    The  experiment  shows  the  idea 
of  having  a  path  next  the  curb  to  be  a 
failure.     The  rock  screenings  are  scat- 
tered all  over  the  street. 

The  members  or  the  board  of  public 
works  say  that  they  became  convinced 
from    the    experience    with      the    three 
blocks    laid,    from    Sixteenth    to    Nine, 
leenth    avenues    west,    that      the    path 
could  not  Iw  maintained  In  good  shai>e 
owing  to  the  fact   that   it  is  so  narrow 
that  the  material  is  easily  scattered  bj 
wheels,    and    the    teamsters   make    it  a 
point   to  drive  on    the   path.     Although 
they   can   only   get    lYm    wheels   on    on* 
side  on.   while  the  others  jolt  over  the 
cha.sms    in   the   pavement,    yet   it  set^m.*- 
to    make    them    happy.      The    bicyelisi;. 
have  to  take  tj  the  old  pavement.     Tht- 
path    has    been    rolled,     but    the    work 
could  not  be  done  to  very  good  advan- 
tage owing  to  its  narrowness.     No  clay 
was  mixeti  with   the  screenings,   which. 
it  is  claimed,   would' have  made  It  c«. 
hesive. 

The  c->st  of  the  three  blocks  was  about 
IIW).  The  board  has  recommended  ti. 
the  council  that  i»ne  whole  side  of  the 
street  be  improved,  estiiTiating  the  cost 
of  doing  .so  from  Fifth  to  Nineteenth 
avenues  west  at  from  $500  t>  $700  more. 
This  plan  is  proving  satisfactory  oil 
r.arfleld  avenue,  one  side  of  whi<h  from 
Pine  avenue  to  the  line  of  the  south 
appri>ach  of  the  contemplated  viaduct 
having  been  improved  by  a  laver  of 
screenings  rolled.  This  has  put  Garfield 
avenue  in  good  shai>e  for  the  wheel- 
men.

THE  CROPS  IN  KANSAS. 

Wheat  Is   Very   Large   But   Corn   Is 
Considerably  Damaged. 

Judge  S.  R.  l.senhart  and  Charles 
Patrick,  a  prominent  capitalist  of  To- 
pcka,  Kas..  were  among  yesterday's  ar- 
rivals at  the  St.  Louis.  They  left  this 
morning  on  the  Dixon  for  Port  Arthur 
iiitending  to  spend  a  week  in  fishing  iri 
that  vicinity,  when  they  will  proceed  to 
Sault  ste.  Marie  and  thence  to  Cleveland 
for  an  extended  visit  In  the  East.  On 
their  way  to  Duluth  thty  stopped  for  a 
few  days  at  Omaha  to  see  the  trans- 
Mississippi  exposition,  which  they  say 
is  a  most  remarkable  .show. 

"In  c(miiiiK  from  Kansas  ti  Duluth." 
said  Judg^'  Isenhai  t.  "the  n-ason  of  Joe 
Leiter's  failure  to  maintain  his  wheat 
corner  became  evident  to  me.  The 
country  was  one  lontinuous  succession 
of  wheat  fields,  including  Kan.sas.  Mis- 
souri. NMbra.ska.  Iowa  uiitd  .Minnnesoti. 
In  the  entire  journey  we  did  not  see  a 
single  bad  field.  In  Kansas  we  have 
Harvested  the  largest  crop  in  the  history 
of  the  Stat.-,  save  one,  that  of  1890,  and 
I  am  Inclined  to  believe  it  will  equal 
that,  although  th>'  estimates  of  the 
state  secretary  of  agriculture  place  it 
10.000,000  bushels  iess.  Kansas  corn  is 
not  doing  as  well  as  wheat,  and  the  crop 
will  not  be  up  to  its  usual  standard. 
No.  the  damage  to  Kansas  corn  this 
year  is  r>ot  due  to  dry  weather  and  hot 
winds,  but  strange  to  relate  it  is  caused 
''ly  too  mucli  rain,  whole  fields  having 
Iven  literaliy  drowned  out  in  some  sec- 
tions of  the  state."

Aug.  22.  a  train  would  be  put 
on  between  Duluth  and  Staples  to  con- 
ned at    the   latter  place   with   the   Da- 
kota  and    Manitoba     express.       which 
leave.T  St.   Paul  at  7:30  p.  m..  to  insure 
an  early  distribution  of  the  Duluth  mail 
in  the  wheat  country.  In  his  letter  Mr. 
Hannaford  said  that  this  was  the  most 
absurd  thing  that  the  Northern  Pacific 
had  ever  done,  as  the  operation  of  the 
train  would  net  the  company  a  loss  of 
$200  a  day.      He  said  that  an  effort  had 
been   made   to   devise   .some  means   by 
which  the  mails  could  be  accommodat- 
ed   economically    but    without    succes»s 
and  that  this  train  had  finally  been  de- 
cided   on    to    accommodate    the    mall, 
notwithstanding  the  heavy  loss  which 
it  would  entail.      He  expressed  the  wish 
that  the  business  men  of  Duluth  would 
appreciate  it  and  added  that  they  could 
easily  make  good  the  company's  loss  Qiy 
friving  it  more  fi^ight  busine.ss  than  i't 
had  been  receiving. 

The  train  will  probably  leave  Duluth 
at  7:1.5  p.  m..  arriving  at  Staples  at 
a'">ut  11:1.''..  Returning  it  will  connect  at 
Staples  with  the  eastbound  transcon- 
tinental, leaving  there  at  12:30  and  ar- 
riving in  Duluth  at  4:.'J0.  This  will  l>e 
the  fii-st  time  that  the  Northern  Pacific 
has  given  connections  with  this  train 
for  Duluth.  pas.sengers  from  the  West 
having,  by  rea.son  of  the  aljominahle 
service  which  the  road  has  always 
given  this  city,  been  compelled  to 
either  lay  over  for  hours  at  Staples  or 
go  to  St.  Paul,  where  the  company  has 
ever  endeavored  to  divert  all  trade  at 
the  expense  of  Duluth. 

Some  months  ago   when   the   time  of 
the    Northern    Pacific    westbound    pas- 
senger train  out  of  Duluth  was  changed 
without  warning  from  3:30  p.  m.  to  2:15 
p.  m.  the  board  of  traide  men  and  jvhole- 
sale  merchants  entered  a  vigorous  pro- 
test.      The  change  made  It   Impossible 
for  them   to  get  mail   to  their  custom- 
ers,  including  market  reports,     exc-ept 
after  a  delay  of     twenty-four      hours 
This    worked    a   great    injury    to       tbe 
grain  dealers  and  jobbers  and  they  petl- 
tioned   the  railroad   company   to  "either 
put  on  another  train  that  would  leave 
here   later   in    the   day   or   run   the  one 
•bob-tailed  conveyance  on  the  old  time. 
No   attention    was   paid    to    them    not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  Duluth  pavs 
to  this  railroad  company,  that  has  al- 
ways done  all  it  could   to  build  up  St. 
Paul  at   her  expense,    more   money   for 
freight   than  a.ny  other  citv  on   its  en- 
tire line.       The  refusal  to  do  anvthing 
to  accommodate  them     naturally       in- 
censed the  shippers  here  and  the  result

Bat  Masterson,  of  Denver,  a  gentleman 
with  considerable  experience  of  lighliiig 
men,  remarked  the  other  day  that  he 
knew  of  no  i)arallcl  to  the  h.-roism  of 
Amos  Chapman,  says  the  New  iork  Sun. 

"I'o    fight    Indians    was    bad    enough,' 
Mr.  Masterson  said,   "but  to  be  corrallid 
by    them    in   a    buffalo    wallow   and    hold 
there  by  them,  and  water  up  to  your  necii. 
—that  is  hell  with  the  lid  off. 

"1   knew   Chapman  quite   well.     He  had 

been  en  the  frontier  a  long  time.  He  was 
from  the  Kasi.  He  had  hunted  buffalo, 
traded  with  Indians,  fought  with  them  in 
lyw,  and  finally  married  a  Cheyenne.  He 
was  not  riiore  th.-in  Hi)  years  old,  tough, 
sure  shot,  good  interpreter.  fearless 
rider,  and  as  brave  as  a  man  could  be. 

"It  was  in  September.  1S74,  that  Gen. 
Miles'  command  was  camped  on  the  Red 
river,  in  the  Texas  Panhandle,  w-here  it 
had  followed  the  retreating  Indians,  or 
rath'^r  the  main  body  of  them.  Prairie 
Doir  U.'ive  and  1  were  selected  as  the  two 
scouts  to  carry  disputchcs  from  Gen  Mlies 
to  Alaj.  Complon,  w-hose  e,)mmntid  w:is  lo- 
cated on  McClelland  crei-k,  about  seven- 
ty-live miles  to  the  north.  Some  of  the 
dispatclc-s  wer.-  r.'ail.v  intended  for  Camp 
Supply,  in  the  Indian  lerritory,  still  fur- 
ther north,  but  our  instructions  were 
simply  to  deliver  them  to  Maj.  Compton. 
Dave  and  I  hoped  to  be  sent  on  to  Camp 
Supply  with  them,  for  we  needed  some 
n.^w  and  warmer  clothes,  as  it  was  be- 
ginning to  be  cold  nights. 

"We  were  not  clad  in  buckskin  and 
beads,  as  scouts  are  usually  pictured.  Our 
clothing  simidy  consisted  of  a  pair  of 
cheap  overalls,  calico  shirts,  soft  hat, 
and  a  pair  of  boots.  We  had  lived  in  them 
all  summer,  and  thought  it  about  time  to 
change  them.  We  reached  Compton's 
camp  without  incideni  and  cursed  our 
luck  when  wif  received  return  dispatches 
to  Miles,  while  ours  were  turned  over  lo 
Billy  Dixon  and  Amos  Chapman  to  take 
to  Camp  Sui)ply.  Later  when  we  learned 
what  they  went  through  we  took  it  all 
back. 

"It  was  known  that  there  was  a  ma- 
rauding band  of  the  red  devils  somewhere 
ill  the  vicinity,  but,  like  the  Irishman's 
Ilea,  it  was  a  difllcult  matter  to  put  a  lin- 
ger on  them.  They  might  be  in  one  sjiot 
one  da.v  and  lift.v  miles  or  more  away  the 
next.  II  was  i-onsidered  best  to  send  a 
.•^irgeaiil  and  live  soldiers  with  tue  scouts 
f.ir  greater  security,  and.  as  was  custom- 
ary, they  took  an  unbeaten  trail  to  their 
destination. 

"Now,  it  happened  that  the  roving  band 
of  reds,  numbering  fully  300  warriors,  had 
been  laying  a  tive-days'  siege  to  Jack  Cal- 
lahan's tw-enty-live  6-mule  government 
supply  train  in  the  sand  hills  of  the 
Wachlta  river.  The  train  was  bringin,g 
supplies  from  Camp  Supply  down  to  G'.'ii. 
Miles.  It  was  surprised  at  this  bad  place 
lor  a  fight,  and  was  forced  to  go  into  cor- 
i-al.  This  Is  done  by  putting  two  wagons 
together  in  A  shape,  stringing  the  rest 
•lown  the  sides,  and  closing  them  up  at 
the  other  end  V  way.  The  mules  .ind 
horses  are  kept  comparatively  safe  in  the 
inclosure  made  by  the  wagons,  while  the 
teamsters  and  soldiers  get  what  protection 
they  can  from  Vjchlnd  the  wheels  or  b.v 
digging  rille  pits  behind  the  wagon.s 
There  they  can  shoot  with  little  d.nnger  of 
being  hit.  Such  a  corral  can  stand  off  an 
army  of  Indians  until  the  water  gives  out. 
'l"he  Indians  attacked  the  train  for  live 
days,  killing  one  lieutenant,  two  soldiers, 
and  some  of  the  animals.  "Their  loss  was 
heavy.  Soldiers  of  Comjiany  K,  Sixth 
cavalry,  Capt.  Kingsbury,  from  Camp 
Supply,  had  appeared  upon  the  scene, 
driven  off  the  Cheyennes,  and  relieved 
the  besieged. 

"Chapman  and  Dixon,  with  their  little 
escort,  had  crossed  the  Wachita,  some 
three  or  four  miles  VhIow  where  the  pack 
train  had  been  held  up,  but,  of  course, 
knew  nothing  of  its  presence  or  that  of 
the  Indians.  On  a  rolling  prairie  country 
such  as  they  were  in  it  is  a  difficult  mat- 
ter to  see  any  great  distance  on  account 
of  the  knolls  and  hollows.  They  were 
coming  out  of  a  small  draw  or  canon, 
when  suddenly  they  espied  the  .savages, 
who  were  almost  directly  upon  them. 
There  was  but  one  thing  lo  do.  and  that 
was  ttt  get  out  on  the  open  iirairie, 
where  there  would  be  a  chance  to  tight. 
Tcmporar.v  protection  would  be  afforded 
by  getting  behind  things  In  the  canon, 
but  it  would  only  be  a  matter  of  a  short 
time  when  they  would  be  surrounded  and 
shot  at  from  all  directions.  .Vs  experi- 
enced men,  they  knew  this.  A  dash  was 
made  for  th.'  prairie,  and  they  reached 
it  in  a  shower  of  shot.  Il  is  impossible 
to  shoot  well  from  the  back  of  ;i  rapidlv 
moving  horse. 

"It  was  the  plan  to  find  a  buffalo  wal- 
low, lie  as  flat  as  possible  in  it,  and 
shoot  until  dead.  Before  such  a  plase  was 
found  the  scouts  and  soldiers  dismounted, 
so  as  to  shoot  better  and  keep  the  Indians 
from  getting  toogplose  before  they  could 
get  Into  cover.  A  couple  of  dead  Indians 
will  stop  a  hundred  live  ones  from  com- 
ing too  near.  One  soldier  held  the  bridle 
reins  of  the  horses  while  the  rest  of  the 
men  retreated  behind  them  and  shot 
at  the  advancing  host.  The  Indians  like- 
wise dismounted,  so  that  they  could  also 
shoot  better  and  not  be  such  good  targets. 
It  may  seem  strange  that  such  a  large 
body  of  Indians  would  not  make  just 
one  charge  and  overwhelm  the  white 
men  by  force  of  numbers,  but  that  Is  not 
the  Indtjn  way.  They  will  not  take  a 
risk  if  tney  can  help  it.  They  will  not 
trade  anywhere  near  even  with  the  waite 
man  when  life  is  at  stake. 

"Before  a  buffalo  wallow  could  be 
found  the  soldiers  holding  the  horses  was 
shot  and  killed  and  the  animals  stamped- 
ed. Then  there  was  a  race  for  life  to  the 
nearest  hole.  Some  thirty  feet  from  onc 
other  soldier  was  shot,  but  not  killed  He 
lay  there  and  yelled  In  the  agonv  of  f-ar 
and  pain 

"  'Don  t  let  them  scalp  me,  boys.'  For 
God's  sake  don  t  let  them  get  mel'  he 
ehricked.  The  rest  had  safely  eot  into 
the  wallow.  ~ 

"It  was  with  this  appeal  ringing  in  his 
ears  that  Amos  Chapman,  without  a  word 
to  his  mates,  but  Just  a  yell.  'I'm  coming  ' 
sprang  out  of  the  wallow,  his  .six-shooter 
in  hand,  ran  to  the  wounded  man.  seized 
._ind  sought  to  drag  him  back.  The  In- 
didns  fired  a  volley  at  him  and  made  a 


rush  toward  him.  I  don't  know  how  many 
^.nu,'^.,!^*^''^'.. '"'*'**  "'^  Chapman,  but  thfl

Reaching  ahead  with  his  good  leg  and 
with  the  knee  of  the  left,  he  dragfed  the 
soldier  a  ong  with  his  left  hand,  piece  by 
piece    bring  his  gun  with  his  right 

Ihe  men  In  the  wallow  kept  up  a  fusil- 
lade and  the  Indians  were  held  back 
Painfully,  but  Persistently  Chanman 
dragged  him.self  atjd  ?he  man^lfiJ^^nfT 
Sometimes  he  sought  to  rise  h.ij)ing  that 
the  leg  would  hold,  but  it  doubled  under 
■  ."'•.u-'^  did  not  t.ake  many  minutes  for 
all  this  to  happen.  Chapman  and  t.he 
wounded  soldier  reached  the  hole  whe'r,- 
the  latter  died  in  a  little  while.  Now  if 
that  isn  t  an  example  of  heroic  bravery 
then  1  don  t  know  what  is.  One  migiu 
criticise  his  judgment,  but  not  his  brav- 
ery.  He  could  not  and  would  not  see  that 
soldier  slaughtered  and  scalped,  aid  put 
his  own  life  in  peril  to  prevent  it.  Had 
he  been  killed,  the  lives  of  all  the  others 
would  have  been  placed  in  still  greater 
jeopardy  by  the  loss  of  a  defender  but 
those  things  were  not  thought  of.  There 
was  but  one  idea,  and  the  instant  it  was 
conceived  it  was  put  into  execution  Dix- 
on would  have  done  the  same  thing  had 
not  Chapman  been  quicker.  When  I  think 
of  sueh  things  today  I  believe  that  men 
like  Chapman  should  have  a  monument 
He  got  a  cork  leg  from  the  government 
and  a  second  lieutenant's  pension  when  he 
retired. 

"1  cannot  go  into  the  details  of  the  un. 
even  nght  that  followed,  for  I  was  not 
if'^'r-f*"''  ""'•^'  loiow  the  storv  from 
''^  "^^  Jl''^""  •*"<'  Chapman  afterward  told 
me.  The  ordinary  buffalo  wallow,  whi.h 
is  made  by  buffaloes  rolling  and  wallow- 
ing around  in  the  soft  earth.  Is  about  a 
dozen  feet  in  diameter  and  perhaps  two 
•^u  ^5'"'^^  ^"^"'^  (Iccu.  The  men  cut  awav 
the  dirt  from  around  the  edge  with  their 
knives  and  throw  the  loose  material  up  in 
front.  This  afforded  greater  protection 
as  only  the  hea.l  was  exposed,  and  then 
only  when  firi.ng.  which  had  to  be  kepi  up 
•'They  sto.id  off  that  big  >,and  of  cow- 
ards all  that  day,  and  it  must  have  been 
something  awful.  The  sho.iting  on  the 
part  of  the  Indians  was  almost  continu- 
ous, for  there  were  a  lot  of  them.  and 
tlicy  had  plenty  of  ammunition,  as  thev 
captured  a  lot  of  the  hor.ses.  Three  more 
of  the  soldiers  were  killed,  the  sergeant 
was  shot  twice,  and,  in  fact,  the  only  one 
to  escape  with  a  whole  skin  was  Bill 
Dixon. 

"Just  to  illustrate  what  curs  Indians 
are.  they  Just  camped  around  that  buf- 
falo wallow,  hiding  behind  their  horses 
shooting,  while  some  of  them  veiled  iri 
Kngllsh  to  Chapman  to  come  out  and 
tight.  Just  think,  they  wanted  him  to 
stand  up  and  be  shot  at  bv  the  -.m.  Thev 
were  Jinxious  to  kill  him  particularly  for 
he  had  married  one  of  their  squaws  ana 
was  against  them. 

"That  night  there  was  a  terrible  r  li.i- 
slorm.  whi<  h  tilled  the  wallow  to  ihe  brim 
w-ith  water.  The  wounded  had  to  keep 
their  heads  above  water  so  .-is  not  to 
drown,  while  they  had  lo  keep  their  guns 
and  ammunition  drv  and  be  i-onst.uitl.v 
on  the  watch  for  an  attack.  I  need  not 
dwell  upon  the  horrors  of  that  night  and 
of  the  sufferings  of  these  men.  who  rested 
their  bodies  upon  those  of  the  dead  ones 
lielow.  and  sat  through  the  long  hours  in 
the  water,  thick  with  the  blood  that  oozed 
from  their  wounds  and  from  the  remains 
ol  their  companions.  It  must  have  been 
a  tearful  experience. 

"As  Dixon  was  the  only  one  iininiured. 
he  cr.iwled  out  of  the  wallow  during  the 
worst  of  the  storm  and  started  south 
toward  Mai.  Compton's  command  for 
neln.  He  had  no  trouble  in  passing  the 
Indi.ins.  for  they  were  intent  unon  nro- 
tecting  themselves  from  the  downpour. 
Indians  do  not  like  water.  Dixon  traveled 
fully  thirtv  miles  on  foot  that  night  in 
the  dreiching  rain,  an.l  ns  dav  broke  he 
took  refutre  in  a  clump  of  wild  plum 
bushes.  During  the  forenoon  he  saw  a 
body  of  horsemen  in  the  distance,  but  It 
was  some  time  before  he  assured  himself 
that  it  was  a  party  of  soldiers  out  .scout- 
ing. He  flred  his  gun  and  attracted  their 
attention. 

"The  party  at  once  started  b.ack  to  the 
rescue,  but  .some  precaution  had  to  be 
taken.  Dixon,  with  remarkable  instinct 
brought  them  bnrk  within  a  few  rods  of 
the  wallow,  but  it  was  dusk,  and  there 
was  danger  of  being  mistaken  for  Indi- 
an.-?! who.  by  the  wav.  had  cleared  out  for 
reasons  known  to  themselves.  It  was 
some  time  before  Chanman  could  be  con- 
vinced that  it  was  Dixon  calling  him  an(> 
not  the  Indians,  who  had  tried  to  lure 
him  out  by  talking  English. 

"All  that  day  the  men  had  been  In  tor- 
ture, and  still  thev  were  a  long  wav  from 
the  hosnitnl.  Chapm.nn  rode  seven t ■>•-♦! v<>. 
miles  on  horseback  to  Camn  Supplv.  where 
the  leg  was  amputated  below  the  knee. 
He  was  out  in  a  month,  hut  alwavs  h^d 
to  mount  his  horse  afterward  with  his 
right  leg.  as  the  Indians  do.  He  and  Ben 
Clark  escorted  Dull  Knife's  band  of  Chev- 
enncs  down  from  the  Dakot.is  to  the  fh- 
flian  reservation  in  1S77.  Chanman  is  liv- 
ing with  the  Indians  now.  and  Billv  liixon 
has  a  ninch  at  the  old  'Dobev  Walls'  "

A  book  stall  where  old  and  mustv  vol- 
umes are  bought  and  sold  at  small  prices 
and  little  j.roflt  stands  half  hid  in  the 
shadow-  of  a  tall  .store  building  on  South 
fJrand  avenue,  says  the  Kansas  Citv 
Star.  The  stall  has  ma:iy  visitors,  yet 
few  customers.  Ever.v  day  one  mav  see. 
standing  in  a  long  line  around  the  shelves 
ot  books,  an  oddly-assorted  gathering  of 
men  and  women.  They  are  there  to  read 
and  enjoy  what  they  have  no  inimey  to 
buy.     They   are   the   literary   i>oor. 

Among  tho.se  who  visit  the  Grand  ave- 
nue book  stall  most  frequently  is  a  bent 
gaunt  old  man.  wrinkled  "and  white 
haired,  who  g.jes  to  the  stall  nearlv  everv 
day  lair  weather  or  foul,  and  spends  sev- 
eral hours  there.  He  was  at  the  book 
stall  yesterday,  as  usual,  and  stood  lean- 
ing against  the  lowest  shelf,  poring  stead- 
ily over  one  volume  after  another.  He 
mid  aside  the  books  as  he  tinished  with 
them  and  turned  unhesitatingly  to  others, 
seeming  to  know  perfectly  well  where 
every  boc^k  in  the  stock  is  ket>t.  An  hoar 
t>assed:  the  book  dealer  nudged  the  man 
standing   next    to  him.

The  old  man  lifted  a  red-back  volume 
from  a  top  shelf  and  opened  it  slowly,

outside  of  the  gun  and  the  undertakintr 
was  full  of  diffi.  ultic?  and  danger,  the 
latter  due   in   a   great    measure    to   the 
hlast    of    turict    :;^uns    firing     overhead. 
The  gun  was  hc.|  and  it  was  necessary 
K"  to   th<    Jacob    ladder   with    oni- 
hand  while  endeavoring  with  the  other 
to  maniiuilate  the  long  rammer.   After 
a  brave  effort  he  was  forccil  to  give  up 
and    was   i»rd.i-cd    in.    Quarter  Gunner 
W.  H.  Smith  then  came,  sent  by  the  ex- 
'•cutivc  officer,  and  promptly  jiut  him- 
self  in    the   dangerous    iKisilion   outside 
the    Kun    iMu-t.    where    he    worked    and 
failed,   as   the  corporal    had  done.   Nei- 
ther had  been  able  to  get  the  rammcV 
into  the  bore  an<l  there  seemed  nothing 
left  to  do  but   dismount   the  gun.       At 
this  juncture   Private  MacNeal.  one  of 
the  crew.   Volunteered   to  go  out       and 
make  a  final  effort.  The  gun  was  so  im- 
portant,   the    starlioar.l    battery    being 
(■ngaged.  that  as  a  foi-lorn  hope  he  was 
permitted    to    make    the   attempt.       He 
pushed  out  boldly  and  set  to  work.  The 
i^iins  of  the  forward  turret  weiv  llrinv. 
the    blast    neurly    knocking    him    over- 
hoard  and  the  enemy's  shots  were  com- 
j  ing  with  fre«iu.iicy  into  his  immediate 


neighborhood.  It  was  at  this  lime 
Chief  Yeoman  Ellis  was  killed  on  the 
other  side  of  the  deck.  MacNeal  never 
paused  in  his  work.  The  rammer  was 
hnally  placed  in  the  bore  and  the  shell 
ejected.  The  gun  was  immediately  ' 
put  in  action  and  MacNeal  resumed  his 
duties  as  coolly  as  if  what  he  had  done 
were  a  mere  matter  of  every  day  rou- 
tine. 

The  battle  orderlies  well  merit  a  place 
amrmg  tho.se  whose  conduct  is  worthy 
of  special  mention.  They  were  on  the 
move  constantly,  bearing  battln  order* 
to  all  parts  of  the  ship,  and  in  no  in. 
stance  did  they  fail  in  the  prompt  and 
intelligent  performance  of  their  respon- 
sihle  duty.  The  signal  men  occupied 
very  exposed  positions  during  the  action 
and  rendered  excellent  service.  Signal 
halyards  and  numbers,  battle  flags  and 
speed  cones  were  riddled  by  small  pro- 
jectiles and  fragments  of  bursting 
shells,  ca.sualties  that  show  in  what  a 
zone  of  danger  the  signal  men  perf.irmed 
their  duties.  Signalmen  Coombs  and 
Mclntyre  and  P.attle  Orderlies  Ball  and 
T>avis  were  so  near  Yeoman  Ellis  when 
he  was  killed  that  they  were  bespattered 
with  blood.

Madrid.  Aug.  11. — The  queen  regent 
presided  at  the  i*abinet  meeting  this 
morrjing.  Premier  Sagasta  and  tiie 
i^h*T  m'lnfflt'TS.  nn  emerging  from  the 
l>a!ace,  explained  that  while  they  had 
not  yet  received  the  full  text  of  Presi- 
dent MeKinley's  reply  they  had  re- 
ceived an  announcement  from  the 
French  foreign  office  which  covered 
the  case.  The  president's  answer,  how- 
ever, was  then  iK'ing  transmitted  to 
the  Spanish  government.  At  the  same 
time  it  is  known  that  the  Spanisli  min- 
isters .are  perfectly  acquainted  with  the 
principal  points  of  the  United  Stites 
reply  and  that  the  ministers  are  ready 
to  accede  to  them. 


Madrid.  Aug.  11.  H»  a.  m.— In  ofRcial 
circles  here  the  reply  of  the  Tnilcd 
Slates  to  Spain  In  the  matter  of  the 
peace  negotiations  is  regarded  as  satis- 
factory. 

I'remier  Sagasta.  however,  denies 
that  he  authorized  the  French  amb.ts- 
audiir  at  Washington,  M.  Cambon,  as 
the  representative  of  Spain,  to  make 
changes  in  the  Spanish  answer  •"as  re- 
gards ce.-'tiiln  conditions  which  mlglit 
create  diffliulties  during  the  course  of 
the  negotiations."

A  <al)legram  was  received  at  the  de» 
paitment  Knlay  from  Rome,  saying 
that  out  of  regard  for  the  United 
States,  the  Italian  government  had  tele- 
graphed Admiral  Candiani.  at  Carihe- 
gena.  Colombia,  to  give  the  Colombia 
government  eight  months'  time  in 
v.hich  to  settle  with  Cerruti's  creditors 
under  the  terms  of  President  Cleve 
land's  award.  While  Colombia  has  not 
yet  been  heai-d  from  in  aecefitance  of 
this  pro|Kisiition.  it  is  nirt  doubted  here 
that  it  will  l>e  accepted.

DESPERATE  ANARCHISTS. 


PEACE  PREVAILS. 


They  Resist    Arrest   and   Shoot   at 
Peace  Officers. 

Bru.ssels.  Aug.  11.— While  a  policeman 
was  arresting  a  m'ilitant  anarchist, 
named  Willems,  the  latter  shot  and 
wounded  'the  offic-er  and  then  escaped. 
The  anarchist  also  shot  several  persons 
v\ho  attempted  to  capture  him.  but  he 
was  finally  arrestcnl  and  lodged  in  jail, 
hater  the  police  visited  Willems'  lodg- 
ings, where  they  found  two  anarchists 
who  proniptly  opened  fire  at  the  ofli- 
cer.  The  policeman  rejilied  to  this  fire, 
fatally  wounding  one  of  the  anarchists. 
His  companion  was  captured.

Alonon.  has  l>een  acquired  by  the  Big 
Fi.ur.  Negotiations  are  under  way  for 
the  acquisirion  of  the  Cincinnati,  Ha- 
milton &  Dayton. 

The  Uig  Four,  or  Cleveland,  Cincin- 
nati. Chicago  &  St.  Louis  road,  is  con- 
trolled by  the  Vanderbilts  and  is  oper- 
at«  d  in  dose  c«mn<»ction  w  ith  the  Chesa- 
peake &  Ohio. 


La.st  Saturday'.s  issue  of  The  Herald 
contained  an  article  headed  •'Tyndall'.s 
Hoi  Time,"  which  docs  great  injustice 
to  William  C.  Tyndall,  of  Grand  Rapids, 
Minn.  A  man  who  re.sembles  Mr.  Tyn- 
dall in  personal  api>earance  registered 
at  the  St.  Louis  hotel  under  the  name  of 
William  Tyndall,  of  Grand  Rapids,  and 
then  procee^led  to  take  in  the  city  and 
to  fleece  .«-everal  Duluth  pe  iple.  He 
rtjpresented  that  he  waa  William  Tyn» 
dall  and  ixjrrowed  money  in  several 
idaces  on  t'.io.se  ixi  resentations,  know, 
ing  that  Mr  Tyr.tlall'.s  eivdit  is  good 
anywn--e.  ll^  hirec  a  horse  and  buggy 
at  Totman's  livery  stable,  drove  around 
at  a  break-neck  speed  and  ran  into  a 
telegraph  pole,  sina.shing  the  buggy  to 
piece.'?,  then  tied  the  hor.se  to  a  post  and 
left  it  there,  where  it  was  found  later 
by  Mr.  Tolman.  He  took  In  .several 
saloons,  treating  the  hou,<»e  everywhere, 
but  without  iiaying  fir  anything.  He 
Ixirrowed  money  at  the  St.  Louis  hotel 
on  the  strength  of  the  representation 
that  he  was  William  Tybuuil,  of  Grand 
Rapid.«. 

Finally  he  landrd  in  the  city  jail, 
having  been  arrested  upon  the  com- 
plaint of  W.  S.  Norton,  chargetl  with 
lying  in  wait  abjut  the  building 
known  as  Nop.  730  and  732  West  Su- 
perior street,  with  intent  to  commit  a 
crime.  Being  taken  into  caurt  he  gave 
his  name  as  Fred  Scripter.  and  hi.s  trial 
was  set  for  Aug.  9  at  2  o'clock.  Being 
a  man  of  good  appearance,  and  ap» 
parently  a  busi-ners  man,  he  was  allowed 
to  g3  without  bail,  uixm  his  promi.se  to 
appear  at  the  appointed  time  for  trial. 

After  his  release  it  was  learned  that 
Mr.  Totman  wanted  liim  for  smashing 
his  rig,  but  he  could  not  be  found,  and 
has  not  been  heai-d  from  since.  He  did 
not  appear  for  trial,  and  now  the  offi- 
cers are  loiking  for  him.

Mr.  Weiss  met  Mr.  Tyndall  and  found 
that  he  is  a  business  man  of  Grand  Rap- 
ids, and  is  respectcil  by  all  who  know 
him,  as  is  evidenced  liy  the  fact  that 
he  is  the  leading  candidate  for  nomin- 
ation to  the  ofl^ce  of  sheriff  of  Itasca 
county  on  the  Republic-an  ticket. 

The  article  in  The  Herald  above  re- 
ferred to  did  Mr.  Tyndall  a  great  in- 
jusifice  and  naturally  caused  him  much 
annoyance,  which  The  Herald  greatly 
regrets,  and  this  jiaper  is  glad  to  set 
the  matter  right  before  its  readers,  and 
to  testify  that  Mr.  Tyndall  is  a  whole- 
souled,  good  fellow.

War  Department  Compelled  to   Sup- 
ply Them  With  food. 

Washington,  Aug.  11.— The  war  de- 
partment is  arranging  to  continue  the 
work  of  supplying  food  t)  the  Cuba.n  In- 
*^Mrgent.«i  and  other  .listre.ss.-d  people  of 
tljat  Island.  There  are  indications  that 
Cuba  will  be  an  expensive  charge  upon 
this  government.  The  main  need  i» 
fox!,  and  Oen.  Eagan,  head  of  the  sub- 
sistence department,  is  preparing  to 
ship  large  quantities  of  .supplies  regu< 
larly  if  it  shall  api>ear.  as  now  seems 
probable,  that  this  aid  and  subsistence 
must  be  rendered  the  Cuban  army  an.^. 
Cuban  destitutes  for  an  indetinitft 
{<eriod. 

The  department  has  arranged  a  ration 
for  these  dependents.  It  will  consist  of 
elg-ht  ounces  of  bacon,  twelve  ounces  of 
flour  or  sixteen  ounces  of  cornmeal. 
and  to  every  100  rations  six  pounds  of 
green  coffee,  ten  pounds  of  sugar,  two 
quarts  of  vinegar,  four  pounds  of  salt, 
'>ur  ounce:?  of  pepper  and  four  ixmnd.s 
soap.

A   British    Naval   Expert's   Views 
the  Spanish-American  War. 

During  a  recont  vi.-;it  to  Portsmouth 
I  have  had  the  opportunity  of  hearing 
the  views  of  some  of  our  naval  and  mili- 
tary authorities  on  the  subject  of  re- 
cent achievements  of  American  arms 
says  Arnold  White  in  Harper's  Weekly.

Her  stofy  of  the  mismanasrement  and 
KutTerinj?  ill  tonnection  with  the  hospi- 
tals at  th<«^e  places,  is  pitiful  in,  the  ex- 
treme. 

"I  am  h  'art  sitk  over  what  I  saw 
with  my  oAn  eyes,"  she  said,  strivinj; 
to  keep  ba  ?k  the  tears  that  t"«>ukl  not 
Ix"  restraited.  "When  I  .saw  Camp 
Algrer  it  w;  s  positively  the  worst  place 
in  the  world  for  a  sick  man  to  'be,  and 
a  terriltle  resi>onsil>ility  rests  on  s<:)me 
one  for  the  shameful  condition  of  things 
that  exi.sttd  there.  I  found  ci>nva- 
lesiMiiR-  patients  lying  on  the  damp 
ground  anW  did  not  see  a  <'t>t  la  the 
camp.  Tl  e  ground  was  low  and 
marshy  anl  the  sanitary  conditions 
simply  frig  Uful. 

The  day  I  wa«  there,  I  found  sixty 
sick  men  i  »  the  First  division,  and  I 
did  nv»t  see  a  droi)  of  water  anywhere, 
although  I  I'Ut  In  lU^  hours  at  the  camp 
and  visiteil  a  great  many  of  the  pa- 
tients. S«i  ne  Idea  of  things  muy  Ik» 
gleaned  fro  n  the  fact  that  a  l>lg  strap- 
ping lumbe  'man  was  KK>king  after  the 
wants  of  sitty  sick  men.  The  stench 
that  pervailed  the  camp  was  tei^ihle 
and  the  fu.id  was  exetTahle,  due  to 
wretchevi  cooking.  There  was  lack  of 
lare  and  at  entioii  everywhere,  but  the 
strange  thing  about  it  all  was  the  per- 
fect resignation  of  the  sufferers.  These 
P<>.>r  l»oys  Ity  ini  the  ground  and  not  a 
whimper  did  1  hear  from  one  of  them. 
It  seemed  t  >  me  that  their  spirits  had 
been  com|»!  .tely  broken.  The  govern- 
mrtit  has  nn.)Ved  at  last  and,  but  words 
cannot  de*cr>be  the  heart-rending 
sights  that  net  my  gaze  at  every  turn. 
I  felt  as  if  I  wanted  to  grab  up  some 
of  the  youi  ger  boys  and  carry  them 
away." 

This  is  a  terrible  arralgiiment  of 
Camp  Alger  and  should  call  for  an  in- 
vestigation in  order  to  definitely  locate 
the  response  I  bill  ty  for  sucli  a  horrible 
state  of  affairs.  Remember  that  all  this 
woii  happen  iig  almo6«t  beneath  the  sha- 
dow «il"  the  capi(<d,  within  a  stone's 
lliiDu  oi  I  lo  war  department  where 
Secretary  Alger  and  Surgeon  General 
Sternberg  v  ere  daily  demonstrating 
their  incapa  -ity  to  handle  the  problems 
arising  in  connection  with  preserving 
the  health  o  '  the  lriMK>ps  !n  camp.  They 
lould  hardl.>  have  bi'en  ifinorant  of  the 
i'onditions  a:  Camp  Alger  and  they  are 
deserving  o'  the  severest  censure  for 
having  permitted  the  soldiers  to  re- 
main so  Ions  In  such  an  unhealthy  spot. 
If  they  wei'*  ignorant  of  the  state  of 
the  camp,  t  len  they  are  gruilty  of  ne- 
glecting the  r  duty  to  becotne  informed 
>f  affaiis  w  thin  the  scopv  of  their  de- 
partment.

STREET  CAR  TR.%NSFKR.«i. 

.\  <ieoi!»ion  has  been  made  by  a  New 
York  court  that  a  time  limit  to  a  street 
railway  transfer  i.i  not  valid  if  a  pa.«^en- 
Ifer  be  obliged  to  wait  for  a  lar  in  which 
he  can  procure  a  seat  until  the  time 
limit  expires.  The  ruling  is  that  a  per- 
igon  who  bu>"s  a  ticket  is  entitled  to  a 
seat  In  the  car  until  his  journey  is  com- 
pleted. A  transfer  d<->es  rot  excuse  the 
company  from  providing  a  seat,  and  \ 
time  limit  on  such  a  transfer  Is  not 
operative  until  the  holder  be  provided 
with  a  seat. 

The  case  arose  in  a  very  simple  man- 
ner.  A  passenger  Itought  a  ride  on  •> 
New-  York  street  railway,  and  at  a 
junction  secured  a  transfer.  Bach  sub- 
sequently  approaching  car  was  over. 
crowded,  and  the  holder  of  the  transfer 
■waited  twenty  minutes  beyond  the  time 
limit  of  it  to  board  .a  car  in  which  .a 
»eat  could  be  had.  The  conductor  of 
the  car  refu.^ed  to  take  the  transfer  on 
the  ground  that  the  time  limit  had  ex. 
plrtd.  and  the  passt^nger  was  compelled 
to  pay  extra  fare.  Thereupon  suit  waa 
Instituted  to  recover  the  fare  back.  Thft 
court  decided  that  the  collection  of  th(> 
fare  was  ille.sraJ.  and  that  the  passenger 
Iwul  a  right  to  wait  to  get  a  seat  in  a 
car. 

The  Detroit  Journal  says  that  this  de« 
ci&ion  i:*  in  cooifllct  with  a  similar  de. 
cision  of  the  supreme  court  of  Michigart 
In  the  case  of  Heffron.  In  th'at  case  it 
is  held  that  the  time  limit  is  valid,  and 
that  if  a  passenger  fail  to  use  the  trans 
ler  within  It  he  forfeits  his  right  to 
continue  his  ride.  The  New  York  de. 
cision  seems  to  be  the  more  consistent 
with  common  sense.  ,alth  >ugh  it  must 
be  said  in  explanation  of  tlie  Michigan 
decision  that  It  Is  l>ased  upon  laws  and 
ordinance^*  which  clothe  the  companies 
with  authority  to  limit  the  life  of  trans- 
f,ers.  whereas  in  New  York  the  subject 
is  controlled  by  the  rules  of  the  com- 
panies alone.  However,  it  Is  apparent 
that  the  New  York  decision  might  work 
injustice  to  the  company,  because  many 
people  would  exhaujt  the  time  limit  of 
a  transfer  wh.le  attending  to  some  busi- 
ness of  their  own,  and  then  claim  thai 
no  car  had  passed  In  which  there  was 
a  vacant  seat.  How  could  the  conductor 
to  wbom  the  old  transfer  was*  then 
offered  tell  whether  this  statenjent  was 
true.  The  fact  Is  that,  as  a  general 
rule,  a  passenger  who  pays  his  fare  for 
a  ride  on  street  or  .'rteam  cars  is  able 
to  corhplete  his  journey  without  em- 
ibarrassment,  provided  he  makes  a  sin- 
cere effort  to  comply  with  reasonable 
rules  and  regulations,  and  a  time  limit 
on  transfers  does  not  appear  to  be  un« 
reasonable.

What  has 
he  done  whit  h  entitles  him  to  being  ele- 
vated in  ihi^  manner  over  the  h.'ads  of 
t  ommodores  iiKi  captains  whose  records 
are  much  sui>eriar  to  his?  And  why 
should  Sami  son  have  been  given  com- 
mand of  the  Morth  Atlantic  squadron  in 
the  first  plac  '?  This  action  has  Ix^en  the 
cause  of  much  dls.iatlsfaction  in  the 
navy,  where  the  partiality  shown  to 
Sampson  by  the  aJminis;ration  is  re- 
garded as  very  peeullar.  Of  cours-t;  navy 
otHcers  cannot  publicly  express  their 
opinions,  for  they  would  lay  themselves 
liable  to  court-martial,  but  they  have 
spoken  very  freely  in  private  conversa- 
tion With  fr  ends  on  this  subject.

"The  eleva  ion  of  Sampson  over  Wat- 
son. Schley,  Remey  and  for  a  time  even

I 
haven't  been  able  to  find  a  man  in  the 
navy  or  out  of  it  who  can  explain  it.

All  the  other 
four  have  splendid  war  records — par- 
ticularly Wa  son,  while  Sampson  is 
w.,-?rully  defcient  in  that  respect.

tainly hasn't  done  anything  during  the 
war  fiarticuli  riy  able.  He  expended 
alHJUt  $4,000,  )00  worth  of  anjinunition 
'oomixirding  i^an  Juan  and  Santiago,  and 
didn't  do  10  cents  worth  of  damage. 
Aside  from  that,  what  has  he  accom- 
plished, except  to  send  in  a  report  of 
several  thousand  words  trying  to  take 
from  Schley  the  credit  of  destroying 
Cervera's  rte«  t?"

William  Henry  was 
very  active  In  the  matter,  sacrlliclng  an 
entire  Suntlay  afternoon  to  the  settle- 
ment t)f  the  question  In  a  way  satls- 
faetory  to  his  tenants.  If  It  was  ni>t  to 
his  ptditlcal  ctmstltuents.  These  men  are 
for  the  most  part  poor,  antl  it  is  possi- 
ble that  William  Henry  thinks  that  their 
suffrages  are  not  worth  consblcrlng,  but 
he  will  be  reminded  when  the  votes  are 
counted  that  the  American  voter  has  a 
long  memi>ry,  and  he  has  not  yet  for- 
gotten the  Inaugural  address  of  th!.s 
same  William  Henry,  who  urged  the  re- 
duction of  the  burdeii  on  the  taxpayers 
of   the   city. 

It  was  a  very  pretty  speech  and  was 
roundly  applauded  by  those  who  heard 
It.  But  within  his  term  of  office  the  re- 
iluction  made  by  the  Holman-IIke  ob- 
jection to  the  construction  of  sewers, 
water  mains  and  otaer  improvements 
that  wer<'  really  needed  were  far  more 
than  offset  by  the  sadd  |ng  on  the  t.ax- 
payer.s  of  the  burdtn  of  paying  for  the 
t»l(i  Urackttt  proper(>.  which  enabled 
one  of  William  Henry's  oltl  political 
friends  ni>t  only  to  keep  his  li«ad  above 
the  troujjh  of  bankruptcy,  but  permlt- 
tetT  him  to  engage  In  gigantic  operatIt>ns 
on   the   Klttndike. 

It  Is  such  Incident*  as  these  In  the 
official  career  of  Mr.  Kustls  that  are  be- 
ing remembered,  and  the  voters  t)f  Min- 
nesota, familiar  as  ihey  are  with  the 
general  facts  of  an  ndm'.nlstration  that 
was  repudlateil  nt>t  alone  by  the  more 
orderly  elements  t)f  the  city,  but  by  his 
t)wn  ptilltlcal  party  as  well,  will  hesitate, 
no  doubt,  before  they  vt>te  for  the  ex- 
l)erlmental  test  In  the  governor's  chair 
of  a  man  who.«ie  unique  conceptions  of 
the  i)rivlleges  of  the  respective  branches 
of  governrneiit  are  not  like  anything 
elsewhere    known.

If  Senator  Jones  means  by  this  th;it 
lluMe  will  be  no  I.ssues  so  great  as  tti 
t;ike  the  silvt-r  question  t»ut  of  i)olitlcs, 
he  Is  assureillv  ctjrrecf.  but  if  lie  means 
that  the  question  of  territorial  expansion 
will  not  appear,  he  Is  certainly  reason- 
ing  against    fads. 

Hawaii  has  been  aiinexetl.  nnel  Porto 
li  .'o  will  become  a  possession  of  the 
t'Mitod  States  through  the  terms  of  peace 
w'th  Spain.  There  has  been  no  protest 
on  the  part  of  the  oeople  In  regard  tti 
these  territorial  aetiulsltlons.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  there  Is. an  evidently  strong 
trend  of  approval.  Texas  Democrats 
have  plae'Cd  themselves  on  record  as  fa- 
voring the  Iilea   of  expan.slon. 

Missouri  wMl  doubtk-.ss  follow  the  ex- 
ample set  by  Texas,  and  tjie  Di-mocratic 
leaders  of  Illinois  are  in  favor  of  this 
new  tleparture,  brought  about  as  a  re- 
:-.tiIt   of  the  war. 

Imperialism  is  one  thing,  and  expan- 
sion Is  another.  Senator  Jones  Is  tiulte 
right  in  opposing  the  former,  but  he  is 
certainly  out  of  toueh  with  the  people 
when    he   declares   ag:ilnst    the    latter. 

Democracy  is  opposeil  to  Imperialism. 
Concentration  of  power  in  the  h.'inds  of 
the  executive  Is  anti-Democratic,  but 
the  fiilargement  of  opportun'lies  for  the 
people,  the  acquirement  of  territory  and 
the  exp.ansion  tif  the  nation's  greatness 
anel  power  have  .always  been  favored  and 
fostered   by  the   Democratic  party. 

.VssurcdI.v.  there  should  be  no  ques- 
tion brouf^ht  Into  discussion  which  would 
make  free  silver  a  secondary  Issue,  but 
there  Is  nt>thing  .'inragtniistic  between 
free    .s'lver    and    territorial    expansion. 

To  make  this  country  the  leading  com- 
mercial power  on  earth  will  not  render 
the  money  ituestltm  less  Impttrtant.  If 
such  a  course  wtejid  destre)y  the  tlemand 
for  free  silver,  then  it  must  follow  that 
the   demanti    rests   t>n    mist.-iken    premises.

Democratif  leaders  shoiilel  not 
drive  away  suppe>rt  by  tipposing  terrl- 
ttirlal  expansion  whieh  the  people  be- 
lieve In,  and  which  the  war  has  made 
an  absolute  and  indisputable  condltltm 
entlrtly  divested  t)f  any  fragment  of 
theory.

The  cHiuncil  last  evening  voted  to  sub- 
:iiit  the  preiposed  charter  to  the  people 
at  a  special  election  to  l>e  held  Sept.  20. 
Thi-  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  vote 
of  11  to  4,  those  voting  in  the  negative 
Vicing  Aldermen  Cromwell,  Duivn,  Hica- 
urdson  and  Sang.  Alderman  Tischer 
was  not  present. 

The  water  board  ordinance  was 
pa.ssed.  the  issuance  of  $3(>0,0(»0  4  |>er 
cent  bonds  i>f  the  $1,856,000  issue  was  au- 
thorized, and  the  Iward  of  public  works 
was  directed  to  connect  the  supplemen- 
tary plant  and  the  old  water  system  at 
Fourth  street  and  Fift:'enth  avenue  east 
and  Lakeside. 

The  deliate  over  the  submission  of  the 
charter  was  decidedly  peppery.  A  num- 
ber of  the  charter  commission  were 
present  and  addressed  the  coimcil  on 
the  subject,  and  answered  eiutstiims  in 
regard  thereto,  aPAl  Kepresentativ? 
Schmidt,  wlio  was  a  member  of  the 
legislature  that  passed  the  charter  bill, 
spoke  in  favor  of  it.  and  urged  that  it 
l>e  submitted  at  a  si>ecial  election. 

The  argument  that  was  put  foremost 
by  the  c»pponents  of  submission  was  the 
cost  of  a  special  election,  but  the  discus- 
sitm  included  in  its  range  the  merits  of 
the  charter. 

The  consideration  of  the  charter  sub- 
mission resolution  was  first  in  the  order 
of  business,  under  the  terms  of  the  ad- 
journment. l)ut  Alderni'arj  Crassweller 
waived  t!ie  right-of-way  for  certain 
matters  of  routine  and  the  resolution 
for  connecting  the  water  system. 

Alderman  Kichardson  tried  to  switch 
in  also  his  resolution  for  the  issuance  of 
$::oo,000  of  bonds,  but  failed. 

At  the  si'ggesticm  of  Alderman  Crass- 
weller  tile  members  of  the  charter  com- 
niissicm  were  invited  to  take  the  tlrtor. 
Chairman  Greene  of  the  commission 
was  the  first  speaker.  He  said  he  would 
Ije  glad  to  answer  any  iiU'.^stii>ns  the 
ciiuncil  wished  to  as«.  '-T.e  commission, 
he  said,  had  no  personal  interest  in  the 
charter  other  than  as  citizens.  The  pro- 
vision that  the  charter  must  receive 
four-sevenths  of  all  the  voles  cast  mad^ 
it  inexpedient  to  sulmiit  it  at  a  genei-al 
election,  in  which  it  would  be  apt  to  lie 
overlooked,  as  experience  in  parallel  in- 
stances had  siiown.  He  had  n-^ver 
iicard  of  any  of  the  commissioners  be- 
ing ashamed  of  their  work;  if  any  were, 
they  had  kept  it  fiom  him.  There  had 
been  practically  no  division  of  opinion 
among  the  commission,  all  of  the  mem- 
bers nad  signed  it,  anil  it  stood  as  tlie 
unanimous  work  of  the  commission. 
Among  the  principal  featuies  of  the 
charter  were  that  the  city  money  should 
be  kept  in  seixirate  funds  and  not  trans- 
ferred, and  that  a  budget  providing  for 
each  fund  should  be  voted  for  each  year. 
This  had  proven  satisfactfiry  in  St. 
Paul.  It  made  for  economy.  Another 
main  feature,  said  Mr.  Greene,  was  the 
provision  for  submission  to  popular 
vote  of  the  ciuesticm  of  buying  or  selling 
public  plants  and  the  granting  of  fran- 
chises. The  CL^mmission  had  l»eart 
unanimous  in  regard  to  them,  and  he 
had  never  heard  an  objection  to  them 
that  had  any  real  force.  The  only  ob- 
jection he  had  heard  In  the  council  was 
to  the  civil  service  commission.  Its  en- 
tire net  cost,  outside  of  nee-essary  sta- 
tionery, would  be  $300  per  year.  Outside 
of  professional  politicians,  everybody 
was  agreed  that  it  was  a  good  thii^g  to 
take  the  city  service  out  of  politics.  The 
provision  for  registration  of  applicants 
for  work  at  manual  lalM-)r.  he  thought, 
was  a  gcH)d  one.  Old  s.ildiers  and  heads 
of  families  were  given  the  preference . 

Among  the  other  provisions  that  Mr. 
Greene  reviewed  as  especially  comm  'Ud- 
able  were  those  to  insure  good  title  on 
sales  for  delinciuent  assessments,  for 
funding  the  floating  debt— which  could 
not  be  dorki-  under  the  present  charter, 
'ind  restraining  the  issuance  of  city  or- 
ders and  preventing  the  increase  of  the 
debt  except  for  the  purpose  of  buying 
plants. 

As  to  the  pawer  lodged  in  the  mayor's 
hands,  Mr.  Greene  said  that  it  was  less 
than  in  the  proposed  Mlnneai>olis  char- 
ter—the mayor  had  the  power  of  re- 
nioval  al-so  in  that— and  it  was  less  than 
granted  in  the  charter  of  New  York, 
and  was  in  keeping  with  all  modern 
charters  in  that  particular.  The  theo. 
retleal  reason  ijc  gi"iii  :  ihe  mayo'  in- 
creased power  was  that  the  responsi- 
bility for  the  administration  might  b<» 
centralized.  There  was  also  a  practical 
reason,  in  that  in  some  instances  in  the 
past  the  mayor  has  had  his  own  way  in 
appointments,  and  in  others  there  had 
baen  conflict  between  him  and  the  coun> 
cil,  with  valuing  results,  from  which 
conflicts  good  had  never  come.  The 
conimis-ion  had  concluded  that  the  ap- 
r>olntnienta  would  be  no  worse  if  the 
mayor  made  them,  and  to  let  him  do 
sv)  v.ould  sa.ve  time  and  perspiration. 
In  response  to  a  question  by  Alderman 
Sang  as  to  why  it  had  l>een  thought 
advisable  to  provide  for  governlngr  by 
boards,  Mr.  Greene  said  that  he  did  not 
know  that  that  had  been  done.  In  all 
cases  where  boards  had  been  prDvldeii 
for,  good  reasons  had  been  given. 

As  to  the  water  board,  the  commis- 
.•^ion  had  thought  it  preferable  to  hav. 
ing  one  man  with  plenary  power  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor. 

Alderman  Sang  wanted  ti  know  why 
the  board  of  public  works  had  been  left 
out,  and  Mr,  Greene  replied  that  it  had 
not  seemed  necessary,  as  most  of  the 
work  devolved  on  the  city  enjflneer. 

Alderman  Richardson  asked  Mr. 
Gieene  if  he  did  not  know  that  boards 
were  largeyl  responsible  for  the  floating 
debt.  Mr.  Greene  rej)lied  that  he  did 
not  beiievo  they  were. 

Alderman  Hichard?on  said  that  Treas* 
urcr  Vos«  would  substantiate  his  (the 
alderman's)  statement,  and  that  he 
wo'.tld  call  cc  him  for  a  statement  as 
tv>  the  exper.dlture  by  the  flre  board. 

"I  don't  like  the  way  Mr.  Greene  has 
talked."  coTilinued  the  alderman,  who 
had  been  nettled  by  Mr.  Greene's  re- 
joinder. "One  or  the  other  of  us  has 
lied,  and  I  want  to  know  who  it  is." 

"i,"  replied  Mr.  Greene*,  "have  not 
said  that  anybody  haa  lied,  nor  am  I 
In  V.\f  \::&\\  c'  allowing  anybody  to  tell 
me  that  I  have  lied.  I  said  that  Alder- 
man  Hichardson   was   mistaken." 

Alderman  Simpson  asked  Treasurer 
Voss  If  the  council  had  not  overdrawn 
the  Improvement  fund  more  than  the  fire 
commissioners  had  the  flre  department 
fund.  Mr.  Voss  replied  that  it  had. 
No  overdraft,  however,  would  be  pos« 
sihle  under  the  new  charter.  He  then 
went  on  to  explain  the  treasury  provi- 
sions. Under  them  improvements  would 
be  kept  down  and  the  city  confined  to  a 


e'ash  basis.  He  approved  the  charter 
and  'houpht  that  Uh  adoption  would  b«» 
the  test  thing  that  could  happen.  The 
reason  for  the  overdraft  of  the  flre  de- 
partment was,  he  stateni,  that  the  city 
bad  acMc.lrec-  its  flre  department  in  tei» 
years  on  a  levy  limitetl  to  3  mrills.  The 
overdraft  was  represented  liy  property, 
the  fire  halls  and  land.  These  pur- 
c  iia«es  had  b«»en  ordered  by  the  council. 
If  the  rest  of  this  property  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  c'ty  property  and  bullding.s 
fund  the  flre  deepartment  fund  would 
have  money  t.>  Its  credit. 

Alderman  Sang  again  brought  up  the 
objection  that  there  was  danger  of  ex- 
travagance on  the  part  of  the  boards, 
whereupon  Alderman  Crassweller  polnt- 
»d  out  to  him  that  under  the  new  char- 
ter the  council  could  limit  the  expendi- 
tiiri*  c>f  th.'  boards. 

William  Harrison,  of  the  commission, 
then  spoke.  He  said  that  the  txjum  11 
entertained  a  misconception  of  its  dut.v 
in  the  matter,  which  was  to  submit  the 
t  barter  t  >  the  people  in  <?onfonTilty  with 
the  law,  and  let  them  decide  on  its 
n>erlts  whether  they  wanted  it  or  not. 
There  was  no  doubt  in  his  mind,  he  said, 
of  the  legality  of  submitting  It  at  a 
.><I>ecial  elee-tlon.  Story  &  Thorndike, 
who  are  among  the  leading  authorities 
in  the  country,  had  held  that  it  might 
be  submi'ted  in  that  way.  The  trouble 
wi'h  submitting  it  at  a  general  elec- 
tlo'i  was  that  every  ballot  on  which 
there  was  no  expression  one  way  or  the 
otiicr  wculd  be  c<H;rted  against  It. 

On  the  latter  i>olnt,  Alderman  Crass- 
weller  said  that  any  figures  that  could 
be  obtained  and  the  experience  in  .siib- 
mi.-sion  of  constitutional  amendments 
showed  that  this  clause  of  the  law 
wiiultl  defeat  the  charter  If  submitted  at 
a  general  election.  At  the  last  general 
election,  the  question  -if  a  change  in  the 
organic  law  of  the  stale  was  not  vot«d 
on  in  r>ti  i>er  cent  i>f  the  ballots  cast.  I'n- 
der  the  law,  the  chartc»r  could  be  defecat- 
ed even  if  11  received  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  on  it.  He  wante<l  a  fair  and 
scinare  elec-tlon  on  the  ((uestlon.  He  al- 
luded to  the  case  of  the  St.  Paul  charter, 
which  was  defeated  although  It  received 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  c»n  It,  be- 
cause fully  one-third  of  those  who  voted 
did  not  vcJte  on  it  and  their  ballots  were 
counted  against  It. 

Alderman  Cromwell  argued  that  It  was 
the  intention  of  the  legi.slature  that  four- 
.«evenths  of  the  voter.s  should  declare  in 
favor  of  it. 

Alderman  Cra.^sweller  asked  Aldermati 
Cromwell  If  he  did  not  know  that  the 
legislature  had  provided  for  a  special  elec- 
tion. 

Alderman  Cromwell  said  he  did  not 
kii'iw  about  that,  but  he-  was  sure  of  his 
point  anyhow.  He  then  went  on  to  say 
that  the  people  slinciUI  be  allowed  to  talk 
it  ui)  for  three  months. 

"Do  you  want  the  new  charter?'  in- 
terrupted  Alderman    Simpson. 

Alderman  Cromwell  ht-sitated,  and  mere 
was  general  laujrhter.  "•Well,  I  don  t 
know  as  1  do,"  said  he.  "There  may  be 
siinie  grain  in  the  chafT— " 

"You'll  never  lincl  it.  '  jjut  In  Alderman 
Simpson,  and  tlieti  there  was  another 
laugh. 

"1  guess  I've  read  it  as  much  as  you 
have,"  replied  Alderman  eiromwell. 
•growing  warm.  There  were  not  any  i>t 
the  commission  who  were  municipal  gov- 
ernment   experts,    he   cuntinued. 

"Do    you    know    ol"   any    who    are   better 
<iualirted?"    asked    Alderman    Crassweller. 
"None  of  them  are  experts."  said  Alder- 
man e'romwell. 

"What  do  you  call  an  expert?"  Inctulred 
Alderman  e'rassweller.  "Are  liie  sixteen 
tcentlonien  of  the  cuuncil   experts?" 

Alderman  Cromwell  said  no.  all  of  them 
Were  nyt— he  thought  he  was  the  best  of 
all  of  them,  he  said. 

Alderman  Crowley:  "Of  all  your 
mother's  sons,  you  love  yourself  the 
most."     (Laughter). 

Alderman  Jefferson  said  he  wanted 
-Vlderman  Cromwell  to  pick  out  something 
UI  the  charier  to  which  h«  oojected.  The 
latter  replied  that  that  was  not  neces- 
sary—that he  was  ready  to  vote  on  It 
now. 

After  some  further  discussion.  Alderman 
Jefferson  arose  and  waltzed  Into  Alder- 
man Cromwell.  He  said  that  Alderman 
Cromwell  had  given  it  out  betore  elec- 
tion thai  he  was  in  favor  of  the  charter 
and    would    support    its   submission. 

"That's  absolutely  fake,"  shouted  Alder- 
man e'romwell. 

Alderman  Jefferson:  "Didn't  you  tell 
me  and  Mr.  Brlgham  In  my  office  before 
C!loctlon  I  bat  you  were  in  favor  of  the 
(  barter?  Mr.  Krigharn  Is  here  and  1  will 
I  all  on  him  to  say  whether  1  am  right  or 
not." 

As  Alderman  Jefferson  spoke,  he  turned 
to  J.  H,  Brigham,  who  was  seated  out- 
side of  the  rail  behind  them. 

Alderman  Cromwell  turned  and  glared 
at  Mr.  Brigham  and  exclaimed,  "you  can't 
believe  him  under  oath." 

Mr.  Brighams  face  grew  pale  and  he 
returned  Alderman  e'roniwells  glare  with 
Interest.  "Ycui  are  correct,"  said  he  to 
Alderman  Jefferson. 

-Alderman    Jefferson    then      turned 
Alderman  Sang  and  -said,  "Didn't  you 
on    the   street    that    three-fourths    of 
people  would  vote  for  tne  charter?" 
"I   did,  "   replied   the  latter.

(Jen.  C.  C.  Andi-ews,  deputy  forest 
commissioner  and  chief  fire  warden  of 
Minnesota  gavy  a  short  talk  on  "For- 
estry" this  forenoon  to  the  teacher.s' 
training  school  in  the  Assembly  hall 
of  the  High  School.  He  thought  that  a.s 
a  diversion  they  could  at  least  awaken 
interest  in  the  minds  of  their  pupils  in 
thi.s  imiHjrtant  science. 

"Do  you  know,"  said  he,  "that  the 
seed  of  the  white  pine  is  worth  $5  a 
pound?"  An  ordinary  retl  squirrel  would 
tat  two  pounds  of  such  seed  in  a  year. 
Pupils  handy  to  lumlier  camps  might 
from  the  fallen  tree  tops  collect  white 
pine  seeds  and.  perhaps,  get  a  prize 
from  a  county  or  state  fair.  Alx>ut 
every  three  years  is  a  good  seed  year. 
The  cones  should  be  collected  in  the 
early  part  of  winter  to  get  ahead  of 
the  squirrels,  and  in  drying  should  not 
be  su'bjected'  to  too  great  heat. 

The  air  of  W(Xk1s  is  richer  than  that 
of  open  country.  Twenty-flve  per  cent 
of  patients  with  incipient  consumption 
who  visit  the  Adirondack  spruce  forest 
of  New  York  return  cured.  Our  Min- 
nesota pine  forests  are  even  healthier. 
People  also  love  the  primeval  pine 
woods  as  a  resort  for  their  inspiring  in- 
fluence. They  have  been  a  favorite 
theme  of  the  greatest  writers.  The 
president  of  Dartmouth  college  esti- 
mates that  30.000  people  every  summer 
visit  New  Hampshire,  attracted  by  its 
forest  and  mountain  scenery  and  leave 
about  $6,000,000  in  the  state.  Before  it 
is  t<>o  late  a  body  of  the  primeval  for- 
est in  this  county  should  be  secured  and 
held   for  a   health   and   pleasure   resort. 

The  pine  that  is  cut  in  Minnesota  in 
a  single  season  is  worth,  just  as  it 
stands  in  the  woods.  $."i.000.000  at  a  low 
valuation  .When  sawed  at  the  mills  its 
value  will  have  increased  to  $10,000,000, 
80  per  cent  of  which  increase  repre- 
sents labor.  This  shows  how  valuable 
as  an  Industrial  resource  the  forest 
would  be  if  it  could  be  perpetuated.  All 
we  are  yet  attempting  to  do  in  Minne- 
sota to  perpetuate  this  industry  and  the 
only  principle  of  forestry  we  are  yet 
attempting  to  uphold  Is  the  effort 
which  is  being  made  under  a  recent 
law.  to  prevent  forest  fires. 

Forestry  as  developed  In  the  past  100 
years  by  the  most  advanced  countries 
of  Europe,  and  principally  in  Germany 
and  France,  is  a  distinct  science.  If  a 
piece  of  land  be  planted  to  forest  it  can 
be  told  what  will  be  the  value  of  its 
product  of  timber  in  sixty  years  or  in 
100  years.  If  a  forest  already  exists  it 
can  be  determined  just  how  much  can 
be  cut  each  year  without  exceeding  the 
annual  increment,  so  as  to  maintain  a 
sustained  yield  so  that  while  yielding 
an  annual  revenue  the  forest  will  still, 
100  years  hence,  contain  as  much  stand- 
ing tim'ber  as  at  present.  In  most 
European  countries  there  is  more  forest 
belonging  to  private  individuals  than  is 
owned  by  the  state.  Stativstica  as  lo 
the  profit  of  private  forests  are  not  oli- 
tainable,  but  it  is  known  what  the  sus- 
tained yield  is  of  state  forests.  For 
example,  Baden  from  240,000  acres  of 
forest  derives  an  annual  net  profit  of 
$2.80  per  acre:  France  from  2,000,000 
acres  derives  a  net  annual  income  of 
$1.J»1  per  acre:  Prussia  from  6,000,000 
acres  derives  a  net  income  of  $1.50  per 
acre,  and  Saxony,  which  stands  at  the 
head  of  all  forest  administration,  from 
430.000  acres  of  forest  derives  a  net  an- 
nual  Income  of  $4.50  per  acre. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  in  all 
these  countries  the  forests  mostly  oc- 
cupy land  that  is  not  suited  for  agri- 
culture. It  is  a  lading  principle  of  for- 
estry that  forest  should  not  occupy 
land  that  Is  well  adapted  for  field  crops. 
One  of  the  striking  facts  in  forestry  is 
that  timber  can  be  successfully  grown 
on  land  that  is  not  fit  for  agriculture. 

Nature  intended  that  forest  wealth 
should  be  one  of  Minnesota's  special- 
ties and  forestry  is  therefore  a  subject 
ufion  which  our  people  should  be  well 
informed,  said  Mr.  Andrews.

CLAIMS  THEY  MISREPRESENT. 


Market  Gardener  Says  Grocers  Make 
False  Claims  as  to  Vegetables. 

One  of  the  largest  market  gardeners 
in  the  vicinity  of  Duluth  said  in  talking 
to  a  Herald  reporter  today  that  he 
hoped  the  opening  of  the  market  house 
Saturday  would  result  in  interesting 
.Duluth  people  in  home  market  products. 

"Much  more  garden  truck  would  be 
raised  here."  said  he,  "if  it  were  not  for 
the  difficulty  experienced  in  selling  it. 
Many  Duluth  grocers  will  not  patronize 
us  at  all.  telling  us  plainly  that  they 
prefer  to  get  their  supplies  from  out- 
side. They  do  not  claim  that  the  vege- 
tables we  have  to  offer  are  not  as  good 
or  better  than  those  that  are  shipped  in 
here,  but  they  say  that  it  is  more  con- 
venient to  buy  all  of  one  person,  and 
that  there  are  some  things  sold  in  this 
market  that  are  not  raised  here.  1  know 
of  some  grocers  who  sell  garden  pro- 
ducts to  Duluth  people  as  home  grown 
who  absolutely  refuse  to  buy  a  dollar's 
worth  of  stuff  from  local  gardeners.  The 
vegetables  which  the  Duluth  garden,-rs 
now  have  to  sell  are  better  than  any 
that  came  in  here  from  outside,  and 
they  can  l>e  delivered  when  they  are 
fresh  and  crisp,  instead  of  old  "  and 
wilted.  The  display  at  the  market 
house  Saturday  will  be  a  revelation  lo 
the  people  of  Duluth.  few  of  whom  re- 
alize what  excellent  garden  truck  is 
grown  here.  I  will  venture  to  say  that 
JDuluth  grown  celery  is  better  than  any 
*that  comes  from  Michigan,  and  th.is  > 
who  are  cultivating  it  intelligently,  in 
the  kind  of  soil  that  is  peculiarly  adapt- 
ed to  it.  are  meeting  with  success  and  j 
realize  larg^  profits. 

"Not  one  half  of  the  gardt?n  truck  that 
is  sold  as  a  home  product  is  actually 
grown  here.  Members  of  the  Home 
Consumers'  league  are  imposed  on 
shamefully  in  this  respect  by  unscrupu- 
lous dealers,  and  as  no  way  has  been 
devised  of  laljeling  vegetables,  I  do  not 
know  how  it  can  be  prevented  unless 
the  opening  of  the  city  market  will  have 
the  desired  result." 


HIS  TITLE  TO  FAME. 


Why     rather    Marquette    Is 

Entitled  to  a  Place  In 

History. 

Washington,  Aug.  11. — The  question 
as  to  the  right  of  Father  Marquette  ti 
figure  as  a  leading  actor  in  the  history 
of  this  country  has  arisen  again,  in  con. 
nection  with  the  fact  thlat  a  picture  of 
Marquette  has  l>een  placed  on  th? 
Omaha  exposition  .stamps.  A  corres» 
pondent  of  the  pjstofflce  department 
recently  wrote  that  he  had  made  search 
to  ascertain  what  claims  he  h'as  to  th^ 
distinction  thus  given  him,  with  the  re- 
sult   that   history   showed    him    to   have 

been  a  foreigner  and  Jesuit,  but  not 
marked  as  a  man  of  note  either  in  liter- 
ature or  science.  Information  wa!»i 
asked  as  to  what  his  great  merit  wa-=. 
John  P.  Merritt,  third  assistant  post- 
master general,  has  written  a  letter 
showing  why  the  design  was  adopted. 
He  says  that  the  object  of  the  pro- 
moters and  managers  of  the  trans-Mis- 
sissippi exiM)siti(>n  is  to  give  expression 
to  a  commendable  pride  on  the  part  of 
the  inhabitants  to  the  progress  of  thei^ 
section,  and  to  demonstrate  its 
growth,  and  anything  pertaining  to  th*- 
men  who  were  most  conspicuous  amt 
helpful  in  blazing  the  way  to  these  sec- 
tions and  laying  the  foundations  of 
civilization  is  fraught  with  great  inter- 
est. It  may  be  claimed,  he  .says,  that 
Marquctt»  did  not  discover  the  IMissis 
sippi,  liut,  like  Americus  Vespucci,  ha 
continued  the  explorations,  and  America 
is  named  after  the  latter.

Aug.  U.— A  special  to  the 
Post  Dispatch  from  Dallas.  Texas,  says: 
After  midnight  last  night  a  land  of 
jiiounted  white  men  called  at  the  home 
of  Rev.  E.  D.  Isaacs,  a  negro  who  pub- 
lishes the  Baptist  State,  and  left  a  no- 
tice that  he  must  not  any  longer  reside 
In  Dallas  or  publish  his  newspaper 
there,  Isaac  was  out  of  the  city.  The 
men  then  rode  on  to  the  church  in 
wihich  Lsaacs  preached  nearby  the  home, 
and  riddled  the  doors  and  windows  with 
bullets. 

Last  Saturday's  issue  of  the  Baptist 
State  defended  Joe  Malone,  the  negro 
who,  a  few  weeks  ago.  rai>etl  Mrs. 
Frederii^k  Stern,  an  aged  white  woman, 
and  the  demor^stration  of  the  White 
4'appers  was  due  to  thi.s  act. 

Malone.  who  will  be  hanged  on  Sept. 
2,  is  in  Jail  here.  After  the  demonstra- 
tion at  Lsaacs'  house,  a  telephone  me.ss- 
age  was  sent  to  the  sheriff  saying  ihe 
(Tnoi>  was  marching  on  the  county  jail  to 
get  Malone  and  iMr.eh  him.  This  was 
found  afterwards  to  l>e  untrue,  but  the 
sheriff  made  ample  preparations  to  pro- 
tect  ills  prisoner.

A    BAI  L   OF   LIGHTNING. 

Thomas  Ki  Ily.  a  machinist  employed 
at  Mount  Clare,  had  an  experience  with 
lightning  dut  Ing  the  heavy  storm  whi'-h 
last  prevailed,  and  which  for  its  pecul- 
iarity has  be  m  seldom  if  ever  equalled, 
sa.v.=«  the  Haltimore  American.  Mr! 
Kelly  has  charge  of  all  repairs  to  the 
Selden-Ott  block  signals  which  are  in 
use  on  the  Haltimore  &  Ohio  railroad, 
and  had  a  wo-kshop  fitted  up  for  his  owii 
use  and  separate  from  the  other  shops. 
The  .shop  is  a  small  room  annexed  to 
one  of  the  larger  buildings,  and  wh"n 
it  was  erected  the  lightning  rod.  which 
runs  down  t  le  side  of  the  main  build- 
ing, was  not  removed,  hut  allowed  t> 
remain  In  its  place,  running  througn 
one  end  of  Mr.  Kelly's  shop,  and  this 
oversight  wa  <  the  probable  cause  of  his 
narrow  escape,  says  the  Boston  Tran- 
script. 

Mr.  Kelly  was  at  work  in  the  shop 
during  the  .^torm.  and  was  holding  In 
his  tongs  a  piece  of  iron  which  he  had 
just  heated.  He  laid  it  upon  the  anvil 
and  raised  his  hammer  to  strike  it. 
Just  at  tha  moment  a  ball  of  fire 
flashed  acros;  the  room  to  the  anvil,  the 
hammer  desc  >nded.  striking  it  and  scat- 
tering fragm  .nts  of  the  ball  in  all  direc- 
tion? with  a  loud  report.  Mr.  Kelly 
was  thrown  .  cross  the  room  against  his 
work  bench  .■  nd  the  hammer  flew  from 
his  hand  an  1  struck  the  celling  with 
considerable  force. 

Every  piece  of  metal  in  the  shop 
which  was  st  uck  by  the  fragments  was 
either  burnec  or  melted  at  the  point  of 
contact,  and  the  hammer,  tongs  and 
other  tools  about  the  anvil  were 
strongly  magnetized,  as  the  men  about 
the  place  afterward  found  they  would 
attract  smal  pieces  of  metal  and  AN 
ings.  Mr.  K  ?lly  was  not  seriously  in- 
jured, but  did  not  recover  from  the 
shock  until  ate  at  night.  It  Is  sup- 
posed that  th?  lightning  came  down  the 
rod  and  In  iiasaing  through  the  shop 
•was  attracted  by  the  large  amount  of 
metal  storec:  therein.  The  lightning 
also  set  fire  o  a  small  leak  In  the  gaa 
pipe  in  the  ri)om,  which,  previous  to  the 
storm,  was  not  known  to  exist.

This  indepenl- 
eiice  >^ows  ilsc^f  In  many  WMys,  not  the 
lea.>»t  noticeable  Ik-Iok  a  siomful  disre- 
gard of  Incle  Sam's  revenue  laws.  The 
Cnitetl  States  revenue  ottlcers'  lives  are 
not  safe  in  these  mountains.  These  sim- 
ple folk  look  upon  their  fruit  and  corn 
as  being  their  own  and  natures  product, 
with  which  the  government  has  nauglit 
to  do.  Their  domestic  lives  are  very  sim- 
ple also,  verging  closely  ujion  the  primi. 
tiveiiess  of  the  lirst  inhabitants  of  this 
ivountry.  cloihinK  In-lng  worn  with  sc.iniy 
reference  to  civilized  liroprietie.x.  iiearl'v 
approximating   to   virginal   Innocence. 

This  independence  ami  sim|)licity  char- 
acterizes in  a  marked  degree  all  their  re- 
ligious habits  fuiil  proclivities.  The  onlv 
denomination  of  Christianity  which  flour- 
ishes anions  tliose  of  the  sei-tion  where 
the  incident  that  follows  ociurrc-^l,  is 
one  Which  thev  themselves  have  name.l 
"the  primitive  Baptists."

Their  bonnets, 
when  they  api>eared  in  the  congregation, 
were  ornamenieil  by  an  excess  of  ribbon 
bow.s,  feathers  and  (lowers,  which  caused 
the  heart  of  tlu-ir  earnest  pastor  to  over- 
flow with  anxii  ty  concerniiiK  the  salva- 
tion of  their  souls. 

This  faithful  man  never  hesitated  In 
iloing  his  duty  by  those  under  his  charge, 
lie  liad  frequently  exhorted  them  to  Ik- 
loyal  to  the  distinctive  precepts  and  cus- 
toms of  their  church,  such  as  speakinjt 
whin  the  spirit  moved,  refraining  from 
any  study  of.  c>r  private  interpretation  of 
the  Scriptures,  except  wiien  done  by 
those  men  called  by  the  spirit-moving  to 
preach  the  Gospel.  He  had  over  and  over 
again  spoken  to  them  on  the  theme  of 
their  church's  denunciation  of  Sabbath 
.schools,  at  one  time  having  asserted  that 
a  child  would  better  be  trustcil  to  the 
mercy  of  God  in  hell  than  In  the  modern 
Sunday  school.  His  condemnation,  there- 
fore, of  the  Women's  "topknots"  was,  .is 
may  be  well  imagined,  simkeii  in  un- 
measured terms  from  the  pulpit,  i.n  the 
hlKhway,  and  duriiiB  his  pastoral  visita- 
tions at    their  homes. 

one  Sumlay  afternoon  a  party  of  men 
.iiid  women  at  .,iie  of  the  mountain  spring 
resorts  In  I'.itrick  county,  Va.,  attendee! 
a  "biisliineetinf;,  ■  as  the  summer  congr.-- 
gatiolis  of  this  .sect  was  called,  because 
of  being  held  in  rhe  ojien  woihIs  at  a 
ilossroads  meeting  house.  The  place 
was  only  a  few  miles  from  the  hotel 
grounds,  and  they  had  learned  that  this 
unicpie  and  plain-si)oken  servant  of  <iod 
was  golnp:  to  tie  present  on  this  occasion, 
'ilicy  found  a  large  congregation  present, 
the  men  rough-dad  and  coatless,  the  wo- 
men dressed  in  simi>le  cheap  gocxls,  with 
much  light  c-olur  predominating,  and.  in 
spite  c»f  the  previous  denunciation  of  their 
|)astor,  there  was  in  evidence  a  great 
number  of  highly  decorated  hats  and 
bonnets,  especially  among  the  young  wo- 
men  of   the   Hock. 

With  great  earnestness  and  unction  the 
pastor  read,  In  the  twenty-fourth  chap- 
ter of  the  Gospel,  according  to  St. 
Matthew,  the  account  of  rhe  last  davs  of 
the  judgment.  After  the  singing  of  a 
plaintive  hymn,  with  the  many  repetitions 
of  a  chorus  for  whii  h  this  people,  in  com- 
mon with  the  negroes,  are  remarkable, 
he  took  his  text  from  the  .seventeentli 
verse  of  that  chapter,  which  reads: 

"Let  him  which  is  on  thc'  hou.setop  not 
come  down  to  take  an>'nhlng  oirt  of  his 
hcuise." 

The-  preachers  of  this  denomination,  it 
can  be  seen  from  wiiat  has  iK-en  said  arp 
not  expec-ted  to  be  guided  in  their  SCrifi- 
tiire  exegesis  by  the  original  meaning  of 
the  Scripture  clK>.'»en  for  a  text,  however 
so  plain.  But  the  hearers  from  outer  clv- 
illzaiion  were  not  prepared  for  the  im- 
mediate and  iirompt  announcement  of  the 
preacher  of  his  theme  for  that  dav.  'ITils 
was.  "Topknot,  come  down."  jn  flerv 
language  of  scorn  he  described  the  adorn- 
ment of  so  m.iny  of  the  women  of  his 
congregation,  dwelling  at  great  length 
upon  the  dreadiul  enormities  of  their 
headgear,  which  he  denominated  always 
by  the  expression,  "topknots."  These,  he 
asserted,  from  the  Scripture  of  his  text, 
must  "come  d..wn."  or  the  dreailful 
Judgments  of  I'.ods  wrath  would  be 
ooiired  out  upon  them.  Ttiese  judgments 
he  proceeded  to  ile.scrilK"  with  that  fer- 
vency of  langiraRe  which  the  subje.-t  .,f 
the  torments  of  tlte  condemned  tmil  iin- 
repenei-ate  always  elicits  from  an  Ignor- 
ant   ministry. 

It  was  with  great  difflcultv  that  the 
visitors  refrained  from  jrivliig  vent  to 
their  sense  of  the  ludicrous  situation 
but  the  natural  audience  of  this  favorite 
preacher  of  the  backwoods  was  swaved 
to  and  fro  by  the  oratory  of  the  siieaker. 
loud  "Amens"  being  heard  from  the 
male  jmrt  and  gmans.  followed  finallv 
by  shrieks  of  desi)airing  fear,  from  the 
female   part   of   the  congregation. 

Suddenly  a  young  woman.  S))eciallv 
noticeable  for  the  enormity  of  her  ofllense 
against  the  particular  command  of 
fJods  word  under  discussion  by  the 
preacher,  who  was  sitting  not  manV  teef 
from  the  platform  up<m  which  the  min- 
's^'er  stood,  spram.'  to  her  feet  with  i 
sobbing  cry  for  mercy,  snatched  the  of- 
fending headsear  from  her  head.  anr» 
castlnc  it  under  her  feet,  trampled  it 
into  the  earth,  and  fell  upon  her  knees 
and  face  umm  the  eround.  with  her  cric-s 
drowning  the  si)eaker's  voice. 

At  this,  to  them.  |>laln  evidence  of  the 
truth  of  the  preacher's  message,  .nnd  of 
th-  Spirit's  presence  in  convicting  power 
the  whole  congregation  /was  wrought  up 
to  the  highest  piti'h  of  Tivsterical  excite- 
ment, and  everywhere  the  women,  con- 
.sjderlng  themselves  as  amenable  to  the 
liKhteous  wrath  of  outraged  Divinity 
were-  si-en  tearing  their  bonnets  from  their 
heails  and  casting  them   far  from  them. 

The  revolution  wrought  bv  this  sermon 
has  continued  to  this  dav.  although  V 
was  pre.uheil  nearly  five  vears  ago.  T- 
has  never  been  forgotten  bv  the  visitors 
upon  that  occasion,  anv  more  than  by 
the  earnest  and  devote<l  followers  of  the 
persuasion  whose  minister  delivered  th* 
mes.snge.  Since  then  It  has  onlv  been 
necessary  for  the  pious  elders  to  sav 
"Topknot,  come  down."  in  order  to  chec'k 
the  most  daring  of  i:inovators  upon  their 
ancient    primitive    customs.

New  York,  Aug.  11.— A  dispatch  to 
the  Tribune  from  Corunna  via  Hendaye 
says:  -Great  dissatisfaction  prevails 
here  and  at  "Vigo  and  Santander  that 
these  points  should  have  been  selected 
for  the  sanitary  camps  to  receive  Gen. 
Toral's  army.  Exaggerated  reports  of 
yellow  fever  and  other  diseases  that 
the  troops  are  likely  to  bring-  with  them 
have  caused  almost  a  panic  among  the 
ignorant  population.

Petticoat  lane  beats  any  place  of  the 
sort  I  ever  saw  for  size  and  swarmin.g 
humanity,  and  for  the  reflection  or  dem- 
imstraiion  of  the  extreme  poverty  of  a 
multitudinous  population,  says  a  Lon- 
don letter  to  the  Providence  Journal.  It 
is  not  a  slum  so  much  as  it  is  the  ren- 
dezvous and  market  or  exchange  of  all 
the  slums.  It  is  an  outdoor  second- 
hand shop  of  mind-bewildering  im- 
mensity. It  covers  a  scjuare  mile  of 
London,  just  (►ff  Bishopsgate  street,  in 
"the  city."  and  monopolizes  a  score  of 
streets  within  that  area.  It  exists  only 
on  Sunday  .and  completely  blots  out  of 
notice  the  petty  tradesmen  who  do  busi- 
ness In  those  streets  on  the  other  days 
of  the  week.  It  is  Phil  May's  happiest 
stamping  ground  to  whlcTi  he  resorts 
for  types  of  the  coster  the  fakir,  the 
few  Hebrews  who  are  not  at  the  top  of 
high  society  over  here,  and  for  the  Bill 
Sykeses,  and  flower  girls  and  street 
creatures  of  all  the  lower  orders.  It 
is  the  place  where  the  Jews  of  London 
are  the  merchanlF  and  the  very  poor 
are    their   c-ustomers,    wheie    theatrical 


Idunging    careers    like    that    of   Barney 
Barnato  are  often  begun. 

Many  cities  in  Europe  have  Sunday 
secH)nd-hand  fairs  of  this  sort.  That 
at  the  Central  halls  in  Paris  is  well 
known,  and  there  Is  a  big  one  in  St. 
Petersburg,  excellently  housed  in  a 
sort  of  double  arcade  in  which  the 
Jews  do  business  lightly  all  the  week 
and  heavily  on  the  first  day.  The  best 
and  biggest  and  dirth'st  and  mc^st  pe- 
culiar exchange  of  the  sort  that  I  ever 
saw,  however,  until  last  Sunday  in 
London,  is  the  "Louse  market"  of  Mos- 
cow. Not  a  pretty  name,  yet  one  that 
must  be  written  because  It  is  true, 
famous  and  eminently  descriptive.  This 
market  is  also  perennial,  but  is  at  its 
best  on  Sundays  in  the  summer.  It  is 
held  beside  the  walls,  on  their  inner 
side,  and  is  such  a  rag-bag  and  omnium 
gatherum  of  a  place  that  one  may  buy- 
there  either  costly  jewelry  and  dia- 
monds or  bits  of  broken  clocks  or  furs 
or  worn-out  l)oots  or  beautiful  church 
ornaments  or  the  sifted  emptyings  of 
ash  barrels.  Very  polite  folks  call  it 
the  "thieves'  market,"  but  I  notice  all 
such  places  are  so  called  all  over  the 
world,  also  that  the  people  who  sell 
goods  in  them  like  to  be  considered  as 
having  stolen  what  they  offer,  to  get 
the  idea  that  they  can  sell  their  wares 
for  less  than  they  are  worth,  becau.se 
they    paid    nothing   for   them. 

As  I  turned  out  of  Bishopsgate  street 
around  the  famous  barroom  known  as 
"Dirty  Dick's,"  I  saw  before  me  the 
outer  edge  of  the  vast  swarm  of  peo- 
ple pressed  side  to  side  between  the 
venders  along  the  curbs — for  the  poor 
canm)t  be  chcxisers,  and  make  no  com- 
plaint at  having  to  trade  in  the  streets, 
so  long  as  they  can  get  a  great  deal  of 
the  necessaries  (jf  life  for  a  very  little 
of  their  money.  Along  the  principal 
street  of  the  district,  which  has  no  Pet- 
ticoat lane,  yet  is  all  known  by  that 
name,  g<x>ds  were  mainly  old  clotlie.'?.  in 
single  coats  or  pairs  of  tiYiusers  or  in 
complete  suits.  Some  were  in  fairly 
gcKid  condition,  others  were  stained  or 
shiny  or  patched,  and  all  were  indubit- 
ably second  hand,  and  I  thought,  were 
the  cast-off  raiment  of  people  who  had 
themselves  been  far  from  well  off. 
The.se  clothes  were  displayed  on  boards 
set  up  on  wooden  horses,  or  else  on 
flat-topped  push  carts,  some  of  them 
covered  with  awnings  or  canopie.s.  The 
salesmen  were  all  Jews,  but  not  such 
as  we  see  many  of  in  America.  These 
were  the  ofYspring  of  Jewish  families 
that  have  been  established  in  the  East 
End  for  centuries,  and  they  seemed 
even  a  little  more  English  in  their  man- 
ners than    the   people  around   them. 

Si>me  of  these  merchants  mounted 
ladders  so  as  to  command  the  crowd 
to  the  best  advantage:  others  stood  on 
chairs  before  their  so>iled  and  odorous 
heaps  of  sartorial  refuse.  Their  man- 
ner of  selling  goods  was  peculiar.  They 
began  to  offer  them  at  a  high  figure 
and  then  ran  the  price  down  themselves 
without  waiting  for  a  word  from  the 
crowd;  indeed,  I  do  not  remember  hear- 
ing any  of  the  people  before  the  stalls 
and  carts  say  anything  to  the  ven- 
dors. They  listened  with  looks  of  in- 
terest in  the  goods  and  prices,  of 
amusement  at  the  profanity  or  cVbscen- 
ity  of  the  merchants,  or  of  curiosity 
when  a  man  ventured  upon  a  harangue 
that  was  intended  to  be  either  inform- 
ing or  witty.  "Now,  then."  a  merchant 
would  shout:  "I  did  not  come  awav 
from  my  Rachel  and  the  kids  for  the 
pleasure  of  being  in  Petticoat  lane,  and 
so  'elp  me  I  ain't  sellin'  no  goods  for  a 
parstime,  I  ain't.  Here's  a  suit  as  fine 
as  Lord  Rothschild  would  want  to  wear 
before  the  prince  of  "Wiles,  ain't  it? 
W-ell,  I  offer  it  at  twenty  bob.  At 
eig'hteen,  then;  no?  So  'elp  me,  I'll  let 
it  go  at  sixteen  and  a  tanner,  '^''ho 
says  he'll  'ave  at  thirteen  and  a  tanner?' 
At  ten--at  eight— at  six— at  five—  at 
four  bob  and  a  tanner?  There  that's 
my  iKittom  prolce— four  bob  and  a  tan- 
ner: 'oo'll  'ave  it  at  at  that?"  A  bob  is 
a  shilling,  of  course,  and  a  tanner  is  a 
sixpence,  in  London  slang. 

Relieving  the  monotony  of  the  heaps 
of  clothes  Avere  rows  of  second-hand 
bots,  all  resoled  and  shined,  but  gen- 
erally crooked  and  warty-looking,  de- 
spite the  endeavors  of  the  tradesmen. 
These  were  always  displayed  in  lines 
along  the  ground.  There  were  also 
many  stands  given  up  to  the  sale  of 
lemonade  in  the  hugest  imaginable 
glass  jars,  almost  big  enough  for  one  of 
the  forty  thelves  to  get  Into,  and  made 
deadly  looking  by  the  unnatural  color 
of  the  drink  within.  There  were  stands 
before  which  men  cried  out,  "Here's 
yer  nice  cooling  citric  acid  and  sugar," 
or  ""Who'll  buy  these  sulphur  and 
cream  of  tartar  lozenges,  the  best  regu- 
lators of  the  blood  a-going."  There  were 
tremendous  and  formidable  scales  of 
brass,  made  like  apothecaries'  balances, 
but  weighing  half  a  ton,  upon  which 
the  pubHc  was  asked  to  weigth  Itself: 
there  were  poppy  shows  and  peep  show 
and  moving  pictures,  and  plenty  of  men 
who  buttonholed  young  lads  and  whis- 
pered that  they  had  contraband  photo- 
graphs and  vicious  Ixxoks  for  sale;  but 
they  spoke  falsely,  for  none  dare  to 
sell  those  things.  There  was  an  extra- 
ordinary trade  in  what  the  Engish 
call  "Pick-me-ups,"  or  tonics,  as  we 
would  say,  and  this  was  curious,  be- 
cause the  neighborhood  of  the  Stock 
Exchange  is  the  only  other  place  in 
which  I  have  seen  tonics  advertised 
and  having  a  great  sale  in  London. 

There  were  other  streets  in  Petticoat 
lane  that  were  given  over  to  the  same 
odds  and  ends  of  tools  and  broken 
clocks  and  old  china  and  second-hand 
hardware  that  I  saw  In  Moscow's  un- 
savory market,  and,  strange  al)ove  all 
else,  was  a  great  building  or  area  of 
sheds  called  the  "Clothes  Exchangre," 
wliere  other  dealers  than  the  ones  in 
the  streets  rented  regular  stalls,  as  in 
a  meat  market,  and  traded  in  discarded 
garments,  with  the  extra    dignity    of

Oen  Miles  believes  that  the  he.tUh  of  an  army  is  the  most  important  for  its 
ultimate  success,  and,  acting  upon  that  Idea,  the  sanitary  conditions  of  Camp 
Wainwright  have  been  strictly  attended  t  o  by  the  digging  of  trenches  for  refuse 
and  the  constant  cleaning  of  the  rcjads  and  streets  that  surround  the  camp. 
Uncle  Sam's  soldiers  put  In  a  great  deal    of  thc?ir  time  al   hard  camp  work. 


rent  j>ayers  and  the  advantage  of 
shelter  when  it  rained.  All  the  clbth- 
ing,  execept  a  little  shown  by  a  line  of 
eight  or  ten  women,  who  stood  in  a 
gutter  and  cried  out  skirts  and  petti- 
coats and  colored  undergarments,  was 
for  the  men,  and  my  companion  ven- 
tured the  sui^mise  that  this  was  not  be- 
cause the  women  did  not  want  clothes 
as  much  as  the  men,  but  was  more 
likely  to  be  because  the  men  considered 
their  own  needs  first.  Finally  I  came 
upon  a  restaurant  or  dining  street  off 
to  one  side  of  all  the  other  thorougli- 
fares,  if  that  is  a  good  name  for  places 
so  blocked  by  crowds  as  to  be  all  but 
impassable.  In  this  eating  street  the 
wares  were  not,  it  is  needless  to  say, 
of  the  general  seccjnd-hand  variety. 
Theye  were  very  fresh  and  appetizing 
looking,  though  nothing  except  sea 
food  was  offerc^d  there.  Winkles,  the 
favorite  food  of  the  poor  Londoner,  be- 
cause it  is  the  cheapest  he  can  buy, 
were  in  the  greatest  abundance.  These 
are  periwinkles  with  fheir  names  short- 
encxl  by  one  syllable.  Oysters  were  next 
In  point  of  plentifulness,  and  crabs 
and  fried  eels,  with  a  sort  of  mash 
made  of  boiled  peas,  were  the  other 
edibles  on  sale. 


AMERICANS  BEHIND  THEM. 

That  Is  the  Reason  the  Guns  In  Our 
Army  Are  So  Effective. 

During  the  last  few  days  I  have  no- 
ticed a  numlier  of  letters  and  para- 
graphs relating  to  the  alleged  abductiivn 
and  employment  of  British  gunners  on 
the  American  ships,  says  Hiram  Maxim 
in  St.  James  Gazette.  It  appears  to  the 
writers  of  some  of  these  that  the  won- 
derfully accurate  shooting  which  proved 
so  disastrous  to  the  Spanish  Meet,  both 
U.I  Manilla  and  Santiago,  can  only  be  ac- 
counted for  on  the  hypothesis  that  Eng- 
lish gunners  were  employed. 

It  is  very  curious  how  we  Americans 
look  upon  the  same  suljject  from  a  dia- 
me,trically  oppcjsite  standpoint.  The 
wonderful  accuracy  of  our  fire  .seems  to 
us  to  point  to  the  fact  that  our  naval 
Huthurities  had  taken  great  care  in  se- 
lectir>g  their  gunners,  and  that  every 
man  behind  a  big  gun  must  have  been  a 
genuine  American.  The  very  fact  that 
our  losses  were  so  small  as  compared 
with  those  of  the  enemy  would  seem  to 
point  in  the  same  direction. 

I  have  nothing  but  admiration  for  the 
skill  of  EnglLsh  gunners,  and  there  is  no 
question  that,  with  the  single  exception! 
of  the  Americans,  they  are  the  best  In 
the  world:  but  it  must  l)e  remembered 
that  Americans  have  given  much  greater 
attention  to  tlie  question  of  accuracy  of 
fire  than  any  other  nation  ar*d  that  they 
•have  various  improvements  in  the 
hiountings  of  their  guns  which  enable 
them  to  he  fired  with  greater  accuracj' 
than  is  r>ossible  in  other  countries.  When 
I  was  in  Washington,  several  ytars  ago, 
the  naval  authorities  told  me  that  in 
case  of  war  the  superior  accuracy  of  our 
fire  would  be  so  great  as  to  be  a  most 
important  factor  in  the  struggle.  Is 
not  this  accuracy  due  in  some  measure 
to  the  fact  that  the  very  large  guns  in 
the  American  navy  are  trained  liy 
electricity,  which  enaljles  a  species  of 
telescopic  sight  to  be  employed  which  is 
cv/mpletely  impracticable  with  guns 
trained  by  hand? 


minister  of  war  has  ordered  aluminum 
horseshoes  for  the  cavalry.  The  first 
trial  is  now  being  made  by  the  Finlainl 
dragoons,  and  the  horses  are  shod  as 
follows:  A  shoe  of  the  new  aluminum

The  difference  in 
weight  is  alt  >ut  seventy  grams  (two  and 
one-half  ounces)  on  each  shoe.  Mr.  At- 
well  says  the  co.st  is  not  greater  at 
present,  and  will  lie  less  as  soon  as  thc' 
system  of  manufacturing  the  new  shoe 
shall  have  been  perfected.

Decrease  the  Work  of 

the  Court. 


Clerk  of  Court  John  Owens  is  prepnrN 
ing  a  list  of  names  for  the  grand  and 
petit  juries  for  the  September  term  of 
the  district  court.  The  list  will  be  hand- 
ed to  the  sheriff  in  a  day  or  two,  after 
which  those  who  have  been  <lrawn  for 
these  dutioe  will  be  informed  of  their 
seleotlotii  by  the  deputy  sherlflf.s,  who 
will  call  upon  them  with  .summonses. 
The  term  will  liegin  Wednesday  m^rn- 
ing,  Sept.  7.  when  the  grand  jury  will 
be  sworn  in  and  charged.  TJie  petit 
juroi-s  will  not  be  needed  until  the  fol- 
lowing Monday,  when  the  trial  of  jury 
cases  will  be  taken  up.  The  last  dav 
for  filing  note.s  of  issue  for  the  new 
term  will  be  Wednesday.  Aug.  31. 

It  is  yet  too  early  to  tell  what  the 
September  term  will  develop.
